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‘*Austin in 1890 began as a municipal 
enterprise to dam the Colorado river 
for electric light and power, At first 
$1,400,000 was borrowed at 5 per cent, 
and appropriated for the purpose. Then 
$250,000 more was borrowed at 6 per 
cent, and then $150,000 was taken from 
the funds on hand, so that the plant 
has cost about $1,750,000. Before the 
undertaking was begun, it was pre- 
dicted by experts that, owing to the 
character of the rock. along the river 
leaks would surely develop. So it 
proves. ‘The water in one month this 
fall has fallen ten feet through leakage. 
Moreover, the dam gave originally a 
depth of sixty feet. So much silt has 
come down with the currents that 
already the depth has decreased to 
thirty-three feet. The gross receipts of 
the city for light and power are about 
$60,000 a year, while the interest on 
the bonds and other expenses of opera- 
tion are said to be about $174,000. 
Before embarking on this enterprise 
Austin paid $18,000 a year for electric 
light. At that time the tax rate was $9 
on the $1,000. Now it is $23.01. Rents 
that once were #100 a month are now 
to be had for $25 and a steam auxiliary

important Recommendations In the Annual Re- 
port of Adju‘an: General Corbin. 


Washington, Nov. 2.—Aside from the 
strictly technical recital of all the de- 
tails of a busy year in military life, the 
annual report of Brigadier General Cor- 
bin, adjutant general of the army, gives 
much information of an {interesting 
general character and submits numerous 
recommendations for the betterment of 
the service. 


GENERAL H. GC. CORBIN. 

General Corbin sums up the military 
forces now in the service of the United 
States as: Regular army, 64,586; volun- 
teers, 34,574; total, 99,160. The regular 
establishment consists of 10 regiments 
of cavalry, seven of artillery and 25 of 
infantry. Th® volunteer establishment 
consists of one regiment of cavalry, 24 of 
infantry and a Porto Rico®attalion. 

The distribution of these troops up to 
Oct. llast was asfollows: Inthe United 
States, 34,229; Porto Rico, Cuba, 
11,187; Philippines, 32,315; en route to the 
Philippines, 17,099; Alaska, 499; Ha- 
wailan islands, 466. 

General Corbin adds the following to 
this summary: “It is expected that by 
Dec. 1 next all the infantry regiments, 
United States volunteers, shown above 
as in the United States, will have sailed 
for the Philippines. These, ‘th the 
troops now there, wil] give a_ total 
strength of 2117 officers and 63,608 en- 
listed men (an aggregate of 36 i 

The service of many of the troops after 
their enlistments had expired causes 
General Corbin tosayinhisreport: “The 
patrictism of the regulars and volun- 
teers Who enlisted only for the war with 
Spain, by willingly and actively serving 
after the expiration of their terms of 
service, calls for evidence of apprecfa» 
tion on the part of the department. To 
this end it is respectfully recommended 
that each officer of the several volunteer 
organizations and each enlisted man 
who continued in service in the Philip- 
Pine islands after the second of March, 
1899, until honorably discharged, be 
awarded a suitably inscribed medal.” 

During the year there have been 62,175 
enlistments and re-enlistments, of which 
53,024 were native born and 9151 foreign 
born. In point of color, 56,154 were 
white, 6000 colored and 20 Indians. 

A recommendation is made for extra 
pay for officers serving in our new pos- 
sessions. 

Of the criticisms on the staff organiza- 
tion of the army, General Corbin says: 
“Much has been written of late concern- 
ing a better staff system. Ours may be, 
and doubtless is, open to improvements; 
but it should be borne in mind that the 
present organization is the result of 
years of legislation, born of the best 
thought and labors of our best military 
men, and has stood successfully the test 
of all our wars. The criticisms of our 
system are too often the result of dis- 
appointment. Seldom has there one ap- 
peared in print whose author has not 
been a long standing applicant for a 
place in one of te staff corps or depart- 
ments. The suggestion that our staff 
officers are not experienced in the duties 
of line officers is not borne out by facts.” 

The report dwells on the courtesies 
shown our troops by the British govern- 
ment Officials while stopping at Gibral- 
tar and elsewhere en route to the Philip- 
pines, and says this international cour- 
tesy will long live in the memories of both 
parties to the spontaneous exchange. 

The report speaks of the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions in Hawaii, in relation to 
land for military uses. It is urged, 
therefore, that certain tracts be taken 
without delay from the control of the 
Hawaiian government, and secured to 
the futufe uses of the United States, and 
have them declared as reservations for 
military purposes. 

Recommendation is made that military 
officers, serving abroad as military at- 
taches, be given increased rank and pay. 

As the increase in the army calls for 
an additional number of military acad- 
emy cadets to fill vacancies, it is recom- 
mended that the president be author- 
ized to appoint 10 annually, and that 
two be appointed at large from each 
state. 

Satisfaction is expressed that the 
“army canteen” embarrassment has 
been removed from the war depart- 
ment by the action of congress in es- 
tablishing certain restrictions. 

Recommendation is made that non- 
commissioned officers be given addi- 
tional pay, in order to attract to these 
places a worthy class, willing to stay 
in those grades, and that 25 years’ ser- 
vice as an enlisted man shall be sufficient 
to admit to the retired list of enlisted 
men. 

The condition of the artillery service, 
especially of the seacoast, the report 
describes as not altogether satisfactory. 
It is believed that the time has arrived 
when the artillery branch of the Service 
should be reorganized, and the fielg ar- 
tillery separated from that engageq in 
the coast defense. It is recommended 
that the regimental organization of the 
artillery be abolished, and that a corps

of field artillery and of seacoast artillery 
be provided for, separate and distinct 
from each other. 2 

In a resume General Corbin says: 
“The regular army is now practically 
at a maximum, as are also the volunteer 
regiments. The work incident to all 
these changes, broguht about by the acts 
aforesaid, involving the enlistment of 
208,500 volunteers, the subsequent re- 
duction, and then again its increase to 
(5,000, necessitating numerous orders 
and instructions bearing upon the same, 
to say nothing of the complete military 
record of every officer and man of this 
large force, threw upon this office work, 
the magnitude of whch cannot be under- 
stood until undertaken. That this work 
has been done with accuracy and in- 
telligence, is now history. All credit is 
due to the assistants and the clerical 
force of the office.” 

The report also calls attention to the 
fact that not a single life has been lost 
by accident incident to travel in the 
course of all the transportation to the 
Philippines. : 

In conclusion, General Corbin points 
out an omission of the law in failing to 
provide chaplains for the volunteer reg- 
iments, and recommends that chaplains 
be provided for as soon as possible, as the 
presence of one with each regiment is 
deemed very necessary. 


FUNSTON TO BRING SUIT 


— 


For Certain S'atcments Alleged to Have Been 
Made by a Catholic Publication. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 2.—A special to 
The Star from Albuquerque, N. M., says: 
General Funston, who is en route home 
with the mustered out Twentieth Kan- 
sas regiment, has wired his Topeka at- 
torneys to bring proceedings against 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul for crim- 


inal libel because of statements at- 
tributed to the archbishop in a recent 
interview. General Funston also in- 


structed his lawyers to begin criminal 
and civil prosecutions against The 
Monitor, a Catholic paper of San Fran- 
cisco, which first printed the story. 

In a recent interview in Chicago, Arch- 
bishop Ireland was quoted as saying that 
Genera] Funston had been charged with 
looting Catholic churches in the Philip- 
pines. The charges alleged to have been 
referred to by the archbishop were made 
by the editor of The Monitor soon after 
the landing of the Kansas troops in San 
Francisco. The Monitor stated, it is 
said, that General Funston had taken 
two magnificent chalices from a certain 
Catholic church in the Philippines, and 
that he had sent them home to his wife. 
Archbishop Ireland in his Chicago inter- 
view Was quoted as ing upon General 
Funston to deny the truth of the article 
and sue the editor of The Monitor for 
libel, or the public would be obliged 
against its will to believe him guilty of 
the criminal acts of which he had been 
accused. 

General Funston is tuighly indignant 
at the aecusauon, and says he will prose- 
cute the matter vigorously. He in- 
tends, he says, to put a stop forever to 
the malicious stories put im circulation 
regarding him. 

Genera! Funston says that he not only 
refrained from desecrating houses of 
worship in Manila, but that while col- 
Onel of the Kansas regiment issued a 
positive order prohibiting the looting or 
mutilation « He sup- 
plemented this with verbal instructions 
to his company commanders to see that 
the order rightly enforced. 

St. Paul, Nov. 2.—Archbishop Ireland 
appeared surprised when he heard that 
General Funston was reported as about 
to sue him for }jibel, account of 
statements attributed to him in a Chi- 
cago interview. He said that he had 
made such charge against General 
Funston, but had expressed the opinion 
that the statements of the San Fran- 
cisco paper, charging the general with 
having taken a priest's robe from a 
Philippine church, should be denied by 
General Funston at once, lest a failure 
to deny should lead to a wrong impres- 
sion.

CAUGHT IN THE STORM, 


Many Vessels May Have Succumbed Along the 
Atlant.c Coast. 


Boston, Noy. 2.—-There !s much fear 
in the minds of the local seafaring men 
that the fruit steamer Admiral Dewey 
has met the full vent of the hurricane 
in the vicinity of the Island of Jamaica, 
where the storm did the most damage, 
helped by the vigorous rainfall. The 
vessel has proved unlucky ever since she 
left the hands of her builders, and the 
end of her bad streak of luck appears 
not yet to be in sight. At 10 o'clock 
this morning she was just seven days 
out on her trip, which in ordinary weath- 
er is made in about four days and l4 
hours. She was due at Jamaica at mid- 
night last Monday. 

Charleston, Nov. 2.—Steamer Nava- 
hoe, Captain Staples, arrived here yés- 
terday from New York, having on board 
Captain John Gaskill, sole survivor of 
the crew of the steamer George L. Col- 
well, New York from Fernandina, Fla., 
with acargo oflumber. Captain Gaskill 
was clinging to a piece of wreckage of 
his lost vessel, to which he had clung for 
22 hours. Captain Gaskill says he saw 
10 of his crew engulfed in the waves, and 
is of the opinion that the others shareda 
like fate. 

Wilmington, N. C., Nov. 2.—The 
schooner Stonewall, Captain Milliken, 
from Wilmington to Shallottee, N. C., 
with merchandise, was caught in Tues- 
day's storm, after she had entered Shal- 
lottee river, and was blown out to Sea. 
The vessel, cargo and crew are supposed 
to be lost. The schooner Stella Lee, 
Captain Williamson, bound for Shal- 
lottee, with naval stores and produce, is 
given up as lost. 

St. John’s, Nov. 2—A_ coasting 
schooner, hailing from the Newfound- 
land shore, near Belle Isle, which went 
to the wreck of the British steamer 
Scotsman, which went ashore Sept. 21in 

the straits of Belle Isle, has not returned, 
and has been missing since about Sept. 

28. It is believed she foundered, with 

a crew of 10 men, seven of whom were 

married, with families. They belong to 

the settlement of Griquette, which is 
thus practically depopulated of 
males.

Little light is thrown on the actual 
situation by the news at hand toga 
The magnitude of Monday's-fight, how- 
ever, ls more than ever evident. Vir- 
tually three actions were raging simul- 
taneously, but it is obvious that the 
intention to roll back the Orange Free 
State troops was not achieved. 

A report that a Boer force, with guns 
from Koomatipoort, is making its way 
through Zululand, is held to indicate an 
intention to seizing the railway between 
Colenso and Pietermaritzburg, if it has 
not already been seized. Armored 
trains are patrolling the line. 

According to another dispatch, the 
naval brigade at Ladysmith has mount- 
ed four more guns from Durban. 

General White has cabled the war office 
that in the engagement on Farquhar’s 
farm, near Ladysmith, on Oct. 30, when 
Lieutenant Colonel Carleton’s column 
was compelled to surrender, six officers 
were killed and nine wounded. Among 
the non-commissioned officers and men 
the casualties were 54 in killed and 231lin 
wounded. General White promises a 
list of the missing later. 

As to the immediate prospect, little can 
be added to what has already been said. 
Great reliance seems to be placed on the 
services to be rendered by the heavy 
naval guns, said to be three in number, 
now at Ladysmith, and it is hoped that 
by neutralizing the effect of the heavy 
French guns of the Boers the place may 
be saved or the necessity for a retreat 
averted. 

The extr@me reticence of the British 
war office statements of the progress of 
the campaign from the start is calcu- 
lated to throw doubt on the information 
given out. The fact that Gencral Buller 
has hurried from Cape Town to Natal is 
sufficient proof of the gravity of the 
situation; and the dispatch from Eng- 
land of so large a force of artillery as 
that reported in the latest telegrams is 
of itself an indication that the resources 
of the BoerS have been greatly under- 
estimated or that England intends to 
discount the fall of Ladysmith with the 
loss of the artillery and war material col- 
lected there. 

Discussing the technical questions 
raised by White's report of the disaster 
to Carleton’s column, there will be 
marked diversity of opinion respecting 
the respansibility for it, and the general 
conduct of Monday's operations. There 
will be complete agreement respecting 
the large share which the mules had in 
determining the fortunes of the day, but 
there will also be a suspicion that there 
were Boer hands behind the boulders 
which rolled down the hill and caused 
the fatal stampede. There will also be 
general assent to the proposition that 
the Boer tactics were brilliant, and that 
White was completely outmaneuvered. 

Joubert, having provided an objective 
point for the British center, abandoned 
the hill, where the guns had been fired, 
and lured White on mile after mile with- 
out offering battle. Joubert finally op- 
posed the British right with a consid- 
erable force, and drew off the center to 
support it. Meanwhile he had thrown a 
flanking column between the main body 
and the left wing, and had concentrated 
an overwhelming force against Carle- 
ton’s men, who had lost their ammuni- 
tion and guns, 

These masterly maneuvers were ren- 
dered possible by the remarkable mobil- 
ity of the Boer forces, which consisted 
mainly of mounted infantry. In this 
way two battalions without a train and 
a battery without guns were hopelessly 
entrapped, while White’s army was led 
far afield. Military writers will not be 
of one mind respecting the necessity for 
the offensive movement which ended so 
gisastrously. White evidently had 
planned a general battle, although it 
turned out to be hardly more than a re- 
connoissance in force for the British 
center and right. This is plain from 
White's admission that Carleton's force, 


instead of covering the adVance of the 
main body, was sent to Nicholson’ s cate 
for the purpose of turning the enemy’ 
right flank. Hardly any military critic 
will consider that White, after orderirg 
the evacuation of Glencoe, and concen- 
trating his army at Lady smith, was 
justified in isolating a body of 1500 men, 
He clearly hoped to bring on a ge athe 
engagement and to turn the enemy’s 
flank at the right moment. 

Whether he was justified in hazarding 
an attack is regarded as an open ques- 
tion. Comparing the various accounts 
published, it is made perfectly plain that 
at one moment during the fighting— 
that at which the three infantry bat- 
talions of the centre column were sent 
to re-enforce the right, when one of its 
brigades under Colonel Grimwood pre- 
cipitately fell back on its artillery—the 
centre column lay at the mercy of the 
Boers, and the retreat of the right might 
have been cut off. But chance, that, 
according to the Duke vf Wellington, 
plays so great a part in ‘War, saved the 
British force from a crowning disaster. 

There will be entire agreement upon 
one point, and that is that White did 
not remain in touch with his left wing. 
Everything indicates defective scouting 
and fack of signalling urrangements. 
Somebody had blundered, either White 
or some staff officer under him, whom he 
may be chivalrously shielding. Another 
point will be made by the military critics 
against Carleton. They will urge that 
he ought to have retreated after the 
stampede of the mules, when the guns 
and ammunition reserves were lost, and 
he found ihmself unable to carry out 
orders, or in any event ought to have 
sent back information promptly of his 
position. He probably halted in the 
hope of recovering the guns and mules 
by daylight, and considered it his duty 
to carry out his instructions as far as he 
could. 

All these points will be cleared up 

when the war correspondents are al- 
lowed to tell the truth. The British 
losses appear to be somewhat less than 
at first stated, but they are still con- 
siderable, and the moral effect of the 
appearance at Pretoria of 2 large num- 
ber of British officers and soldiers as 
prisoners of war, on the native popula- 
tion especially, will be immense. It 
will be noised about all over South Af- 
rica and carried to Kimberley and Mafe- 
king, to the discouraging of the de- 
fenders. It has alsothe advantage that 
it is enabling the Boers to show their 
humane treatment of all those falling 
into their hands, that they are neither 
the inhuman nor uncivilized people that 
some have described them. 
Again it is asserted at Aldershot that 
the mobilization of a second army corps 
will begin on Noy. 10,424 that the whole 
reserves of the transport branch 
of the army service corps will be called 
out.

Whitinsville, Mass., Nov. 5. -The ob- 
jections of the commonwei,,!) to the 
plans of the Northbridge a. “0. vridge 
grade crossing commission have been 
overruled by Judge Fessenden of the su- 
perior court, and the plans of the com- 
mission will now be carried out. The 
crossing to be abolished is at Whitins 
depot, between the towns named. The 
plans include the building of a new 
passenger and freight depot, as well as 
the abolition of the crossing, and the 
total cost of the work will be about $50,- 
000. The commonwealth objected to 
paying any part of the cost of the de- 
pots. 


Robber In a Convent. 

Webster, Mass., Nov. 3.—At an early 
hour yesterday an unknown man broke 
into the convent of St. Joseph's Polish 
church. Theconvent is inhabited by the 
mother superior and sevensisters. One 
of the sisters, attracted by the noise, 
went into the hall. The ruffian seized 
her and tore the clothes from her body. 
The other sisters, terrified, tolled the 
bell. This quickly brought aid. The 
miscreant escaped in the confusion. 
This is the third time the convent has 
been attacked lately. 


Coal Cars Wrecked. - 

Boston, Nov. 3.—A freight wreck on 
the western division of the Boston and 
Maine railroad at the East Somerville 
station last night blocked all traffic for 
feveral hours, and nearly 2000 people 
were forced to await the removal. Five 
empty coal gondola coal cars of a train 
of 20 left the iron at a cross-over switch 
and were piled up and wrecked. A 
brakeman was hurled to the roadbed and 
quite badly shaken up. 


The Admiral Dewey Is Safe. 

Boston, Nov. 3.—Steamer Admiral 
Dewey of the United Fruit company’s 
line has arrived all right at Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica, and the agents in this 
city state that there was no need of 
anxiety for hersafety. There was some 
little delay in receiving, at the Boston 
office, a dispatch, giving word of her 
arrival at Jamaica, on account of the 
storm which has visited those parts in 
the last few wv days. 


Fac'ory Closed by Strike. 

Halifax, Nov. 3.—The weavers of th 
Halifax cotton factory are on strike, th 
work being entirely suspended. The 
strikers say their wages have been cut 
almost one-half. The managers claim 
the employes are unable to earn as much 
as before on account of new and stiff 
looms, but that when they become ac- 
customed to the new machinery they can 
earn as much money as ever. 

Lack of Water P< wer. 

Webster, Mass., Nov. 3.—Owing to low 
water in the Naanexit river the various 
factories along its banks are running at 
half time or closed entirely. The Perry- 
ville mil] has closed, and the Slater mills 
at North and South Webster are running 
partly at night on steam power to make 
up half time in the day. It is possible 
tha these mills may close Saturday night 
indefinitely.

Manufaciurers’ Answer to Textile 
Workers Will Be Given Today. 


Operatives Think Their Ar- 
guments Unanswerable. 


Fefusal to Grant Increase Will 2robably Re- 
sult in a Great Strike. 


Fall River, 
situation here 
of expectation and a little anxiety on 
the part of the labor element and busi- 
ness men generally as to the result of 
this afternoon's meeting of the mill men 
who are members of the Manufacturers’ 
As matters now stand the 
conditions may be summed up in the 
question: ‘Will the manufacturers ac- 
cept the recommendations of the special 
committee or not; and if they decide to 
refuse the request of their employes for 
an increase of wages, what will the at- 
titude of the labor element be?” 

Should the manufacturers ask for a 
postponement until the beginning of the 
new year, business men here have some 
hopes that the operatives may be in- 
duced to wait until then for an increase 
in wages; but if the manufacturers re- 
fuse point blank to grant the increase 
the result to the business interests of 
Fall River is greatly feared. Business 
men expect, in case of a refusal of the 
demand, that a great strike will be the 
result, and it is very certain that they 
will exert all their influence to the end 
that this may be prevented. 


Mass., Nov. 3.—The wage 
has resolved itself into one 


association. 


Labor leaders are, perhaps, the least 
disturbed by the existing state of af- 
faire. Upon them will rest the largest 


share of responsibility, for their word is 
usually accepted by the major portion 
of their organizations. If they recom- 
mend that the decision of the manufac- 
turers, in case the request is not com- 
plied with, be opposed, it is quite likely 
that a big strike will be on here. If the 
manufacturers ask for a postponement 
of the increase in wages for a few 
months and the labor leaders endorse 
this recommendation, itis also very sure 
that the employes will await patiently 
until the end of the period of probation. 

The members of the Textile council 


are not, however, talking about the fu- 
tur ~ they are living in the present and 


confidently awaiting the result of the 
delibérations of the ” Maia’ turers’ as- 
sociation. Their confidence comés irom 
the fact that they believe their argu- 
ments for an increase are tnanswerabree, 
and they cannot understand how the 
mill men can refuse to grant their de- 
mands, 

A large stockholder in Fall River mills 
made the following statement last even- 
ing: “There is no doubt what action the 
manufacturers will take. The current 
quotations show for themselves that the 
existing margin does not warrant any 
advance. What the future will bring, 
neither manufacturers or operatives can 
say, and a permanent increase in the cost 
of labor cannot be made on the strength 
of future possibilities. At the existing 
margin the operatives are being paid at 
avery fair rate.” 

A well-known business man thinks that 
the talk about a syndicate taking charge 
of the local mills gave the operatives a 
better insight into the financial condi- 
tion of the mills. Previous to the syn- 
dicate offers there had been plenty of 
talk by mill men concerning the poor 
outlook for the cotton-cloth industry of 
this city, but when it came to parting 
with their holdings it was found that 
they valued their shares too much to 
part with them. This was what started 
the agitation for the increase in wages. 

Foliowing the receipt of the reply of 
the manufccturers, the Textile council 
will come together and take prompt 
action upon it. They may assemble this 
evening if the decision is received in 
time for calling a meeting at that time. 
All the argiments are in, and it is the 
Manufacturers’ association which must 
move next. 


Cuba Newspapers Disagree. 

Havana, Nov. 3.—The Diario de La 
Marina, commenting on the proposal of 
El Cubano that the Spaniards join with 
the Cubans in an endeavor to obtain the 
independence of the island, says the in- 
dependence of Cuba does not depend on 
the Cubans, but on the will of the Ameri- 
can people. If El Cubano wants the 
Spaniards to join the Cubans and fight, 
if necessary, for independence, such a 
course would be fatal, and the only re- 
sult would be the extermination of the 
Cubans and Spaniards. 

Another Explosion at Acton. 

Acton, Mass., Nov. °.—An explosion 
demolished a wheel mill of the American 
Powder company yesterday afternoon, 
but, while the detonation, as usual, was 
terrific, the damage to surrounding 
property wasnotheavy. In the mill de- 
stroyed, powder was ground in its pro- 
cess of manufacture, and there was dan- 
ger at any time, while the wheel was 
turning, of an explesion occurring. The 
explosion was the second In six weeks.

THE HEARING TODAY. 


On the Train Service and Rail- 
road Accommodations. 

Mayor Keith made ;jhis preliminary 
fight for better train service, more 
cars, better passenger and freight ac- 
commodations at the several stations at 
Quincy, Wollaston and Atlantic, and 
fora change in the Wollaston fence, 
at a public hearing given by the Rail- 


road Commissioners this morning. 
Many from Quincy were present, in- 
cluding: 


Mayor Keith, City Solicitor Black- 
mur, Councilman Packard, Clarence 
Burgio, Dr. C. W. Garey of Board of 
Health, George A. Cameron, Ex- 
Councilman T. F. Cain, Henry L. 
Kincaide, John F. Merrill, Represen- 
tative Sprague, B. F. Curtls, Ex- 
Mayor Hodges, Benjamin Johnson. 

Geo. H. Brown, Ion. E. C. Bumpus, 
John A. Duggan, Ex-Mayor Adams, 
Geo. F. Pinkham, H. T. Whitman, 
Harvy H. Pratt, William B. Gloyer, 
Assessor E. G. Hall, Assessor F. G. 
Fay, Councilman Pinkham, Represen- 
tative Sheppard. 

Counsel Farnum and Supt. French 
represented the railroad. 

City Soticitor Blackmur opened the 
case for the city and spoke at length, 
giving the present condition of the 


stations, more particularly Quincy 
Centre. He also gave statistics show- 


ing the population of 25 years ago and 
at present, and the difference in the 
number of trains then and now, also 
comparing Quincy’s accommodations 
with other cities and towns of the state 
of a like distance from Boston. 

Others to speak for the petition were 


Mayor Keith, Hon. E. C. Bumpus, 
ex-Mayor Adams, Clarence Burgin, 


George A. Cameron, John F. Merrill, 
Councilman Packard, Harvey H. Pratt, 
and George H. Brown. 

Thsee gentlemen’s evidence was to 

the unsightly stations, the Quincy sta- 
tion being characterized as nasty and 
foul. The insufficient freight facilities, 
lack of trains and cars, injury to real 
estate values, the Wollaston fence aud 
approaches, aud of the many mpéstc- 
cessful attempts madé for improve- 
ments and-aécommodations. 
The hearing was cut short at 12 30. 
Before abjourning however, it was 
arranged that the board with petitoners 
would make a personal inspection of 
the several stations and the evils com- 
plained of. 

The date for this inspection was 
fixed for Thursday, Nov. 9, and the 
board will leave Boston on a special 
train at 2.30. 

A full report of the testimony at the 
hearing will be published in Saturday’s 
Ledger.

INTERESTING HISTORY 


—— 


Compiled by the United States 
Philippine Commission. 


Many Facts of Importance 
Are Brought to Light. 


Memorandum by Dewey Explains His 
Relations With Aguinaldo, 


War Was Not of Our Seeking and Should Be 
Continued With Vigor. 


Washington, Nov. 3.—The Philippine 
commission yesterday submitted to the 
president the preliminary report which 
it had promised.to prepare. It appears 
to be a compact summary of conditions 
on the islands as the commission left 
them; of the historical events which pre- 
ceded the Spanish war and led to the 
original Filipino insurrection; of the ex- 
changes between Admiral Dewey and the 
other commanders and the insurgents; 
the breaking out and progress of the 
present insurrection, and, finally, a state- 
ment of the capacity of the Filipinos for 
self-government. A notable feature of 
the report ig a memorandum by Admiral 
Dewey explanatory of his relations with 
Aguinaldo. 

The commission tells briefly how it 
conducted the task entrusted to it. 
Turning to the history of the islands, the 
commission attaches little importance 
to the divers rebellions which had pre- 
ceded that of 1896. As to this move- 
ment, they declare that it was in no 
sense an attempt to win independence, 
but solely to obtain relief from intoler- 
able abuses, and the commission gives 
evidence to sustain thisstatement. Al- 
lusion is made to the powerful Kat- 
ipunan society, patterned on the Masonic 
order, and mainly made up of Tagalos, 
as a powerful revolutionary force. 


The war begun in 1896 was terminated 
by the treaty of Biash-na-Bate. The 
Filipinos were numerous, but possessed 
only about 800 smallarms. The Span- 
ish Pelt that it would require 100,000 men 
to capture their stronghold, and con- 
cluded to resort to the use of money. 
Certain concessions were decided upon. 
Governor General Rivera was willing to 
pay $2,000,000 (Mexican) when Aguinaldo 
and his cabinet and leading officers ar- 
rived at Hong Kong. It appears, how- 
ever, that Paterno only offered the lat- 
ter $400,000, $200,000 to be paid when Ag- 
uinaldo arrived at Hong Kong, and the 
balance when the Filipinos ha4 delivered 
up their arts. The arrangement was 
not acceptable to the people, and the 
Promises were nevercarriedout. Span- 
ish abuses began afresh. Hence spor- 
adic risings occurred, though they pos- 
sessed nothing like the strength of the 
original movement. The insurgents 
lacked arms, ammunition and leaders. 
The treaty had ended the war, which, 
with the exception of an unimportant 
outbreak in Cebu, had been confined to 
Luzon, Spain's sovereignty in the other 
islands never having been questioned, 
and the thought of independence never 
having been entertained. 

The report then tells how General 
Augustine came to Manila as governor 
general at this juncture, and war broke 
out between Spain and the United States. 
Augustine sought to secure the sup- 
port of the Filipinos to defend Spain 
against America, promising them au- 
tonomy, but the Filipinog did not trust 
him. Then came the first of May and 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet by 
Dewey, with the resulting loss of pres- 
tige to Spain. Then,in June, Aguinaldo 
came. On this point the commission 
gives the following memorandum, fur- 
nished by Admiral Dewey: 


“On April 24, 1898, the following cipher 
dispatch was received at Hong Kong 
from E. 8. Pratt, United States consul 
general at Singapore: ‘Aguinaldo in- 
surgent leader here. Will come Hong 
Kong, arrange with commodore for gen- 
eral co-operation insurgents Manila if 
desired. Telegraph. Pratt.’ 

“On the same day Commodore Dewey 
telegraphed Mr. Pratt: ‘Tell Aguinaldo 
come soon as possible,’ the necessity for 
haste being due to the fact that the 
squadron had been notified by the Hong 
Kong government to leave those waters 
by the following day. Thesquadron left 
Hong Kong on the morning of the 25th 
and Mirs Bay on the 27th. Aguinaldo 
did not leave Singapore until the 26th, 
and so did not arrive in Hong Kong in 
time to have a conference with the ad- 
miral. 

“It had been reported to the commo- 
dore as early as March 1 by the United 
Btates consul at Manila and others that 
the Filipinos had broken out into insur- 
rection against the Spanish authority in 
the vicinity of Manila, and on March 50 
Mr. Williams had telegraphed: ‘Five 
thousand rebels armed ir camp near 
city. Loyal to us in case of war.’ 

“Upon the arrival of the squadron at 
Manila it was found that there was no 
insurrection to speak of and it was ac- 
cordingly decided to allow Aguinaldo to 
come to Cavite on board the McCulloch. 
He arrived with 13 of his staff on May 
19 and immediately came on board the 
Olympia to call on the commander-in- 
chief, after which he was allowed to 
land at Cavite and organize an army. 
This was done with the purpose of 
strengthening the United States forces 
and weakening the enemy. No alliance 
of any kind was entered into with Aguin.- 
aldo nor w&s any promise of indepen- 
dence made to him then or at any other 
time.” 

The commission's report then rapidly 
sketches events now historical. It tells 
in substance how the Filipinos attacked 
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“Now for tfe first time arose the ides 
of national independence. Aguinaldo 
issued a proclamation in which he took 
the responsibility, of promising it to his 
people on behalf of the American gov- 
ernment, although he admitted freely in 
private conversation with members of 
his cabinet that neither Admiral Dewey 
nor any other American had made any 
such promises.” 

The report states that Aguinaldo 
wished to attack the Americans when 
they landed at Paranaque, but was de- 
terred by lack of arms and ammunition. 
From that point on there was a growing 
friction between the Filipinos and the 
American troops. “There were no cor- 
ferences,” says the report, “between tbe 
officers of the Filipinos and our officers 
with a view to operating against the 
Spaniards, nor was there co-operation 
of any kind. * * * There never was 
any preconcerted operations or any com- 
bined movement by the United States 
and Filipinos against the Spaniards.” 


Reference is made to Aguinaldo’s de- 
mand that he be allowed to loot Manila 
and take the arms of the Spaniards. The 
latter demand is said to confirm the 
statement that he intended to get pos- 
session of the arms to attack the Amerl- 
cans. Further evidence of the hostile 
intentions of the Filipinos was found in 
several instances. 

A brief chapter then tells of the lack 
of success attending the effort made at 
this time by Genera] Merritt to arrive 
at a mutual understanding with Aguin- 
aldo as to the intentions, purposes and 
desires of the Filipino people. This 
brings the story up to the outbreak on 
the evening of Feb. 4, with the attack 
upon the American troops following the 
action of the Nebraskan sentinel. 

The commission, in concluding this 
chapter, says: “After the landing of 
our troops Aguinaldo made up his mind 
that it would be necessary to fight the 
Americans, and after the making of the 
treaty of peace at Paris this determina- 
tion was strengthened. Deplorable as 
war is, the one in which we are now en- 
gaged Was unavoidable by us. We were 
attacked by a bold, adventurous and en- 
thusiastic army. No alternative was left 
to us, except ignominous retreat. It is 
not to be conceived of that any Ameri- 
can Would have sanctioned the surrender 
of Manila to the insurgents. Our ob. - 
gations to other nations and to the 
friendly Filipinos and to ourselves and 
our flag demanded that the force should 
be met by force. Whatever the future of 
the Philippines may be there is no course 
open to us now except the prosecution of 
the war until the insurgents are reduc@a 
to submission. The commission is of the 
opinion that there has been no time since 
the destruction of the Spanish squadron 
by Admiral Dewey when it was possib!- 
to withdraw our forces from the island 
either with honor to ourselves or with 
safety to the inhabitants.” 


The commission then takes up the con- 
dition of the country at the time of 
its arrival, comparing it with condi- 
tions existing at the time it left, a 
short time ago. A vivid picture is given 
of the anarchy existing among the in- 
habitants, in and about Manila, during 
the early spring. 

The report then speaks of the issuance 
of the commissioa’s proclam-tion, and 
the govd effects it had on public senti- 
ment The natives, accustomed to 
Spanish promises, urged upon the com- 
mission that acts instead of promises 
should be given them. Asa result na- 
tive law courts were established, and 
this greatly aided in the restoration of 
public confidence. 


Having given so much attention to the 
island of Luzon, the commission then 
takes up, in detail, the conditions in th: 
other islands. On this point it is state: 
that the rebellion is esentially Tagalog, 
and that when it ends in Luzon it must 
end throughout the archipelago. “The 
only island, apart from Luzon, where 
serious trouble threatens is Panay, to 
which a considerable force of Tagalog 
soldiers was sent before the outbreak of 
hostilities. Many of the Visayans of 
this island are opposed to the Tagalogs, 
however, and it is not believed that the 
latter can make a formidable resist- 
ance.” 

The efforts at conciliation with Agui- 
naldo and his various commissioners are 
set forth in detail. These commissions 
were assurred of the beneficent purposes 
of the United States, and the president's 
readiness to grant the Filipino people 
as large a measure of home rule and as 
ample liberty as was consistent with the 
ends of the government, “subject only 
to the recognition of the sovereignty of 
the United States,”’ a point which, be- 
ing established, the commission invari- 
ably refused even to discuss.” 


The chapter devoted to “capacity for 
self-government” is the result, the re- 
port states, of diligent inquiry for sev- 
eral months. The most striking, and 
perhaps the most significant, fact in the 
entire situation is the multiplicity of 
tribes inhabiting the archipelago, the 
diversity of their languages (which are 
mutually intelligible) and the multi- 
farious phases of civilization—ranging 
all the way from the highest to the 
lowest.”’ 

Concerning the intellectual capacities 
the commission says: “As to the gen- 
eral intellectual capacities of the Fil- 
ipinos the commission is disposed to 
rate them high. But, excepting Ina 
limited number of persona, these capac- 
ities have not been developed by edu- 
cation and experience. The masses of 
the people are uneducated. That in- 
telligent public opinion, on which pop- 
ular government rests, does not exist 
in the Philippines." The report shows 
that this inability for self-government 
is due to the old Spanish regime, which 
gave the Filipnos little or no part in 
governing themselves. 


As to the state of affairs when the 
commission left, the report says: ‘Be- 
fore the commission left the Philippines 
nearly all the inhabitants had returned 
to these ruined villages. Many of the 
houses had been rebuilt. Fields that 
had lain fallow for thrée years were 
Breen with growing crops. Municipal 
governments had been established, and 
the people, preferred by our troops, were 
enjoying peace, security and a degree of 
participation in their own government 
previously unknown in the history of the 
Philippines. Attempts of the insur- 
gents to raise recruits and money in the 
provinces of Bulacan were proving

BIG GERMAN AIRSHIP. 


Plan of the Latest European Attempt 
Toward Aerial Navigation, 

Major Baden-Powell of the British 
army, in a report describing a visit 
to a dockyard in which a German air- 
ship was being constructed, 
“I was immensely impressed on e9- 
tering a great wooden building erected 
on a floating raft to see what appear- 
ed to be the slender skeleton of a huge 
vessel. ‘This vessel appeared as big 
as the most powerful battleship, but 
was constructed of such delicate mate- 
rial as to suggest a stupendous bird- 
This, which is made entirely of 
aluminiui, is the framework on which 
the outer skin will be stretched.  In- 
side a number of large balloons will be 
placed. Underneath were a gallery and 
cars, all made of aluminium. 

“There are also engines which, it is 
hoped, will drive the vessel through 
the air at a speed of 22 miles an hour. 
The total lifting capacity of the air- 
ship will be about ten tons, which will 
be sufficient for it to carry enough 
stores and ballast to remain in the air 
for some days. Seventy thousand 
pounds has been spent by the commis- 
siop, which include the leading scien- 
tific experts.”

Causing Some Anxiety Among Offi- 
cials of the British War Office. 


Buller’s Forces May Have te 
Fight Their Way to Interior. 


Timely Arrival of Naval Contingent Prevented 
Greater Disaster at Ladysmith. 


London, Nov. 4—Not a ward has 
reached the war office from Ladysmith 
and England is prepared for the worst. 
The officials say they think the railroad 
is still open, but admit that the report 
from Paris that the Boers have seized 
Colenso, thus closing the line, may be 


true. 

It is a fact that Paris has had the news 
from the front long ahead of this city, 
and bearing this fact in mind everyone 
is prepared for the worst. Many charge 
the government with deliberately hold- 
ing back the news. 

The reason Paris hears the news so 
much earlier than London is explained 
by the fact that consular messages are 
sent through uncensored. In other 
words, the news is supposed to come 
from consular or official circles in the 
French capital. 

One bit of news that has come in from 
South Africa is seriously alarming. In 
substance it is that English soldiers must 
not only fight the Boers, but the most 
dreaded disease of modern times—the 
plague. A cable announcing three cases 
of the disease at Bingersdorp, Cape 
Colony, came in last night. 

This dispatch has caused a great deal 
of worry, for camp life in that country 
and the constant moving of troops will 
tend to spread the disease to a most 
alarming extent. It is not stated, how- 
ever, that any of the troops are yet af- 
fected. 

If, as reported, Colenso has fallen, the 
situation as regards Ladysmith is really 
critical, for it means that whatever re- 
lief Buller may send will have to fightits 
way in from the shore, 

Colenso is Joubert’s natural objective 
point, since the destruction of the railway 
bridge over the Tugela river would ef- 
fectually prevent the passage of rein- 
forcements to Ladysmith. If this bridge 
be strongly guarded, there are other 
bridges below Colenso which could be 
approached from the Orange Free State 
passes by raiders. 

Joubert has concentrated the Boer 
forces slowly, and has shown little energy 
in completing the investment of Lady- 
smith by closing the gap toward the sea. 
White's friends assert that this move- 
ment of the Boers was deferred by Mon- 
day’s operations, and that this was the 
chief motive of the British attack. 

The war office yesterday moved to fur- 
ther strengthen Buller by ordering the 
mobilization of 20 more regiments, be- 
ginning Nov. 20. 

The accounts that continue to arrive 
regarding the fighting on Farquhar’s 
farm only confirm its serious nature 
and the narrow escape General White 
had. It now appears as if it were only 
the arrival of the naval contingent from 
the Powerful which prevented a worse 
disaster. It seems that, when it was 
seen that retirement was imperative, 
two Natal cavalrymen volunteered to 
convey a dispatch across the Boer lines 
to Major Adye, ordering him to retire, 
but the risk was considered too great, 
and flag signalling was employed in- 
stead. 

The distance was too great, and the 
ground too rough, for cavalry to go to 
his assistance. 

According to a dispatch filed on Tues- 
day, defensive works were being used 
on the hills around Ladysmith. The 
Boers were threatening to attack the 
town in force on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, and the women, children and other 
non-combatants were being sent by train 
to the south. 

A dispatch from Colesberg, dated Nov. 
1, announces that six police, who were 
stationed at Colesberg bridge, were sur- 
rounded and captured. This is prob- 
ably the origin of the story that the 
Boers had occupied Colesberg. 

The Daily Mail publishes the following 
Gispatch from Ladysmith, dated Wed- 

nesday morning: Matters today are 
quiet. The Boers are apparently mount- 
ing more heavy guns to the north and 
northeast, which are likely to give us 
trouble. A Boer contingent, 1500 strong, 
and clearly visible from the camp, is 
etreaming away to the south. The in- 
habitants of Ladysmith continue to 
leave the town.

REACHED HIGHEST MAAK. 


Was Beyond Preceden’. 


New York, Nov. 4.—Bradstreet’s gays: 
Despite some variation in the currents 
of trade distribution t§e aggregate 
movement continues of immense volume; 
in fact, if the aggregate of bank clear- 
ings in the country outside of the 
metropolis is a trustworthy index, asit 
no doubt is, the country’s trade reached 
its highest mark in October. Prices cer- 
tainly show marked strength in view of 
the proportions of earlier advances. 

| Cooler weather has been welcomed by 
the retail trade of the country, and some 
stimulus has already been noted, alike 
to distribution and to the confidence of 
distributors. In some lines of whole- 
sale trade, notably dry goods, there has 
been some quieting of demand without, 
however, any perceptible effect being 
| exercised upon values of textiles which, 
| in fact, are more firmly held than ever. 
It has indeed been a record period in the 
Wool trade, sales at leading centers hav- 
ing exceeded all records for the week and 
the strength alike of the raw and the 
manufactured material is most marked. 

Cotton goods are also very strong, 
partly on the extraordinary demand and 
partly because of the strength of the 
raw material, imparted by small re- 
ceipts and growing confidence in ulti- 
mate light yield. 

The great cereals have been dull this 
week with slight variations in prices. 

In the iron and steel trade strength 
of values is perhaps the most notable 
feature, but activity has been trans- 
ferred from the finished branch of the 
trade to the market for pig iron, which 
has been very active at full prices. In- 
terest in the ore situation is unabated 
and a heavy advance on last season is 
regarded as certain. 

Influenced by the activity in the boot 
and shoe manufacturing and distribu- 
tive trade leather is strong and tends 
upward, and some advances in hides are 
also reported. 

In general industry employment con- 
tinues apparently general, specially ac- 
tive features being the textile trades. 
those of iron and steel, machinery, jew- 
elry, coal mining and coke production. 

October bank clearings point to con- 
tinued expansion in the trade of the 
country outside of New York. The ag- 
gregate clearings at all cities for the 
month have been several times exceeded 
in the past year, but, if New York's 
clearings are deducted, it is found that 
the aggregate in the rest of the cour- 
try during October was the largest ever 
reported. 


Liabilities Grow Lerger. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 4.—It is still large- 
ly surmised as to the condition of things 
in the Woodbury-Moulton failure. There 
have been no authoritative statements, 
but developments tend to make the lia- 
bilities more and the assets less. It has 
been stated on what appears to be good 
authority that the deposits with the 
firm amounted to $570,000. A greater 
part of whatever securities the concern 
owned appear to have been put up as 
collateral for loans. Both members of 
the firm have transferred their real and 
personal property to the assignees, but 
the Woodbury assignment was not 
signed by Mrs. Woodbury, indicating 
that she has not released her rights in 
the property under the state law. 


Death of Agea Bishop. 

3urlington, Vt.. Nov. 4.—Right Rev. 
Bishop lL.ouis De Goesbriand of 
diocese of Burlington, for many years 
the head of the Catholic church in Ver- 
mont, died at the St. Joseph Orphans’ 
home, which had been his residence for 
Several years, last evening. The cause 
of his death was old age. 3ishop De 
Goesbriand, in early life, devoted his life 
to the mission cause, and he had 
experienced all the hardships which 
have ever been the lot of those who 
marched in the forefront of civilization. 
Louis De Goesbriand was born at St. 
Urbain, in the diocese of Juniper, in the 
Catholic province of Brittany, France, 
Aug. 4, 1816. 


The Outlook In Ohio 

Columbus, O., Nov. 4.—Chairman

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‘THE MARGIN OF PROFIT 


Prevents Cotton Manufacturers Grant- 
ing an Increase In Wages, 


Will Come Later, However, 
If Business Improves. 


Disappointment In Labor Circles Is Tempered 
by an Implied Promise. 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 4.—The hopes 
of Fall River’s mill population were 
dashed to the ground late yesterday af- 
ternoon as a result of the special meet- 
ing of the Fall River Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ association, called to consider 
the demand for an increase of 10 per- 
cent, made by their employes through 
the Textile council at the conference held 
last Monday witha special committee of 
the Manufacturers’ association. 

The manufacturers voted not to grant 
the increase at the present time, tem- 
pering it, however, with the statement 
that, should the market conditions war- 
rant it, an increase may be granted 
later. 

The meeting was called to order by 
President Chase shortly after 2:30 o'clock 
and adjournment was had at4p.m. The 
decision of the members was given out 
as practically a unanimous one, but the 
whole matter was thoroughly discussed 
before a final decision was reached. The 
manufacturers, at the conclusion of the 
meeting, gave out the following vote, 
which was passed just before its con- 
clusion: ; 

“Voted—That it is the sense of the 
meeting that an advance of wages at 
this time is inexpedient, in view of the 
fact that the margin between the cost of 
print cloths is no more than it was when 
the advance of 124% percent of April last 
was made and the present Scale of wages 
adopted. 

“Should business improve so that the 
margin of profit will warrant it, an ad- 
vance of wages will be made, but we be- 
lieve that any advance at the present 
time would be premature.” 

The special committee which met the 
Textile council in conference was also 
given power to prepare a sliding scale 
of wages. An attempt had previously 
been made to establish such a system, 
but the committee having the matter in 


| charge failed to report. 


The decision of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation was just what had been ex- 
pected by the citizens of this city gen- 
erally, the statement made public by the 
special committee and the printed in- 
terviews of mill men generally having 
been antagonistic to granting any ad- 
vance in the wages of the operatives at 
this time. 

The general feeling among operatives 
is one of disappointment in the an- 
nouncement, but some of them look upon 
the implied promise of an increase later 
as a hopeful sign. These mill workers, 
however, have the utmost faith in their 
leaders and most of them are confident 
that they will ultimately gain the in- 
crease asked for. 

A meeting of the Textile council will 
be called. Whatever the result of that 
meeting the secretaries of the different 
labor organizations will call special gen- 
eral meetings and report the result of the 
conference, with the decision of the 
manufacturers and the recommendation 
of the Textile council. Action will be 
then taken by the various bodies and a 
decision reached as to whether the re- 
fusal of the manufacturers will be op- 
posed or not. 

A prominent labor man, who refused 
to allow the use of his name, says: “I 
believe the manufacturers will give in. 
It is a part of their game to refuse now, 
but we hope and believe that the in- 
crease will be granted. I cannot say 
anything as to whether or not the various 
labor organizations will oppose the vote 
of the manufacturers now. That will be 
left in their hands. This attitude of the 
manufacturers on the question of mar- 
ging is ridiculous. We have met them 
on mergins and on the financial con- 
dition of their mills and we have quoted 
facts which prove the justice of our 
claims. We will finally get the increase.” 


The sales in the cloth market during 
the week have been less than the produc- 
tion of the mills in the six days. The 
ruling quotation is 2% cents for the regu- 
lar 64x64's, but it is stated by the cloth 
brokers that no sales of regulars were 
made at that or any price. The sales 
have been 150,000 pieces, mostly odd 
counts, on the basis of the ruling quo- 
tation for regulars. It is expected that 
@s soon aS the wage question has been 
settled finally, in one way or another, 
that the market for prints will become 
more active. Buyers are holding off 
just now on account of the wage agita- 
tion and manufacturers hesitate to make 
long contracts while the least uncer- 
tainty as to the future operation and the 
cost of running exists. Another reason 


| for the quiet condition of the cloth is that 


manufacturers are sold so far ahead and 
for such large amounts that they can- 


not make large contracts for near de- 
livery.

One From Falling Down Flight 
of Stairs. 


Another Suffocated in a 
Building on Fire. 


The Wife of Seulptor Novelli 
Attempts Suicide. 


Fire alarms were frequent Saturday 
night and the department was kept on 
the jump. Only one of the three alarms 
between Saturday night and Sunday 
morning was of any consequence, and 
that was the fire Sunday morning 
which resulted in the death John 
Thompson by suffocation. The first 
alarm was from Box 43 and came in at 


5.28 Saturday night. This was 
a false alarm. The central station 


apparatus had hardly returned to the 
station when Box 172 was sounded, the 
time being 5.50. This was fora bon- 
fire off Qunicy avenue and Water 
street, near the house of A. C, Pettee. 
It was soon extinguished. 

The third alarm of fire was from Box 
25 and was sounded at 5.03 Sunday 
morning. This was for a fire in a small 
house on Brackett street owned by the 
heirs of Patrick McDonnell and occu- 


pied by William Savage. Boarding 
with Mr. and Mrs. Savage was a man 
named John Thompson, who has 
recently been employed by Patch & 
Son, Citizens Gas Light Co. and 
others. His body was found in a room 


upstairs after the fire had been 
tinguished. 

Savage’s story of the fire is that he 
was asleep in the room off the kitchen 
on the street floor, and was awakened 
by the smell of smoke. In order to 
reach the door leading out doors he 
would have to pass through this room 
the middle one of the three on the first 
floor. This is the room where the fire 
was the hottest, and his only means of 


ex- 


escape was by a window. This he 
opened and jumping out pulled his 


wife after him. By this time the 
alarm had been sounded, and when the 
department arrived the fire was roaring 
briskly. Savage said nothing of a man 
up stairs. that 
there might be a man upstairs.

thick. The firemen hesitating to enter 
the room Chief Williams ordered them 
off and himself entered. He found the 
bed, but as it empty concluded 
that the man, if there was one in the 
room had gotten out. Later another 
search was made and Thompson's body 
was found in a sitting position in one 
corner of the room back of the bed. 
His hair was singed somewhat by heat, 
but fire had not reached him and _ his 
death was undoubtedly due to suffoca-

He said 
that Thompson went out about 7 
o’clock Saturday night and that was 
the last he saw of him until the body 
was taken from the upper 
Savage himself went out in the even- 
ing to see George Morton. He says he 
returned home about 9 o'clock and half 
an hour later went to bed. He thought 
Thompson must be at home but his 
wife said no. The door was therefore 
left unlocked and lamp left burning 
on the table in the kitchen. That is all 
he knew until he was awakened to 
find the house full of smoke, and with 
difficulty, he got himself and wife out 
of the window. 

Whether Thompson was the

retire is unknown. When found he was 
dressed and evidently had not been in 
bed, but might have laid the 
bed. 

Thompson has been about Quincy for 
several years, but little is known of 
him other than that he was born in 
Scotland and was a baker by trade, at 
which he was employed in Edenboro 
and Aberdeen. Since coming to Quincy 
he has worked at odd jobs for various 
parties. He was aman of some edu- 
cation, but rum got the best of him, 
and to this his downfall in life is due. 

FATAL FALL.

McDougal was about 42 years of age 
and leaves a widow and children.

DIFFIGULT TASK. 


Believe However That Mr. A. E. 
Frye Will Be Successful. 


About 25 years ago, Mr. Alexis E. 
Frye was a principal inthe Quincy 


\schools, teaching at the Coddington 


and Atlantic buildings. Quincy people 
have watched his progress and are 
pleased at his new appointment and 
the favorable comments. The Herald 
says: New England, and particularly 
Boston, feels a just pride in the 
selection of Alexis Everett Frye as 
director of education in Havana, Cuba, 
charged with the delicate and difficult 
task of organizing the public school 
system of that city. This task will 
be watched with interest, and will 
probably be the basis on which the 
educational system of the entire island 
will be established. 

Mr. Frye is a Maine boy by birth, 
and # Massachusetts boy by education 
and training... He was born 40 years 
ago on the island of North Haven, in 
Penobscot bay, and came to this state 
when a mere lad, making his home for 
several years in Quincy. The basis of 
the education which has indirectly 
brought bim the Cuban appointment he 
obtained inthe Boston English high 
school, At the English high he was 
captain of one of the military com- 
of the school, and this ap- 
parently trifling fact seems to have had 
a direct influence on his subsequent 
career. He fitted himself as a teacher 
at the Bridgewater normal school, and 
then spent four years as a teacher at 
Quincy. From Quincy he went to the 
Cook County normal school, at Chicago 
lll., where he spent four years as a 
teacher.

Mr, Frye tlien returned to Massachu- 
setts aud received the degree of LL. B. 
from Harvard, completing the required 
course in a phenomenally brief space of 
time. practised, however, 
devoted himself to 
the application of a system of the law 
course to the preparation of material 
for a series of geographies. This series 
has since been published,and has taken

have been generally introduced 
this country, and 
translated into several foreign 
languages for the use of schools in 
other countries. 

About 1890 Mr. Frye went to San 
Bernadino, Cal., as superintendent of 
the public schoos of that place, and 
there three years, during 
which time he prepared an outline of 
this series of geographies. He 
mitted this outline to a Boston pub- 
lishing house, and at the suggestion of 
the members of this firm he devoted 
two years to completing the "series,

While at San Bernadino Mr. Frye 


joined the national guard of California, 
continuing the fondness for military 
drill which he had manifested as a 
boy. He had some exciting experiences 
while directing the schools of this 
California town, There was a con- 
siderable element of Mormon popula- 
tion in the place, and this element was 
opposed to the public schools. It tried 
in every way to intimidate Mr. Frye, 
going to the lengths of setting fire to 
his schoolhouses and shooting him, but 
he refused to be intimidated, 

When the Spanish war broke out, he 
was anxious to go to the front, but at 
the suggestion of President Elliot, and 
because of his knowledge of military 
matters, remained to drill the company 
of students being formed at Harvard 
College. These students had offered 
their services but the war ended before 
they had any opportunity for active 
duty. 

Mr. Frye then went abroad, with 
several other scientists, to represent 
this government in an exploring ex- 
pedition in Russia, The Russian 
government had invited several govern- 
ments to send delegations of scientists, 
and Mr. Frye was one of those selected 
from the United States. Six months 
or more were spent in this interesting 
work, during which time he travelled 
over a large section of Russia and made 
some interesting studies, 

About six weeks age he went to 
Washington. It was his desire to 
obtain commission for service in the 
Philippines, and his intention to com- 
bine his military service with scientific 
observation. Secretary Root declined 
to issue the requested commission, al- 
though Mr. Frye had excellent letters 
from various persons of prominence in 


his work as a teacher, he has had a wide 
experience as a traveller and lecturer. 
He is a very conservative man, and 
shuns publicity,but he is very tactful 
in his address, and, with his wide 
knowledge to haman nature, it is be- 
lieved by all who know him that he 
will be entirely successful in the task | 
by which he has been honored.

ther stand impossible. 

No campaign can be carried on by 
either side in the interior, and when the 
insurgents once are driven into that in- 
terior the Americans hope that the sup- 
port of this insurgent army will prove 
such a burden upon the inhabitants that 
it will not be tolerated. If the Tagals 
become involved in a quarrel among 
themselves the war will soon be over. 

A Manila dispatch announces that the 
first autonomous government of the 
Filipinos was established at Bacolo, in 
the island of Negros, yesterday. Gen- 
eral Smith, governor of the Island of 
Negros, administered the oath of office 
to the judge of the supreme court, whoin 
turn swore in the governor, three judges, 
12 councilmen, the auditor and the sec- 
retary of the interior. The natives of 
the entire island attended the ceremony. 
The offiecrs from Lloilo were also present. 

Three days’ feasting, in celebration of 
the new government and the first an- 
niversary of the surrender of the Span- 
iards to the Negros revolutionists, ended 
with a ball in the government house last 
night. American flags were displayed 
in the village. The celebration con- 
sisted of horse racing and other sports, 
music, religious functions and an illumi- 
nation. The ball last night attracted 
the wives of the wealthy planters, and 
there was as great a display of rich cos- 
tumes and costly jewels as would be 
seen at a similar affair in America or 
Europe. 

Elections were held Oct. 2, the number 
of votes cast being 5248. There were 
40 candidates for the various offices. 
Senor Melecio Severino was elected gov- 
ernor, recelving 130d votes. Senor 
Jaime received 1277 votes. Suffrage was 
determined by property qualification 
and ability to read and write. 

Colonel Miner welcomed the officials 
on behalf of the United States. In the 
course of hisremarks hesaid: ‘Negros 
leads in the van of civil government in 
the Philippines. Your honor lies in 
adding a new star to freedom’s flag.” 

General Smith, during a speech which 
he delivered, said: ‘Your future prom- 
ises as brightly as Japan's, who, today, 
is recognized as among the civilized na- 
tions of the world.” 

Senor Severino, in replying, said that 
the best thing for the future of Negros 
was the continuance of close relations 
with the United States.

General Hughes, in command at Iloilo, 
telephoned a congratulatory speeech 
over the eastern cable, from that place. 

General Smith, in an interview, re- 
marked that it was of the utmost im- 
portance that the Filipinos should be 
taught to recognize the sovereignty of 
the United States. The gravest danger, 
he said, threatening a peaceful admin- 
istration was intrigue among the insular 
politicians, and he declared that the 
United States government must for 
years keep control of the Filipinos in or- 
der to prevent such conditions from ex- 
isting. 

A recently organized revolutionary 
movement has been discovered in north- 
ern Negros, and the leaders have been 
forced to withdraw to Panay. A number 
of bandits, under the leadership of 
Papa Issio, a religious charlatan, have 
been driven into the mountains, but it 
is expected that they will give more 
trouble. A force of 250 native soldiers, 
armed with Springfield rifles, are help- 
ing the Americans, and are found to be 
valuable as scouts. 

General Lawton’s operations have been 
temporarily suspended, owing to heavy 
rains. Thecountry around Cabanatuan 
is flooded. The river, however, has be- 
gun falling rapidly, and probably the 
country in that section will soon resume 
its normal condition.

South African Districts. 


Much Depends Upon the Brit- 
ish Holding Estcourt. 


Disaffected Dutch In Natal Affected 


by Boer Proclamations, 


Belated Reports of Fighting Around Ladysmi‘h 
on Thursday and Friday. 


London, Nov. 7.—The war office an- 
nounced at midnight that no dispatches 
had been received beyond those already 
made public 
would be issued before noon today. Thus 


and that nothing further 


not a solitary official item of news has 


been posted for nearly 24 hours. 

This has given rise to a crop of ru- 
mors that Ladysmith’s ammunition is 
exhausted, that General White is mor- 
tally wounded, that both facts are being 
concealled and that other unlucky hap- 
penings havetaken place. For all these 
reports there is absolutely no foundation. 
At the same time the Britisher has had 
little to stimulate him within the last 
24 hours, except the news of the con- 
fident attitude of the Ladysmith gar- 
rison, and its slight successes last Thurs- 
day and Friday. 

Advices from other parts of South Af- 
rica are distinctly unpalatable, and 
everything points to a critical situa- 
tion in Natal and the northern portions 
of Cape Colony, likely to grow more 
acute until General White is either re- 
lieved or decisively defeated. Nobody 
dares to think of capitulation.* Rather 
than this he is expected, in last resort, 
if Ladysmith becomes untenable, to 
make a desperate effort to cut his way 
through the Boers back into lower Natal 
and to join hands with the garrison 
there, which is now almost certain to be 
reinforced by the first arrivals of the 
army corps from England, and to be 
pressed forward to renew touch with 
him. 

lt is generally assumed, however, that 
General White, with the aid of the naval 
guns, will be able to cope with any 
bombardment, and the idea that the 
30ers could take Ladysmith by assault 
is scouted as absurd. The defense thus 
depends upon the uninterrupted working 
of the naval guns. Right herelarises the 
important question—upon which the dis- 
patches have thrown no light—whether 
the naval guns, which themselves only 
arrived at the last moment, have with 
them sufficient ammunition to reply to 
a bombardment lasting possibly several 
weeks. If not, it is hardly likely that 
works exist in a small town like Lady- 
smith for casting the special shells 
needed for the 4.7-inch guns, and, more- 
over, there is no mention of stores of 
lyddite at Ladysmith 
these shells. 


for recharging 


Meanwhile vague remarks in the dis- 
patches point to the impending arrival 
of further big Boer guns from Johan- 
nesburg, to be mounted among the hills 
within range of Ladysmith. Such con- 
siderations explain the anxiety felt re- 
garding General White’s movements and 
position, not only by the public, but in 
official circles. 

The British retirement to Estcourt 
has given the impression that it is in- 
tended to makeastandthere. Estcourt 
is the last important town between the 
Boers and the capital of Natal, and, if 
the Boers swept past Estcourt, nothing 
can stop them from laying siege to Pie- 
termaritzburg, which cannot be expected 
te make a protracted defense, while its 
fall would be a tremendous blow to Brit- 
ish prestige through Seuth Africa. 

Already the British retirement south 
of Colenso has given the Boers an op- 
portunity to make a bid for the active 
support of the disaffected Dutch in Natal 
by proclaiming the annexation of the 
upper Tugela section, Thus far the 
Dutch colonists seem to have confined 
their sympathy with the invading Boers 
to a platonic emotion. Except for sur- 
reptitious assistance, there is no evi- 
dence that they have yet joined the Boers 
openly in any appreciable numbers. 

The reported British retirement from 
Stromberg Junction, however, will be 
followed doubtless by a_ Similar Boer 
proclamation annexing the portions of 
Cape Colony lying directly south of the 
Orange Free State. These proclama- 
tions, as in»the case of Bechuanaland, 
have been and will be immediately fol- 
lowed by British counter-proclamations, 
but to the eyes of the Dutch farmers the 
presence of one Boer commando is prob- 
ably more impressive than the expecta- 
tion of the arrival of the whole British 
army in the more or less distant future. 

The British newspapers publish a list 
of the transports due to arrive at Cape 
Town from today. According to this 
some 20,000 men should reach the Cape 
by the end of next week, but the ad- 
miralty issued a chilling warning last 
evening to the effect that no disappoint- 
ment must be felt by the public if the 
transporis should not arrive at the dates 
mentioned, dates which, the war office 
says, are “based in many cases upon too 
Sanguine expectations.” 

A dispatch from Estcourt, Natal, dated 
Nov. 4, noon, says: A reliable messen- 
ger has just arrived from Ladysmith 
passing the Boer lines during the night, 
who reports that heavy fighting occurred

Commenting upon a rumor from Am- 
sterdam that Dr. Leyds, the diplomatic 
representative of the Transvaal in Eu- 
rope, had declared that the intervention 
of France, Russia and Germany in the 
Transvaal was now assured, the Berlin 
Kolinische Zeitung says: ‘We do not 
know what Dr. Leyds may have said, 
but the matter of hts supposed statement 
is false in every respect. Neither 
France nor Russia have shown the 
slightest inclination, either with or with- 
out Germany, to set the South African 
question on the order of the day.” 

The Daily Mail publishes the follow- 
ing dispatch from Kimberley, dated 
Wednesday, Nov. 1: This morning the 
Boers fired the veldt near Dronfield, 
seven miles from Kimberley, and this 
afternoon the flames set on fire the 
smaller of the two magazines, exploding 
the dynamite with a terrific report. 
Fortunately, no one was injured. The 
veldt is still burning, and it is feared 
that the larger magazine, where there 
are 1200 cases of dynamite, will be ig- 
nited. 

Succecded In Killing Himself. 

Roston, Nov. 7.—Augustus Ludwig of 
Dedham attempted to murder his wife 
by shooting her at Hyde Park, and then 
attempted tocommit suicide. The Lud- 
wies lived in Dedham up to two weeks 
ago, when Mrs. Ludwig left her hus- 
band and obtained employment in 
Briggs’ woolen mill at Hyde Park. Lud- 
wig arrived there shortly before noon 
yesterday, and waited for his wife to 
leave the mill for dinner. They were 
seen conversing with one another, and 
soon afterwards a pistol shot was heard. 
The husband had shot the woman just 
above the right car. He then went toa 
stable, where he attempted to kill him- 
self. He was brought to this city and 
sent to the Massachusetts general hos- 
pital, where he died last evening. Mrs. 
Ludwig is not seriously wounded. 


Allen Will Succeed Reed. 

Portland, Me., Nov. 7.—Amos L. Allen, 
Republican candidate for congress in the 
First Maine district, was elected yester- 
day by a majority of more than 4600 
votes over Luther F. McKinney, the 
Democratic candidate. The surprising 
feature of the election was Mr. Allen's 
majority in York county, which was 3089, 
Mr. Reed's plurality in York last year 
Was 2236.

Governor Bradley estimates Taylor's 
plurality at from 15,000 to 158,000, 

A plurality of 7000 is conceded by many 
Democratic leaders, while some of the 
more faithful are claiming a plurality 
of 6000 for Goebel. The estimated plu- 
rality of the most sanguine Democratic 
leaders is based upon returns from the 
interior of the state. which probably 
will be overcome by the strong Republi- 
can counties. 


NEBRASKA. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 8.—It is evident to 
both parties that Nebraska has _ re- 
pledged her allegiance to the fusion 
standard. While Republicans are not 


yet willing to admit defeat, figures, thus 
far, point that way. There has beena 
steady falling off of the vote of both 
parties, but, while the fusionists have 
suffered but little, the Republican loss 
has been not less than three to a pre- 
cinct. If the present ratio is main- 
tained, ex-Governor Holcomb and the 
fusion state ticket will be elected by not 
less than 10,000. Fusionists claim much 
more, 

W. J. Bryan gave out this statement 
this morning: “The campaign in Ne- 
braska was fought on national issues and 
the result is a protest against the policy 
of the administration.” 

Mr. Bryan said he had no comment to 
make on results in other states. 

Chairman Edmiton of the Populist 
state committee says: “We have car- 
tied the state by 15,000 and have made 
gains in county offices.” 

Chairman Tefft of the Republican 
committee declined to make a state- 
ment, but many of his associates ad- 
mitted defeat, though not by as largea 
majority as claimed by the fusionists. 


MARYLAND. 

Baltimore, Nov. 8.—Returns thus far 
indicate that the Republicans of Mary- 
land have been overwhelmingly defeated 
and that John Walker Smith, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, has been elected by a 
majority variously estimated at from 
10,000 to 15,000. There is also a reason- 
able certainty that the lower house of 
the general assembly will be Demo- 
cratic by a large majority, and that the 
Democrats will elect enough state sen- 
ators to overcome the Republican ad- 
vantage among the hold-over senators, 
ahereby controlling both branches of the 
legislature. 

The Democrats are wild with enthu- 
slasm, while the Republicans are corre- 
spondingly depressed over the result, 
which they are inclined to attribute to 
treachery among the followers of Mayor 
Malster and United States Senator Well- 
ington. The latter has taken no partin 
the campaign, and has not hesitated, 
since his resignation as chairman of the 
state central committee a few weeks 
ago, to predict the overwhelming defeat 
of the Republican ticket. The gold 
Democrats, as an organization, sup- 
ported Governor Lowndes, but thia 
seems to have had but little, if any, ef- 
fect on the result. ° 

Liyod Wilkinson, secretary of the 
Democratic state central committee, 
made the following statement regarding 
the result of the election: ‘Mr. Smith's 
majority in the state will be from 14,- 
000 to 15,000, wilh a majority in both 
houses of the legislature The result 
shows clearly that the Democrats were 
thorough!y united, and that the Repub- 
licans were divided in Baltimore city 
and in several counties.

an appearance before the Mazet investi- 
gating committee, and answer charges 
made against him. Democratic ma- 
jorities were about normal, being in 
New York county over 50,000. In Kings 
county the Democratic vote fell off from 
last year, When Van Wyck ran exceed- 
ingly strong in Brooklyn, 

The Tammany exultation was not over 
the county ticket’s victory, which had 
been expected, but over the defeat of 
Assemblyman Mazet, Republican, which 
they had hoped, prayed and worked for. 
From Mr. Croker down, the Tammany 
men shouted over Mazet’s downfall. 
Senator Platt intimated late last night 
that Mazet might be seated in the next 
assembly, in which he Republicans will 
have 32 majority, as against 18 majority 
in the present assembly. 

The Tammany Democrats openly de- 
nounce ex-Senator Hill, whom they 
blame for the reverses up the state. The 
Republicans in New York county elected 
only four assemblymen, one of them a 
member of the Citizen’s union. Walton, 
the Democratic candidate for sheriff of 
Kings county, wins by nearly 12,000 plu- 
rality. 

Greater New York has given an over- 
whelming vote in favor of constitutional 
amendment No. 2. This separates city 
and county debts, and clears the way 
for rapid transit. 

In the Thirty-fourth congressional dis- | 
trict E. B. Vreeland, Republican, was 
elected by an enormous majority, at 
least 10,000. 

With no possibility of change, save in 
two counties, a complet list of assembly- 
men elected in the entire state of New 
York shows 92 Republicans and 59 Dem- 
ocrats. 

Taking all the assembly disgicts in 
the state, the Republican plurality is 
25,800, according to The Tribune's re- 
turns, as compared with Roosevelt’s 
plurality of 17,736 in 1898, 


NEW JERSEY. 


Trenton, Nov. 8.—The returns indicate 
that the Republicans have carried the 
State by about 20,000 plurality, although 
there was no direct vote on a state 
ticket. The Republicans will control 
both houses of the legislature by good | 
working majorities, and will have an | 
increased representation in the assem- 
bly. The senate will stand 14 Republi- 
cans to seven Democrats.

Said to Have Been Drawn Up 
by European General. 


Further Details of the Con- 
flicts Around Ladysmith. 


Boers Suffered Severe Defeats In 


Brilliant Sorties by the British, 


Considered Unlikely That Basutos Wi!l Take 
a Hand In the War. 


London, Nov. 8 The Standard's cor- 
respondent at Luxembourg 
tails of the Boer plan of can 


was drawn up, he asserts, by “a general 
of European reputation.” 

Dr. Leyds obtained from several gen- 
erals in Germany and Belgium, as well 
as Holland, a series of highly interest- 
ing plans. although there is no reason 
to lelleve that the general whose plan 
was sélected even imagined that it would 
be put into execution. 

The Natal portion included the seiz- 
ure of the coast railway, north of Dur- 
ban, by an attack through Zululand, or 
by way of Greytown and Umboti. Thus 
throughout Natal offensive tactics were 
suggested, but in the Orange Free State 
the plan proposed a defensive policy, 


based on the strategical advantage given | 


by the position of the Orange Free State 
on the flank of the railway north of De 
Aar Junction, and trusting to the Orange 
river and the obstruction of the railway 
bridges to induce the British to advance 
through Kiniberley to Bloemfontein, or 
through Mafeking and Pretoria. 

The Boers are advised, in the scheme, 
not to oppose either of these movements 
in their earlier stages, but to operate 
on the line of communications, namely 
i50 miles from De Aar to Kimberley, and 
250 miles from Kimberley to Mafeking 

Dr. Leyds has been assured that if the 
Boers can hold out 12 months, the Eu- 
ropean powers will intervene. It is 
perfectly clear, therefore, that the only 
way to disconcert their plans. is, at all 
costs, to obtain the right to dispatch a 
third army corps to Delogoa bay. 


Dispatches from the front have rent 
the vail of gloom enveloping Ladysmith, 
showing the British garrison not merely 
standing on the dogged defensive, but 
executing a series of brilliant sorties. 
Accounts from different sources agree 
that the laconic official description of 
Thursday's engagement is “an effective 
shelling of the Boer laager,”’ was unduly 
modest. 

It appears that General White senta 
strong force of cavalry and infantry te 
attack the Boers at Tatham’'s farm, 
about 10 miles to the northwest, near 
Besters, and apparently achieved a sur- 
prise, the Boers being caught on the 
open veldt and cut to pieces and their 
camp captured. Encouraged by this suc- 
cess, General White decided to risk an 
even more important engagement on the 
following day, which was again justified 
by success. 

Ladysmith had been isolated and a 
Boer force had intercepted the railway 
between Ladysmith and Colenso. This 
force on Friday had descended upon 
Colenso and, as shown by the dispatches 
from Estcourt, having compelled a 
hurried abandonment of Colenso and a 
retirement of the British to Estcourt. 

General White had ascertained that the 
Boers were attacking Colenso, but he 
was not aware of the British retirement. 
He had determined, therefore, to attack 
the Boers in the rear, thus hoping to 
achieve the double object of drawing an 
attack upon the weak garrison of Colenso 
and, possibly, of reopening communica- 
tion southward. The Boers had ad- 
vanced southward until they had occu- 
pied the hills north of Tugela river and 
dominating Colenso on the other side of 
the stream. The hill slopes to a plain 
that reaches the banks of the Tugela. 

General White's division caught the 
Boers in the rear and, after the hills had 
been shelled, the British infantry 
stormed the position. Meanwhile the 
British cavalry swept round the hills, 
and, as the retreating enemy descended 
into the plain with British bayonets be- 
hind them and the riverin front of them, 
they were charged by the cavalry and 
seemed to have perished almost toa 
man. The British then returned to 
Ladysmith without coming into touch 
with the Colenso garrison, which had re- 
tired to Estcourt. 

Sunday’s dispatch from , how- 
ever, showed that an armored train had 
been sent back to Colenso to repair the 
line, and the next news may possibly be 
of the restoration of communication 
with Ladysmith. 

While the British troops were thus en- 
gaged in successful endeavors to wipe 
out the Nicholsons Nek disaster, the 
situation inside Ladysmith as shown by 
an official dispatch from the general at 
Estcourt was most satisfactory, en- 
couraging a hope that General White 
may yet completely retrieve his shaken 
reputation, and that his force may 
emerge triumphant from the ordeal 
through which it is now passing

AS Was to be expected the British after 
having evacuated Colenzo are preparing 
to make a stand at Estcourt, covering 
the railway issuing from the pass 
through the Mooi range of hills north of 
Pietermaritzburg: but it appears 
doubtful that the Boers wil) make a fur- 
ther advance southward while Lady- 
smith holds out. The country between 
the Tugela and the Mooi hills is com- 
paratively open and favorable to the 
operations of cavalry and light artillery, 
which the Boers are not in a position to 
expose themselves to; they will there- 
fore probably confine themselves to the 
defense of the line of the upper Tugela, 
which the proclamation of the President 
of the Orange Free State annexing north- 
ern Natal makes the southern boundary 
of the annexed territory. 

The principal immediate danger the 
Boers in Natal have to fear, according 
to the latest reports, is an eruption of 
Basutos from the mountains on their 
right flank. Should the British gov- 
ernment decide to let the Basutos loose, 
it would be possible to relieve Ladysmith 
and perhaps push the Transvaal Boers 
back across the Buffalo river, and up 
into the northwest angle of Natal to their 
main line of defense, and compel the 
Free Staters to withdraw to the line of 
the Drakensburg. 

The impolicy of the proceeding, how- 
ever, is manifest, for if the Basutos once 
get it into their heads that they had 
saved the British it would not be long 
before there would be trouble with them. 
It would besides justify the Boers in 
arming the Zulus and Matabeles, and 
letting the laiter loose on Rhodesia. Tak- 
ing this view, it would seem probable 
that the contest will continue to be 
waged by the present combatants. 


Leather Workers to Strike. 

Lowell, Mass., Nov. 8.—At a special 
meeting of the Leather Workers’ union 
last evening, it was voted to inaugurate 
a strike, because of the refusal of White 
Brothers & Son to receive a committee of 
the union which had been appointed to 
protest against a reduction of wages.

A dispatch from Manila states that 
a fleet of transports and gunboats left 
Manila last evening for the most im- 
portant expedition of the autumn. Its 
destination is supposed to be Dagupan 
or some other northern port. 

General Wheaton commands, with a 
brigade consisting of the Thirteenth in- 
fantry, the Thirty-third infantry, two 
wuns of the Sixth artillery and two 
Gatliings. The transports Sheridan, 
Francisco De Reyes and Aztec carry the 
troops, with the gunboat Helena as es- 
cort. 

A dispatch boat was sent ahead to ar- 
range a rendezvous with the United 
States cruiser Charleston and the other 
warships that are patrolling the north 
coast of Luzon The landing will be 
made under cover of the guns of the 
fleet. It is assumed here that the pur- 
pose of the expedition is to move down 
the Dagupan-Manila railroad toward 
Tarlac, or to prevent Aguinaldo’s forces 
making another base farther north. 

Dagupan and Apparri are the strong- 
holds ef the insurgents in the north, and 
it is supposed the points where most 
of the filibustering parties land. 

Since the beginning of hostilities, it 
has been the unanimous opinion of mil- 
itary experts that Dagupan should be 
made a base of operations, but sufficient 
troops have heretofore been lacking. 
With Generals Wheaton, MacArthur and 
Lawton moving upon Tarlac from three 
directions, and the mountains hemming 
in the other side, the insurgent capital 
will soon become untenable. 

Aguinaldo may attempt to shift his 
headquarters to the rich tobacco country 
at the northern end of the island. Pos- 
sibly he may slide around General Law- 
ton’s front to the southern provinces, 
but, as MacArthur and Lawton’s troops 
are spread across the country from An- 
geles to Cabanatuan, it will be difficult 
for the insurgents to escape. 

Should the concerted operations suc- 
ceed, organized insurrection on a large 
scale should be at an end early next 
spring, although guerilla warfare is 
likely to continue for alongaime. No 
one anticipates that the insurgents will 
make many hard battles. 

The problem is to move the troops 
about the country, to maintain transpor- 
tation and to hold the territory gained. 
The general effect of the arrival of a 
large American army is calculated upon 
to sap Aguinaldo’s strength by de- 
sertions and through the loss of hope 
among the supporters of the revolution- 
ary movement. 

Two columns of General MacArthur's 
division yesterday took Magalang, about 
six miles northeast of Angeles.

Railway to Ladysmith Ex- 
pected to Soon Reopen. 


Much Depends Upon White’s 
Ability to Hold Out. 


Arrival of Reinforcements Will Turn 
a Fresh Page In the Campaign, 


Indica'‘ions That Colenso Has Already Been 
Reoccupied by the British. 


London, Nov. 9.—There is practically 
no further news from the seat of war this 
morning. It is asserted under Sunday’s 
date from Estcourt that General White 
received a message from General Buller 
on Saturday. So far, however, no mes- 
Sages appear to have been received in 
London from General White concerning 
Thursday's and Friday’s sorties. 

A special dispatch from Pietermaritz- 
burg, dated Sunday, says: It is confi- 
dently expected that railway communi- 
cation will be restored with Ladysmith 
within a few hours. 

Further details from Mafeking, car- 
rying events up to Oct. 27, indicate that 
the Boer firing was easing off, the gar- 
rison was in high spirits and the siege 
was growing a farce. The corre- 
spondent says that the people were in 
the habit of shouting from the house- 
tops ‘Ware shells,” and that rabbit holes 
had been excavated in the town, into 
which the men would dive when the 
smoke of the Boers’ big gun was sé€en. 
General Cronje is accused of dropping 
shells in the direction of the women's 
laager. 

According to a dispatch from Kru- 
man, British Bechuanaland, dated Mon- 
day, Colonel Plumer's column, march- 
ing from Fort Tuli to the relief of Mafe- 
king, had reached Asvogel Kop, opposite 
Ootsi, 10 miles north of Lobatsi, on Oct. 
18, and was nearing Mafeking. 

To the eyes of military experts the 
darkest page of the war is now being 
written. But even that is illuminated 
with bright passages, such as General 
White's victorious sorties. If he can 
keep the British flag flying over Lady- 
smith until he is relieved, the campaign 
will turn a fresh page, and, with the 
advance of General Buller’s force, the 
British public is promised more cheering 
reading. 

This feeling of relief inspired by recent 
good tidings is, nevertheless, tinged by 
a certain alloy of anxiety lest General 
White should again make some fatal 
miscalculation involving a repetition of 
the Nicholson’s Nek disaster. Her 
majesty does not share this anxiety, and, 
apparently, is sanguine of his ability to 
pull through successfully. It is as- 
serted that she has written to Lady 
White expressing sympathy with her 
husband in the trials and difficulties he 
is now experiencing and assuring Lady 
White of her own undiminished confi- 
dence in his generalship. The purport 
of this letter has been cabled to General 
White by the Marquis of Lansdowne. 

The most interesting news is a dis- 
patch from Estcourt announcing the de- 
parture of a strong force of mounted 
troops and artillery for a destination not 
given in the advices. Another message 
announces the arrival at Estcourt and 
Pietermaritzburg within the last few 
days of reinforcements from Durban, 
and that 3500 troops are assembled ready 
for a readvance to Colenso when the op- 
portune moment arrives. The latter dis- 
patch throws light upon the former, and 

the force which left Estcourt Monday 
has doubtless reoccupied Colenso and, 
possibly, is now advancing cautiously 
up the railroad toward Ladysmith, Gen- 
eral White's sortie of Friday, almost to 
the banks of the Tugela river, encourag- 
ing its commander in the hope of join- 
ing hands with him. 

General Joubert, the latest advices 
would indicate, drew in his horns after 
Friday's engagement, and has since 
withdrawn the southern Boer contin- 
gents, leaving only outposts on the line 
from Ladysmith to Colenso. The Boers 
who occupied Colenso about the middle 
of last week retired without damaging 
Bulwer bridge over the Tugela river or 
the railroad as far north as the village 
of Nelthorpe, seven miles south of Lady- 
smith. Evidently they nurse a hope of 
eventually utilizing both in their descent 
on Pietermaritzburg. 

Meanwhile the British are also able to 
use both, as they have already done, in 
running up an armored train, which may, 
at the present moment, be covering the 
advance of the Estcourt force. 

At Estcourt and Pietermaritzburg the 
defensive works have been greatly 
strengthened within the last few days, 
and they are now believed capable of 
holding their own against any Boer force’ 
which General Joubert would, at the 
present juncture, risk sending against 
either town. Both are likely to be 
strengthened before the week is out by 
a further naval force, and even by the 
first detacNment of General Buller’s 
army corps. 

None of the troopships has arrived. 
The oné which it was predicted might 
reach Cape Town at the earliest on Mon- 
day is as yet unannounced, and even 
when it does arrive there it will have 
three days’ steaming to reach Durban. 
As many as six transports with 4500 
troops wére expected to be in Cape Town 
harbor by this time; but the war office 
last evening issued a statement to the 
effect that the only arrivals at Cape 
Town were the Sumatra, from Durban, 
with wounded; the Southern Cross, from 
Gibraltar with mules, and the 
Wenvoe. 

Of course tt is possible that dispatch 
boats have been sent to meet the troop- 
ships with instructions to proceed direct 
to Durban, and in that even the war 
office statement that not one has ar- 
rived| at Cape Town would be literally 


collier 
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accurate, even though several should be 
half way between Cape Town and Dur- 
ban. 

The situation looks brighter at Mafe- 
king, where the Boers are apparently dis- 
heartened at the unexpected resistance, 
a large body #f their force having been 
detached to the south to assist in the 
investment of Kimberley, around which 
the cordon is drawing tighter. Evi- 
dently the Boers intend to make a con- 
centrated effort to capture Kimberley 
and their arch-enemy, Cecil Rhodes, 

The reported departure of a Boer con- 
tingent from Pretoria, with German ar- 
tillery gunners, moving in a southerly 
direction, is taken to mean co-operation 
in the invasion of the northern portions 
of Cape Colony, an undertaking which, 


thus far, has not progressed very 
rapidly.

Railroad Commissioners Inspect 
Quincy Depots. 


Said Never a Word But 
Actions Talked. 


The Hearing to be Continued 
Friday, Dee. 1. 


The Railroad Commissioners made 
an official visit to Quincy Thursday 
afternoon, to see for themselves the 
condition of affairs at the several 
stations in the city, as complained of 
in the petition presented to them, and 
which was more fully brought out 
at the public hearing Nov. 3. 

The Commissioners were acompanied 
by Gen‘! Supt. Clarke, Division Supt. 
French, Counsel Farnbam and City 
Solicitor Blackmur, who arrived at 
the Atlantic station at 2.37 where they 
were met by Mayor Keith, Representa- 
tive Sprague, Councilmen Jameson, 
Pinkham and Packard and H, T, Whit- 
man. 

As soon as the train came to a stand- 
still one of the Commissioners dived 
into the gentlemen's toilet room and 
immediately dived out again, a quick 
view being enough to satisfy him. 
Attention was called to the narrowness 
of the platform in front of the depot 
bow window and other things com- 
plained of, Also the narrow overhead 
bridge at Hancoock street. 


From Atlantic a special strain was 


taken for Wollaston where quite a 
crowd had collected. Here Assessor 
Fay button-holed Supt. French about 
more lights at the depot and was 
promised they should be put up before 
night. The officials looked at the 
famous fence, tried the turnstiles, ex- 


amined the proposed plan for widen- 
ing Newport avenue, climbed the hill, 
Beale bridge thence 
down the steps to the depot. The Com- 
missioners were very thorough in their 
examination. They asked a number of 
questions and took in the complaints 
and mutterings fired at them by the 
bystanders, but said never a word. 

Quincy proper was next visited. 
Here it was found that the door of the 
gentleman's toilet room which an hour 
before had been locked and had a card 
the door, ‘‘Out of Order,’ was 
This was looked into and a look 
was evidently sufficient. The floors 
of the waiting room were still wet 
from the washing that had been given 
them, the attention of the Commis- 
sioners being called to the fact. At 
the freight house the location of the 
blocks of granite that had been re- 
moved since the hearing, was pointed 
out, as well as the spot where the two 
heaps of ashes had stood. A solution 
to the Quiney centre problem was 
suggested in the purchase of the 
Brackett estate, which was upon the 
market for a passenger depot.

Before the train started for Boston 
however the Commissioners announced 
that the hearing would be continned at 
their office Friday, Dec 1,at 10 o’clock 
A. M. 

The Commissioners gave no hint of 
what they thought of the condition of 
affairs at the several stations but it 
must have been apparent that there was 
some warrant for the complaint.

Great Britain Has No Fear of 
European Hostility. 


Will Not Permit Interference fm Deal- 
ing With Boer Adversaries. 


Interesting and Important Utterances by Pre 
mier Salisbury at a Banquet. 


London, Nov. 10.—At the Guild Hall 
lord mayor's banquet last night the lord 
mayor proposed “The Ministers” in a 
speech in which he vigorously denounced 
“the ignorant arrogance of the invader,” 
dwelling on the fact that Sir Alfred 
Milner, in spite of herculean efforts, was 
unable to prevail with the overbearing, 
corrupt oligarchy, therefore other of our 
champions have the business in hand. 

Lord Salisbury, rising to reply to the 


lord mayor, was greeted with intense 


enthusiasm. The premier said: 

“I have had to answer for many years 
similar kind receptions in this hall, but 
never before under conditions that jus- 
tified me in appealing so confidently to 
your sympathy and support as in the 
present grave state of public affairs, 
Before turning to this serious point my 
duty is to inform you #hat our situation 
in South Africa is the only part of our 
relations with other nations to which 
any term of apprehension or doubt can 
be applied. 

“For several years our relations and 
cordial feelings toward our kinsmen on 
the other side of the Atlantic have been 
constantly growing; and, though neither 
we interfere in the affairs of their con- 
tinent nor they interfere in the affairs 
of ours, we feel we can now always look 
for sympathy and a fair hearing among 
those who share with us so vast a mis- 
sion for the advancement of mankind. 

“But perhaps you think lam sanguine 
in saying that on the continent of Europe 
we have no hostility to fear. There is 
undoubtedly a certain cerbity of tone 
among the writers for the foreign press; 
but I am quite cestain it does not affect 
their governments,and I will say that I 
have noted as one of the cheering symp- 
toms of the present time, the happy re- 
lations existing between the United 
States and ourselves and the sympathy 
with which we watch their approach 
toward the same great problems that we 
ourselves have had to solve. 

“That is not to say that I do not feel 
the greatest sympathy with their late 
antagonist, the kingdom of Spain. We 
entertain the highest hope that out of 
that war, a blessing in disguise, will 
grow—and be an abundant growth— 
civilization and culture in that ancient 
and most interesting monarchy. 

“This morning you had intelligence of 
an agreement between ourselves and 
one of the great continental states, with 
which for many years we have enter- 
tained relations of sympathy and friend- 
ship beyond others. Samoa is not in it- 
self a very important matter; but it was 
important because it constituted a sub- 
ject of difference between ourselves and 
a nation whose good will we prize very 
highly. I do not know entirely the 
reason why the German people and gov- 
ernment attach so much importance to 
Upolu, but they do, and we are Very glad 
to find the means whereby, without in 
the least diminishing the rights and ad- 
vantages of England, we are able to 
gratify their views and sentiment. At 
the present moment our relations with

“The great subject that interests all of 
us, undoubtedly, is this war, adorned 
with so many splendid feats of heroism 
and skill, but saddened by so many 
losses. I have great difficulty in dealing 
with the war. If I speak at all it may 
rather be to deprecate criticisms and 
statements which I think unfounded 
than to attempt to pass judgment on 
what still depends upon the future for 
its full determination. 

“Respecting the feeling expressed that 
the want of troops is due to a want of 
action on the part of the home govern- 
ment I would point out that there have 
been two or three voices. Two or three 
months ago we were told by the most 
authoritative voice outside the govern- 
ment that there was no occasion for 
military preparations. Since then we 
have been blamed because there were no 
military preparations. But neither of 
these criticisms is at all relevent to the 
events which have been taking place. 

“It would have been-nothing to the 
purpose to issue proclamations for re- 
serves some weeks earlier. For, what 
was the cause of the war, and what was 
the cause of the ultimatum? It was not 
because of any demand we had made. 
It so happens that, at the moment the 
ultimatum was issued, we had with- 
drawn our demands, and there were no 
demands before the Transvaal govern- 
ment. It was becaute we had taken 
measures to increase the amount of our 
forces in South Africa. But, if that had 
been done a few months sooner, exactly 
the same result would have taken place. 
The moment you had shown signs of 
raising your force to an equality with 
the force opposed to it, that moment the 
ultimatum would have been issued and 
war would have begun, 

“It is not, therefore, right to say that 
there was not adequate military prep- 
arations. The evil goes farther back. 
It dates to those unfortunate arrange- 
ments in 1881 and 1884 by which we de- 
liberately permitted a community 
obviously hostile to enjoy the un- 
bounded, unlimf-ed right of accumulat- 
ing munitions of war against us. Year 
after year an accumulation of munitions 
was made which could only be directed 
against us. Hampered by these arrange- 
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ments, it was !mpossible we should avold 
the interval of trial and danger meces- 
sarily to intervene between the moment 
when War Was declared and the moment 
When our for ontest and 
appear Upon the field 

“That interval has nearly passed. Our 
troops fire beginning to arrive. Foreign 
nations have complimented us upon the 
calmness with which we have received 
the intelligence of occasional checks, 
Whatever strategy there might be, we 
are well aware that the beginning of our 
conflict with the Boers must be marke d 
by a retirement of our troops from posi- 
tions they are not strong enough to oc- 
cupy. It is necessary that they should 
wait for sufficient reinforcements. I do 
not attempt to forecast the future. I 
only say that my faith in the British 
soldier is unbounded, and I am deeply 
gratified to feel that he isin the vigorous 
and sagacious hands of Genera! Buller.

Feeling That Advance Right- 
fully Belongs to Them. 


, Heavy Stockholaer Thinks it Will Be Granted

Fall River, Mass., Nov. 11.—The action 
of the Weavers’ union Thursday night, 
to all appearances, will make positive 
ihe sentiment in the Textile council as 
to future action on the wage question. 
That sentiment will be to ask for an 
advance of 10 percent once more, naming 

a later date than Nov. 13 for it to go into 
effect, and this will give the manufac- 
turers another opportunity for a con- 
ference. It is said by some that this 
opportunity will be taken advantage or, 
and itis hoped that a peaceful settlement 
of the wage difficulty will be reached. 
“If it were the middle of winter @nd the 

snow deep on the ground.” declared a 
prominent member of the Textile coun- 
cil very earnestly, ‘‘the operatives would 
strike as a protest against the action of 
the manufacturers. And when they 
once come out they will make a long and 
determined fight. I say this because a 
few of the manufacturers have the im- 
pression that because winter is so near 
at hand the operatives will not fight.

Savage Indians of Mexico Who, Pop- +; 
ular Tradition Says, Are Able to : 


Rup Dowu Deer— Kace Between 

a Horseand a HumanGreyhound 

leeieieieiicicicicieiciciin? 

“Of course you have all seen that 
eld circus fake of the man running 
against a horse on ,the quarter nile 
hippodrome track,”’ said a man recent- 
ly returned from Mexico. “I want to 
tell you that less than a month ago I 
saw a race of a man on foot against 
a wild horse, where the man won, and 
the race was on the dead level, too. It 
was down in Mexico on the edge of the 
Yaqui country, where they are just 
now pulling off their semiannual bar- 
gain counter insurrection. 1 was dewn 
there looking after the interests of 
some people who had money in the 
Yaqui placers, and I wandered over 
to the northwest to the edge of the 
Seri Indian country, where I happened 
to see the man who could beat a run- 
ning horse. 

“The Seri country is about 50 miles 
northwest of Hermosillo, the capital 
of the state of Sonora. The Seris are 
probably the most peculiar Indians !n 
the western hemisphere. They do not 
seem to be related by language, cus- 
toms or physical make up to any 
other. known tribe. They are a race of 
big, black giants for the most part, 
some of them measuring 6 feet 7 
and nearly all of them one or two 
inches over six feet. The women will 
average taller than white men, so that 
the tribe as a whole is a formidable 
proposition. They have the pleasant 
habit of killing off all weakling chil- 
dren, as well as the members of the 
tribe who are too old and feeble to 
shift for themselves, and the country 
they live in is so inhospitable that the 
tribe is a fine type of the survival of 
the fittest. In color and features they 
are more like negroes than Indians, 
and some of their rites and supersti- 
tions seem to have a distinctly African 
tinge. It is a capital offense for one of 
them to marry outside of the tribe, 
and the principal tenet of their re- 
ligion, according to the neighboring 
Mexicans, is to kill every one they 
meet who is not of their own blood. 

“All this don’t bear on the horse 
race particularly, but it will give you 
some idea of the sort of people the 
Seris are and lend a color of probabil- 
ity to an otherwise rather strong story. 
I kept hearing all sorts of pipe stories 
of the Seris as soon as we got any- 
where near their country. The Mexi- 
eans are afraid of them and endow 
them with almost fabulous powers of 
endurance and desert cunning. We 
were told that a Seri could trail a man 
across country by starlight and that 
they never used horses except to kill 
and eat and that they could run down 
a deer on foot. The deer story was re- 
peated by everybody, but 1 never met 
a man who pretended to have actually 
seen it till we stopped at the Costa 
Rica ranch, owned by old Pasqual En- 
cipas, right on the edge of the Seri 
country. Encinas is the Daniel Boone 
of Mexico, and the man who solved 
the Seri problem for Sonora. He gota 
grant of land from the government and 
settled down right in Seri territory, 
surrounded himself with a small 
army of vaqueros and Papago In- 
dians, as armed retainers, and fought 
the Seris to a standstill. Now they 
are thoroughly afraid of him, and nev- 
er kill his stock if they can find any 
other brand on the range and never 
shoot his vaqueros from ambush with 
their poisoned arrows unless they bap- 
pen to have some personal score to set- 
tle. As the old man and his followers 
have planted some 300 Seris in that 
part of the country it may be inferred 
that there are still some scores of that 
sort outstanding. 

“Old Encinas is very fond of talking 
over his and cigarettes after 
dinner out under the brick floored 
veranda of the ranchhouse, and he as- 
sured me that had several times 
seen Seris run down deer on foot. His 
explanation was that they trail almost 
as well running by of

“That was Encinas’ story of the Seri 
running power, but the next day | 


happened to get an exhibition of it my- 
self that satisfied me even better. Just 
before we were going to bed the major 
domo came up and reported that the 
verba colorado bad come into the 
troughs. It seems the verba colorado 
was a little red mare, the incarnation 
of a devil in the wild range horse. She 
had a reputation among all the 3.000 
head of stock on the ranch, having 
been a maverick so long that when she 
was finally caught up and branded she 
was too wild to be of any use for ei: 
ther work or breeding. She had nearly 
killed an Indian and a Mexican who 
had undertaken to break her and had 
been turned loose again. She never 
came into the rancb except in the dri- 
est weather, when all the outlying wa- 
ter holes bad gone dry and she was 
forced to steal in at night for a drink 
from the big tanks in the corral. It 
had passed into a saying on the Costa 
Rica and other ranches around when a 
particularly bad spell of* drought oc- 
curred, that it was bad enough to bring | 
the red mare home. j 

“Old Encinas told the foreman to | 
keep the verba penned up for the} 
night and, then chuckling, rubbed his | 
dry hands and said we would have | 
some sport in the morning. Then he 
sent a peon off to the Seri rancheria 
to see if Pablo was there. While the 
messenger was gone he explained to | 
me that Pablo was one of the most} 
noted runners of the tribe, and as the | 
red mare was fit for nothing but kill- 
ing anyhow he was going to match her 
in a sprint race with the Indian. | 

“When Pablo came up, it struck me | 
that if any man could run down a} 
broncho horse he probably was the one. 
He was 6 feet 4 and weighed about 
180, all bone and whipeord. He was 
black as a lead idol, and as nearly nak- 
ed as the law allowed. He was bare- 
footed, too, but the old don explained 
to me that none of the Seris ever wore | 
anything on his feet, which was the 
way their trail was always to be dis: | 
tinguished from a Papago'’s. Encinas | 
explained to Pablo that he was going 
to turn the red mare loose in the morn- 
ing, and that if Pablo could give her 
ten feet start and catch her in 300 
varas, approximately 300 yards, he 
could have her. 

“Next morning everybody who could 
spare the time assembled at the corral. 
The wild mare was inside, circling un- 
easily and sniffing at every corner for 
an outlet. Encinas drew a line ten 
paces from the corral gate and told 
Pablo he must let the mare get over 
that before he started for her.

en. He was not to feed the body by 
multiplying loaves and fishes, but was 
to satisfy the ‘@agings of the soul by | 
Himself. What He means by Himself | 
as the Bread of life is simply that as 
bread food is necessary to the physical 
life and is able to satisfy and sustain 
the physical life, so He is necessary to 
the life of the soul, able to satisfy its 
cravings and able to sustain it forever. 

Note— 

1. The philosophy of bread in its re- 
lation to life.

“Of the Cuban cabinet it may be said 
that it has not been entirely satisfactory, 
a fact chiefiy resulting from those fun- 
damental defects of Cuban character to 
which I have just alluded, and which 
seems to pervade all spheres of native 
administrative action. 

“I should not think that our govern- 
ment contemplated any extensive work 
upon the fortifications of Cuba. The 
first thing for us to do is to create in 
Cuba something worth an enemy's tak- 
ing. Let us have schools there be fore | 
we talk of fortifications, There is not 
in Cuba a schoolhouse worthy of the 
name—nothing but the most dilapidated 
and disreputable hovels ever called by 
the name of schoolhouses. In Havana 
alone I want $3,000,000 for schoolhouses.

The weekly payroll of the Fall 
River mills reaches $188,000, or an aver- 
age of over $6.50 per week to each em- 
ploye, from the agent and treasurer, who 
received as high a salary as $10,000 per 
year, to the lowly paid back boy, who 
gets $2.50 per week for his labor. If the 
10 percent increase is given to the in- 
dustrial workers of the city the weekly 
average will be about $7.25 for each em- 
ploye, from the back boy up to the agent. 

At the time the last restoration was 
made, M. C. D. Borden, managing owner 
of the Fall River iron works mills, fore- 
stalled the members of the Manufactur- 
ers’ association by giving his employes 
the 111-9 percent increase without a 
trike. At this time such an act on his 
part is not looked for by many of the 
jaboring element. Should he volun- 
tarily restore wages to the original 
basis of two years ago, the whole wage 
situation will be setthed amicably, for it 
is realized by both manufacturers and 
operatives that if Mr. Borden followed 
his precedent of a year ago the employ- 
ers of this city would be forced to follow.

A special meeting of the Textile coun- 
cil was held yesterday, lasting nearly 
four hours.

Chief of Police Hayden Waiting 
for a Complaint. 


The Herald has _ interviewed the 
chief of police in several towns as to 
Sunday playing, because of the action 
of the police of Saugus, in forbidding 
members of the Riverside Golf to play 
on Sunday.

SENATOR M’MILLAN ON THE WORK. 


Water Power Canals at Sault Ste. 


Marie That Will Accommodate Two 
Miles of Mills, With Lake Superior 
For a Mill Pond — Power Already 


Parceled Out. 


Senator MeMillan ef Michigan has 
just made a trip to the upper peninsula 
of his state, and bas found, according 
to a Washington dispatch to the New 
York Sun, that the present great pros- 
perity of the United States is about to 
result in making Sault Ste. Marie one 
of the manufacturing centers of the 
country. This place, situated on the St. 
Mary’s river, at a rather remote point 
of the national boundary, has escaped 
attention very largely since its boom 
fell flat about ten years ago. But witb 
the revival of business new men have 
taken hold and the senator declares 
that he is astounded beyond measure 
at what he saw. A water power canal 
one and a quarter miles long is being 
cut on the American side, and one a 
half mile long has already been con- 
structed on the Canadian side, where it 
runs a wood pulp mill for the company 
which is developing the water power. 
The same people are constructing a 
railroad from Sault Ste. Marie to Hud- 
sot bay, and by it rich deposits of 
iron, nickel and copper will be tapped 
and vast areas of timber land made 
tributary. The whole scheme, which is 
in the hands of one company, is expect- 
ed to transform the American “Soo” 
and the Canadian “Soo” into one vast 
water mill, having Lake Superior for a 
mill pond and all the mineral and forest 
wealth of upper Michigan and Canada 
to draw upon for raw material. 

The thing about it that pleased Sen- 
ator McMillan more than anything else 
was the apparent total absence of the 
speculative incentive. The company. 
which is composed mostly of Philadel- 
phia men, is incorporated under a spe- 
cial charter granted by the legislature 
of Connecticut, and is managed by a 
man from Maine. It pays spot cash 
for everything and already has its 
great enterprise so well advanced that 
its completion is only a matter of a few 
months. The water power canal on 
the American side will accommodate a 
row of mills directly upon its banks 
about a mile long, giving each a fall of 
water of 1S feet and in ample quantity. 
Yet all this power has ulready been 
parceled out manufacturing con- 
cerns which will begin building as soon 
as the canal is completed. Six trains 
of cars work night and day upon the 
excavation, which is being cut through 
a soft shale. The work is proceeding 
along the whole line and has all been 
contracted for at a cost of $1,600,000. 
It appears to the unskilled observer to 
be at least two-thirds completed, al- 
though the contractors say it is only a 
little more than half done. The Hud- 
son Bay railroad already so far 
along that the rolling stock is on band 
and in use. On the Canadian side the 
pulp mill turns out 150 tons of wood 
pulp per day, which is all shipped to 
Japan. 

The Maine man who organized the 
company and manages the enterprise is 
F. H. Clergue, already a familiar figure 
to mining and iron men in the United 
States. He has rebuilt an ancient 
blockhouse on the Canadian side of the 
river, and there he centers the wires by 
which he reaches out to direct and con- 
trol his work, from the factories of the 
Hudson Bay company to the paper 
mills of Japan, while tame bears sport 
and dig in front of his door and a St. 
Bernard, as big as a pony, lies at his 
feet. Science and fiction stand side by 
side on his bookshelves, and in a lab- 
oratory big enough for an ordinary col- 
lege 15 chemists and explorers unite 
their efforts in defining the value of 
the mineral grants the Hudson Bay 
railroad has received from the Cana- 
dian government. One iron mountain 
which cost $500 is still in Mr. Clergue’s 
hands, although he has refused an 
offer of $700,000 for it. Mr. Clergue is 
described as a man well equipped to 
assimilate all the information tbat 
tomes to him from his laboratory, and 
withal he is an inventor, having de- 
vised several of the machines used in 
the pulp mill. When the American wa- 
ter power is ready, he will erect an im- 
mense pulp mill on that side and com- 
mence to convert Hudson bay timber 
into paper from which the people of 
New York, Chicago and San Francisco 
may read the news on the same day. 

Senator MeMillan found a peculiar 
fascination in studying the work that 
is about to rear a great manufacturing 
center in that northern wilderness, be- 
cause it brings to realization a dream 
- his own. The present city of Sauit 
bs te. Marie, with its 8,000 or 10,000 in- 
habitants, ts the direct result of the 
railroad which the senator built into 
the then struggling village.

Everyene was confident and cheerful, 
but all were suffering the inconven- 
fences of the siege, bread selling at 3 
shillings per loaf. 

Colonel Baden-Powell’s dashing sor- 
ties at Mafeking encourage the hope 
that the British garrisons along the west- 
ern border are well able to hold out. 

Cecil Rhodes is employing 8000 men, 
white and black, at Kimberley in road 
making as a remedy for destitution. 

According to a dispatch from De Aar 
the Beers at Kimberley have got the ex- 
act range of the mines and are con- 
stantly throwing shells at the dynamite 
huts. Several of the. latter’ have been 
biown up; and the damage done to the 
minés already amounts to many thou- 
sand pounds.

The rep®rt that the British cruiser 


Magicienne had fired on the French 
steamer Cordoba raises the doubtful 
point whether Great Britain has yet 


actually declared war. It is believed, 
however, that European nations have 
been made acquainted with the seever- 
ance of relations between Great Britain 
and the tworepublics. It is understood 
that the admiralty, on General Buller’s 
advice, has arranged that cruisers at the 
Cape should go out to intercept all ar- 
riving transports and inform them of 
the latest orders respecting their des- 
tination, whichare to be kept secret. 

A dispatch from Cape Town announces 
the arrival there of the troopship Ar- 
menian, with three batteries of artillery 
and an ammunition column, and the 
troopship Nubia, with the Scots guards 
and half a battalion of the North- 
amptonshire regiment. This brings the 
total number of reinforcements to 12,- 
802, of which about 6000 are already on 
the way to Durban. The Armenianand 
Nubia, whose troops belong to the first 
division, will probably also be ordered 
to proceed. Nine troopships, carrying 
11,000 men, are due at Cape Town to- 
day. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of 
the exchequer, speaking last evening at 
Bristol, said: “The war in South Af- 
rica has destroyed both conventions witlL 
the Transvaal. We must establish 
there a pure and honest government on 
the basis of equal rights, and on some- 
thing more enduring than paper safe- 
suards. Subject to this, we should give 
whatever self-government may be pos- 
sible in South Africa. No one desires 
that great country to be governed per- 
manent!y from Downing street.” 

The Paris papers protest against the 
stopping of the French steamer Cordoba 
by the British third-class cruiser Magi- 
cienne off Lorenzo Marquise. The 
Petit Bleu says: Thig arbitrary act 
of England requires an apology to the 
French government and indemnity to 
the owners of the Cordoba and to the 
authorities.

Leavenworth, Kan., Nov. 14.—Sensa- 
tional evidence was adduced yesterday 
in the noted Hillman insurance case, in 
which Mrs. Sallie Hillman, for the fifth 
time in 20 years, is suing eastern in- 
surauce companies to recover on policies 
held by her husband, John W. Hillman, 
who disappeared in 1879.

This was two months after the insurance 
companies allege that Walters was 
killed by Hillman and one Brown, Sim- 
mons showed his books of 20 years ago 
to prove that Walters worked for him 
atthat time. The main point of thein- 
surance companies has been to prove 
that Hillman, Brown and Levi Baldwin 
were in a conspiracy, and that they 
killed Walters to pass his body off for 
that of Hillman. The insurance, with 
accrued interest, now amounts to nearly 
$100,000. 

Heavy Robbery of Diemonds. 

Cleveland, Nov. 14.—Diamonds valued 
at $20,000 were stolen yesterday from the 
store of Sigler Bros. Three men entered 
the store, which is on the second floor.

NOVEL TOBACCO EXHIBIT | 


One Is Being Prepared For the 
Paris Exposition. 


VARIED AND EXTENSIVE SHOWING. 


Collection Which Is to Represent the 
Tobaccos of the United States Will 
About 


Include 1,000 Samples—The 


Industry to Be Shown by Photo- 


graphs—Foreign Types. 


The leaf tobacco exhibit for the Paris 


exposition of 1900is now being prepared | They often keep secret for

the department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington. This will be, without doubt, 
the finest collection ever exhibited by 
the United States. It includes the vari- 
eties, grades, types and qualities of to- 


baccos from all of the principal tobacco! have lost their freshness, and 


growing sections of the United States, 
Says the Washington Star. The dis- 
play will comprise only the raw ma- 
terial, supplemented by a large collec- 
tion of photographs, and in a few in- 
Stances samples illustrating the differ- 
ent stages of the tobacco in the process 
of manufacturing. 

The leaf tobacco exhibit is under the 
immediate direction of Professor Mil- 
ton Whitney, chief of the division of 
soils, assisted by Mr. Mareus L. Floyd, 


tobacco expert of that division. All of 
the important tobacco growing dis- 


tricts were visited by Mr. Floyd during 
July and August, when material was 
collected for this exhibit. Neither time 
nor labor has been spared to make this 
display a eredit to the United States at 
large and to those who have aided in 
the work in particular. 

To the most casual observer the col- 
lection of samples now being packed 
for shipment would prove interesting. 
The variety of shading, from the bright 
yellow and white Burley to the dark 
wrappers and African black, immedi- 
ately attracts the eye. Add to this the 
uniformity of the arrangement of the 
samples, the difference in texture of 
the thin and heavy leaves, the various 
qualities and the large number of 
grades, and the display is readily con- 
sidered an excellent one. The lover of 
the plug, the cigarette, the pipe and 
the expensive Havana will find his spe- 
cial “weed” in the raw material. The 
stogies, snuf{s and pipe smoking to- 
baccos are also represented in the col- 
lection. To the smoker of the good 
and poor tobacco, and to those interest- 
ed in the tobacco trade, this exhibit 
will prove of great interest and a 
source of useful study. 

The differences in the foreign types 
are worthy of consideration. These are 
not foreign in the sense that they are 
grown in other lands, but in the sense 
that they are cured and manipulated 
according to the demands of the for- 
eign trade. To the general public a dif- 
ference is at times hardly perceptible, 
but to the trade the slightest shade of 
color and thickness of body of the leaf, 
and often the length, are taken into ac- 
count. England takes all kinds of our 
tobaccos, while Austria prefers the me- 
dium colors with a long, broad, silky 
leaf, with small fibers. The dark brown 
types find the highest favor among the 
Italians, and the French like a still 
darker leaf, long and smooth, about the 
same in quality as the Italian, but 
made darker by stemming and hard 
pressure. Spain prefers a fine, leafy 
plug, such as is grown in Kentucky 
and Tennessee, while Portugal requires 
a medium sized, red leaf, Belgium, 
Denmark aud Norway use all grades of 
the bright tobaecos, and Holland and 
Sweden prefer the dark, heavy types. 
The low grades find favor among the 
Germans, Japanese and Chinese, while 
the African, true to his colors, is satis- 
fied with and demands a black, oily 
type. 

All of the tobacco sections have dis- 
played much concern in this exhibit 
and have shown much pride in the ar- 
rangement of the samples contributed, 
The displays are of What is known as 
the manufactured and export types, 
such as are used for cigarettes, snuff, 
plug. chewing and pipe smoking and 
export tobaccos, 

The tobaceo exhibit will be accom- 
panied by many photographs illustrat- 
ing the tobacco industry from seed bed 
td finish. ‘The finest types, so far as 
price is concerned, will be furnished in 
the form of the Cuban and Sumatra 
varieties, which are equal in quality to 
the imported goods. The exhibit will 
also be supplemented by tobacco in the 
various stages of curing, manipulation 
and fermentation and by literature 
relating to tobacco in all its branches. 

The collection will include about 
1,000 samples and it will soon be ready 
for shipment. The exhibit is to repre- 
sent the various tobaceos of the United 
States rather than the display of any 
particular firm. With a few exceptions 
the samples are in duplicate, the du- 
plicates to be reserved for the judges 
of awards. Both the secretary of agri- 
culture and Mr. Charles Richards 
Dodge, the representative and director 
ef the agricultural exhibit, have ex- 
pressed themselves as being thorough- 
ly pleased with the work of the divi- 
sion of soils in the exhibit prepared for 
Paris.

New York, Nov. 14.—The case of Pro- 
fessor Arthur C. McGiffert of the Union 
theological seminary, who is charged 
with holding views that are at variance 
with the doctrines of the Presbyterian 
church, the

PROFESSOR M’GIFFERT. 

A committee was appointed last June 
to confer with Professor McGiffert and 
prevail upon him to withdraw from the 
church, came before the Presbytery 
Meetings have been held which Pro- 
fessor McGirtfert attended, but he stead- 
fastly refused to recede from the stand 
he had taken on certain church matters, 
saying that he had been misunderstood. 
The general assembly prepared express- 
ly for Professor McGiffert’s case an 
outline of the fundamental principles 
of the church These were: 

1--That the statements of the Holy 
Scriptures are absolutely truthful, i. e., 
free from error when interpreted in their 
natural and intended sense. 

2—That in Jesus Christ there were two 
perfect and distinct natures, the God- 
head and the manhood being, 
arately joined together in one person, 
without conversion or confusion, so that 
he was in no particular hable to error. 

3—That the Lord's supper was institut- 
ed by the direct and personal act of 
Jesus Christ, to be observed in his 
church unto the end of the world, and, 

4—That God justified men by inrputing 
the obedience and satisfaction of Christ 
to them; they receiving and resting upon 
him in all his righteousness by faith, 
which faith they received as the gift of 
God. 

It is only the last of these statements 
that Professor McGiffert accepts as it 
Stands. 

The committee to whom the matter 
was referred was composed of Rev. Dr. 
Robert F. Sample, chairman; Rev. Dr. 
John B. Shaw, Rev. Dr. R. 
R. Booth, and Rev. Dr. John 
C. Bliss, and the following elreds: 
William Magie, Oscar E. Boyd and Titus 
B. Meigs. This committee presented 
its report to the Presbytery yesterday. 

The report was voluminous. Its es- 
Sence Was that the case should be re- 
ferred to the general assembly, which 
meets at St. Louis next May. The re- 
port was ordered to be printed for pri- 
vate distribution among the members 
of the Presbytery, and made the order 
of the day of the December meeting. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
report, Professor Francis Brown, Rev. 
Dr. Howard A. Johnston and Rey. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke read suggestions in 


insep- 


which it was advised that the contro- 
versy over Professor McGiffert be 
dropped. 


The papers were in substance alike. 
Dr. Van Dyke said that while a majority 
did not agree with Professor McGiffert 
the wisdom of a heresy trial was doubt- 
ful, and might result in harm to the 
Presbyterian cause. In view of prep- 
arations for a series of Presbyterian re- 
vivals in this city this fall and winter, the 
postponement of the discussion of the 
subject and the reference to the gen- 
eral assembly is thought desirable.

London, Nov. 14.—A British naval of- 
ficer, who has just returned froma town 
in the Philippines, has been interviewed 
regarding the situation there. He 
thinks that more river gunboats are 
needed, and that General Otis is trying 
to run the campaign too economically.

New York, Nov. 14.—A_ petition in 
bankruptcy filed yesterday by 
William E. Midgley of this city, with 
liabilities of $1,716,039, of which $274,762 
is nominally secured. The value of as- 
sets is not given. Midgley was presi- 
dent of the American Casualty Insur- 
ance and Security company, which col- 
lapsed in 1894 after its $1,700,000 capital 
and surplus had been expended.

EXPLOSION OF NITRO GLYCESIKE. 
Bored, Ho @ ‘n Solid nucx and Was Felt at the 
D.s ance of a Mile. 


ye O., Nov. 14.—A magazine used 
by the Bradford Nitro-Glycerine fac- 
tory, 24% miles east of Gibsonburg, ex- 
ploded yesterday. The sgock was heard 
within a radius of 40 miles. Benjamin 
Card, driver of a wagon, had brought a 
loac of 720 quarts of nitro-glycerine 
from the factory at Bradford, and was 
unloading it when the explosion took 
place. Card and the two horses were 
blown to atoms. It is supposed that 
Card had a companion.

In Street Rail~* 
way Switches. 


The development and expansion of 
the Street Railway during the last few 
years is so wonderful that one who 
takes a retrospective view is surprised 
that such advance in means of com- 
munication and public accommodation 
could have been made in so short a 
time. Comparing the facilities of 
public accommodation in the respect of 
only a decade ago, with those of the 
present, one would fain enquire if the 
limit has not been nearly reached. But 
judging the future by the past, we are 
constrained to believe that the exten- 
sion of street railway facilities is yet 
in its infancy.

|munication in crowded business 


centers, but also that the country places 
shall be brought into close relations to 
business centres and with each other. 
Thence we may certainly infer that we 
are not yet near the limited railway ex- 
tension, and that everything that will 
tend to increase facilities, reduce 
cost, and promote safer and more rapid

Nothing is known as to the where- 
abouts of General Buller. H. M. S. 
Powerful has arrived at Simons bay, 
from Durban, and begun to coal. The 
cruiser will return to Durban imme- 
diately with more guns. 

Lord Hamilton, secretary of state for 
India, announced in a speech last even- 
ing, that a relief force would imme- 
diately be sent to Ladysmith, but be- 
yond that nothing is known of the Brit- 
ish plan of campaign, and equal secrecy 
shrouds the movements of the Boers. 

The Morning Post, which complains 
that it was unwise tactics on the part of 
the British officers to leave the railway 
intact in their retirement to Ladysmith, 
says: It is another illustration of 
British contempt for the Boers that 
they treated the retirement as though it 
were an advance, and preserved the 
enemy's line of communication as care- 
fully as if it had been our own. 

Dr. Jameson, the hero of the raid, left 
Cape Town for England last Thursday. 

The great delay on South African 
cables, now amounting practically to five 
days, and the lack of any definite news 
from Ladysmith, give rise to some ap- 
prehension, which is only relieved by the 
fact that no adverse tidings have come 
from either British or Boer sources. 

So far as Kimberley is concerned, the 
mental condition of the British there 
may be judged from the fact that three 
weddings have taken place since the 
siege began, the last having been cele- 
brated on Novy, 8.

The center of interest, however, is at 
Ladysmith and in the operations for its 
relief. The probability is that a strong 
attack will be made on one of the flanks 
of the Boer army to force it to uncover 
the investing line on one side, and after 
the junction with the beleaguered gar- 
rison is effected while one wing 1s held 
in check, the other will be vigorously 
pushed back and the country south of 
the Biggarsberg and east of the Drakens- 
burg cleared of the Boer forces. Thatis, 
of course, assuming that Ladysmith has 
not capitulated or been taken before the 
relief column's advance, 

There are vague reports from Berlin 
of General White and General Joubert 
being in treaty for the surrender of 
Ladysmith, but failing to agree over con- 
ditions. If the report as given is true it 
indicates either that the British garri- 
son is at the hast extremity or that the 
offer to surrender is a ruse designed to 
detain the Boer army near Ladysmith 
while relief is organizing. 

A dispatch from Mafeking, forwarded 
by a runner, dated Oct. 31, says that 
during the afternoon General Cronje, the 
Boer commandant, sent an envoy to Col- 
onel Baden-Powell, under a fiag of trece, 
to declare that he did not consider the 
Geneva convention authorized the flag 
of the Red Cross society to fly from 
several buildings in the town, and that 
in his opinion the employment of natives 
against the whites and the use of dyna- 
mite mines were both opposed to the 
rules of war. 

Colonel Baden-Powell replied that the 
Geneva convention did not stipulate as 
to the number of Red Cross stations per- 
missible, and that the Boers were only 
required to respect the convent, the hos- 
pital and the women's laager, all of 
which were beyond the town limits. 
The British commander also pointed out 
that mines were recognized adjuncts of 
civilized warfare, and that the defenses 
of Pretoria. were extensively mined. 
Moreover, he reminded General Cronje 
that the Boers had fired upon natives, 
burned their kraals and raided their 
rattle, and that the natives only defended 
their lives and property. 

Despite three warnings from Colonel 
Baden-Powell the Boers continued de- 
liberately to shell the hospital and the

Ex-Sénator Whitman Is Branded as 


a Notorious Swindler. 


The Head of a Gang Which | 5g 


“Worked” Many Cities. 


Ran For Congress and Was Defeated, Then His 
Downfall Began. 


New York, Nov. 15.—Alonzo J. White- 
man, prince of confidence men, once a 
millionaire, author of Whiteman’s elec- 
tion law, “‘welshing,”” bookmaker, and de- 
scribed by the Pinkertons as the boldest 
and cleverest forger in the country, was 
arrested here yesterday by Captain Mc- 
Clusky. Three of his pals were also ar- 
rested. They were formally held by a 
police magistrate an the nominal charge 
of being suspicious persons. 

The police of New York say chat most 
of the prisoners have been convicted, 
here and elsewhere, of all kinds of swin- 
dling, that has netted them many thou- 
sands of dollars. The prisoners are: 
Alonzo J. Whiteman of Dansville, N. Y., 
the alleged head of the gang. Heisa 
graduate of Columbia law school, for- 
mer state senator of Minnesota, a former 
candidate for congress and once a mil- 
lionaire; Frank Edmunds, clerk of New 
York; John Thompson, alias Hartley, 
alias P. Lawton, alias Dr. George W. 
Johnson, a clerk, residence unknown; 
Robert J. Knox, lawyer, of New York 
There is under arrest at Pittsburg a 
fifth member of the gang, D. Stewart, 
alias Charles Ward, about 60 or 70 years 
old. 

Whiteman, who came from Danville 
to this city on Saturday last, was ar- 
rested at the Hotel St. Maro, on Fifth 
avenue, where he had registered as C. 
W. Caldwell of Philadelphia. He had 
been sending invitations to himself by 
telephone and telegraph to occupy a box 
at the horse show, and to dine at various 
prominent cluba. 

Chief of Detectives McClusky says 
Whiteman is wanted in Chicago, where 
he was tried a year ago for grand larceny 
and sentenced to serve 2% years, he 
having jumped his bail when he learned 
that the Illinois court of appeals had 
affirmed his sentence. He will be turned 
over to the Chicago police, who are be- 
lieved to be on their way here already. 

The police records in this city charge 
Whiteman with swindling several hotels 
in this city, the Grand Pacific hotel in 
Chicago in May, 1898, and the Parker 
House, Boston, in June, 1898; the Isle- 


worth hotel in Atlantic City In August] 


of the same year. 

Thompson was tried here for swin- 
dling the Central Trust company of 
Brooklyn. Among his operations the 
police credit him with swindling the 
Hollywood hotel, Long Branch; the Nar- 
ragansett hotel, Providence; the Russell 
House, Detroit, and the Spalding hotel 
in Duluth. 

Edmunds will be sent to Woonsocket 
in all probability to stand trial with 
Stewart for the theft of $3000. Ed- 


( munds’ picture is in the rogues’ gallery, 


and he has served terms in both Elmira 
reformatory and Sing Sing. 

Charles E. Stewart has his picture in 
the rogues gallery in this city. He 
served five years in Sing Sing for for- 
gery about 1877, and later 18 months for 
obtaining money on false pretenses. In 
1889 he stabbed a woman in Cincinnatl 
and served four years for it in the Co- 
lumbus penitentiary. He served a term 
in Rochester for robbery, and last of all 
three years and three months in 
Sing Sing for the theft of thousands of 
dollars worth of bonds and other papers 
from the Waldorf-Astoria, the property 
of John C. Calhoun. 

Of Knox, Captain McCluskey says he 
knows nothing at present save that he 
was with the others, 

Alonzo J. Whiteman is No. 5284 in the 
rogues’ gallery. He has been arresteda 
score of times. He has traveled allover 
the world. He inherited $500,000 from 
his father in 1888 after leaving college. 
He led his class in the Columbia law 
school and after getting his sheepskin 
and being admitted to the bar he went 
to Duluth. He made over $1,000,000 
there, it is said, during the boom times, 
He drafted the Whiteman election law, 
under which that state voted for years. 
He was a delegate to the national Demo- 
cratic convention. When he was de- 
feated for congress he began to lose 
money and his downfall was very fast. 
He lost his fortune on the Chicago board 
of trade withina year. He then turned 
to the race track. He made money asa 
bookmaker, met a bad streak of luck, 
welched and®was ruled off the track for 
passing bad checks, He was sentenced 
to serve nine months for forgery in San 
Francisco in 1895, appealed, got a re- 
versal and was released. He was ar- 
rested for swindling the Columbia bank 
of.this city out of $580. He got out of it, 
and has successfully evaded prison walls 
ever since then, though arrested several] 
times on various charges. 

Whiteman worked with confederates, 
he furnishing the brains for the party. 
It is said he was behind the operations 
whereby Charles E. Stewart secured 
$2000 from a business man at Woon- 
socket by means of a draft made by 
the Lawrence National bank of Kansas, 
drawn on the First National bank, New 
York, which turned out to be a forgery. 

With Whiteman when he was arrested 
were R. J. Knox, who passed as P. E. 
Webster in the deal just alluded to, and 
William Hartley, alias Lawton. White- 
man had previously ordered 10,40 books 
of checks of the Lawrence National 
bank. Hartley was a member of the 
Fisher and Wallace gang of forgers, 
which has been operating for the last 
seven or eight years, and Whiteman was 
indicted for forgery in 1892.

Major Marsh flanked a sma!l trench 
full of insurgents, surprising them and 
slaughtering nearly all of them before 
entering the town. The Gatling killed 
five of the force holding the bridge, and 
swept the country boyond the town, 
driving about 150 Filipinos into the hills. 
Marsh's battalion entered the town first, 
and captured a battleflag which was fly- 
ing over a convent. 

The insurgents are supposed to have 
retreated toward Dagupan. It wasim- 
possible to pursue them, as the American 
troops were exhausted, and their sup- 
ply of ammunition was low. The out- 
posts killed five Filipinos during the 
night. The body of the Filipino lieu- 
tenant colonel, commanding, was found 
among the killed. 

The regiment returned to San Fabian 
Sunday, it being impossible to get sup- 
plies over the roads. 

A proclamation of the Filipino secre 
tary of War was found in all the villages, 
giving glowing accounts of alleged Fili- 
pino victories, and saying that 7500 
Americans had been killed and 15,000 
wounded during the war. 

The dead and wounded were brought 
to Manila yesterday. The officers who 
are returning say it is impossible for 
General Wheaton to attempt a junction 
with General Young on account of the 
roads. Prisoners said it was reported 
that Aguinaldo, with an army they esti- 
mated at 20,000 men, probably a great

Troopship Hawarden Castle, with the 
second battalion of the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, has arrived at Durban, bring- 
ing the numb« or of reinforcements that 
have landed there up to 5227. Five other 
troopships are now en route from Cape 
Town to Durban. 

The total reinforcements that have ar- 
rived in South Africa since last Friday 
are 19,000 men, chiefly infantry, nearly 
13,000 horses and mules, three batteries 
of field artillery and a number of quick- 
firing Maxim guns. 

The fact that the Britannic proceeded 
for East Durban is taken to mean that 
General Buller is satisfied that the troops 
ch ich have already landed or are now on 

he way to Durban will be sufficient to 
relief of 


because the runners sent southward 
were unable to traverse the Boer lines, 
gives an interesting account of the fight- 
ing during the last week in October. The 
correspondent says: 

After the failure to rush the town, 
General Cronje had recourse to the tac- 
tics employed during the siege of Pots- 

cheftrom in 1881, making an advance to 
the town by a succession of trenches in 
Echelon. Such a move had been an- 
ticipated by us for some time, and, for 
that reason, there had been sent out 
parties to worry the Boers incessantly 
te night attacks. 

These tactics the enemy disliked, but 
he contented himself with a daily shell 
fire, which exposed him to little personal 
risk. 

Then Colone! Baden-Powell played his 
trump card by sending out Fitzclar- 
ence’s party to worry the occupants of 
the trenches. The little force stole out 
silently in the darkness. No shot was 
fired, and the men, with fixed bayonets, 
creeping: rather than walking along the 
veldt, gradually approac hed the chief 
Boer position near the race course. 
Then, as they closed in, there was a 
shrill screech. It was Fitzclarence’s 
whistle, and the signal for onslaught. 
A ringing British cheer, which the 
listeners back in camp ¢ aught up, was 
the only reply, a8 the party dashed into 
the trenches. There was afearful 
Ftruggle, the attacking force catching 
and bayoneting the Koers under the 
tarpaulins, where they crouched crying 
for mercy, At least 50 bayonets got to 
work, and the havoc they wrought was 


terrible. 
For just a moment there was no syste- 


t vance pluckily, 
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matic return nré, but then a perrect nall- 
storm of bulléts poured in from the 
trenches to the rear. Again Fitz- 
clarence’s whistle sounded. It was to 
cease firing and scatter homeward. The 
British forces scattered, silently creeping 
fiack, under the furious fire, in the dark- 
ness to the appointed rendezvous, where 
the roll was called. 

Colonel Baden-Powell met and con- 
gratulated Captain Fitzclarence and his 
men upon their splendid work, saying 
that it wasa heavy price to pay, but that 
the Boers had ta be stopped making rifle 
trenches within range of the town. The 
members of the party are now the envy 
and pride of the garrison. Even the Boer 


commancGer, Botha, expressed edmira~- 
tion of the attack and added that he 
Would take Mafeking ere long, for he 
meant to do one thing or the other 
quickly. 

Sunday passed quietly, the volunteer 
band playing in the women’s laager. All 
Sunday night the Boers poured a rifle 
fire intothe town. It was set going after 
dinner Sunday evening when Colonel 
Baden-Powell hoisted a red lamp on the 
cottage which was the scene of Captain 
Fitzclarence’s night attack. The nuse 
answered splendidly. The moment the 
light appeared the_Boers opened fire, 
and their fusillade lasted the whole night 
through. 

There has been a tremendous waste of 
ammunition. Indeed, it is estimated 
that 30,000 rounds of ball cartridges were 
Wasted on the occasion of the night at- 
tack on the Boer trenches. Double 
rations have been served out to the men, 
who are under shelter so as to be on the 
safe side if the Boers should sweep the 
town by a long range rifle fire. The gar- 
rison is hanging on finely. Colonel 
Baden-Powell has the fullest confidence 
in everybody, especially in the matter of 
implicit obedience to the order to hold 
the fire until the Boers get to close 
range. 

The shelling continued all Sunday at 
intervals. About 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon General Cronje sent in a flag of 
truce, giving Mafeking a last chance to 
surrender at the lith hour. While the 
flag was receiving attention the heavy 
bonfbardment continued. 

The dispatch then describes General 
Cronje’s great attack of Monday, the de- 
tails of which have already been cabled 
from Colone! Baden-Powell's official dis- 
patches, 

“The end came,” says the correspon- 
dent, “after five hours’ fighting. The 
enemy retired, being heavily beaten for 
all time so far as Mafeking is con- 
cerned.” 

It was the hottest day of the siege and 
the firing was terrific, the Boers evi- 
dently recognizing that the way into 
Mafeking, if any, is by a kopje, which 
lantly de fende d by Colonel Wal- 
men. The garrison is jubilant, 
ile the Boers have been hurled back 
in disorder on their laager and will have 
to content themselves with a long range 
bombardment unless they are strongly 
reinforced, 

The enemy lost heavily. For hours 
after their fighting line had been rolled 
back two wagons went slowly along 
their position, picking up the dead and 
wounded. The kopje resembled a 
shambles after the fight. All the men 
were killed by bullets or shells. The 
lookout tower was shot to pieces, while 
even the saddles of the horses were fear- 
fully battered about. The whole place 
Was simply smashed up by the concen- 
trated fire of seven guns and 1000 rifles. 

The Boers at first held on their ad- 
but they could not live 
when they came to short range, the men 
being shot down at 300 yards. 

The enemy is expected to draw off 
early in order to defend Pretoria. There 
is still no news from the south. As I 
send this message off 600 Boers have gone 
south with wagons and have com- 
menced shelling.

His Mind Is Clouded. 

Nyack, N. Y., Nov. 16.—News at last 
has been received which tends to clear 
up the mystery of the disappearance of 
Rev. William H. Dexter, who went to 
New York about a week ago and con- 
cerning whose whereabouts the police 
of the metropolis have been unable to 
ascertain anything. Foul play was 
feared by hisfamily. Last evening Mrs. 
Dexter received a letter from Andrew 
N. Morse of Asheville, N. C., stating that 
her husband was at his home and being 
cared for. The letter stated that Mr. 
Dexter’s mind was not clear, but that 
he was getting better. Mr. Morse, who 
wrote the letter, is an old friend of the 
Dexter family. His letter does not state 
how Mr. Dexter made the trip from the 
city south nor anything regarding the 
details of his strange disappearance 
from New York. 

Voluntarily Surrenders. 

St, Louis, Nov. 16.—Anthony J. Ditt- 
mier, who says he was a first ser- 
geant in the marine corps, and served 
on the cruiser Brooklyn when Cervera’s 
fleet was destroyed off Santiago, yester- 
day gave himself up for a murder com- 
mitted in St. Louis in 1894. Dittmier, 
who is 26 years old, killed his employer 
with a blow of his fist, in self-defense, he 
says. Fearing arrest he enlisted in the 
navy under the name of Dittmayer, and 
served with distinction until a few days 
ago, when he was discharged. Hegave 
bond to appear and answer any charges 
made against him.

Takes Fire and Places Lives of Pas- 
sengers and Grew In Peril. 


Russian Steamer to the Res- 
cue In Nick of Time. 


Flames Worked So Rapid'y That Personal Be- 
longings Were Left Behind. 


New York, Nov. 16.—Emil Boas, gen- 
eral manager of the Hamburg-American 
line, when told of the steamer Patria’s 
misfortune, said: ‘The Patria carried 
only second-cabin passengers, and steer- 
age. She may have had about 150 per- 
sons in the steerage. The cargo was 
worth the greater part of $1,000,000. The 
vessel herself was worth about $700,000. 
We insure ourselves. The Patria had 
about 60 officers and crew, all of them 
living in Germany.” 

In her short life the Patria was un- 
lucky. She was a steel, twin screw, 
four-masted steamship. She was built 
at Stettin in 1894. Her total tonnage 
was 6664. She was 460 feet long. She 
had triple expansion engines. Her 
horse power was 578. She was a com- 
bination cargo and passenger steamship. 
Her last trip to this port ended Oct. 26, 
and she sailed for Hamburg on Nov. 4. 


The Patria, Captain Frohlien, which 
left New York Nov. 4, for Hamburg, and 
passed the Lizzard Tuesday, is on fire 
near Dover. All of the passengers were 
rescued, and have arrived at Dover. 

The Russian steamer Ceres sighted the 
Patria, showing signals of distress and 

demanding imemdiate help, about 12 
miles from Hinder lightship. The liner 
was enveloped in smoke. Putting on 
full steam, the Ceres soon reached the 
Patria, and sending a boat learned that 
Captain Frohlich was In urgent need of 
assistance. The boats were got out, 
and, witn great difficulty, all the Patria’s 
passengers, numbering 150, were trans- 
ferred to the Ceres. The Ceres pro- 
ceeded for Dover, where she arrived just 
before midnight. Among the saved are 
many women and children, as well as six 
babies in arms. 

The hurry of the rescue was indicated 
by the fact that most of them were en- 
veloped in blankets only. They were 
rapidly distributed arnong the hotels 
or sent to the sailors’ home, and every- 
tling possible is being done for their 
comfort. 

According to interviews with some of 
the passengers, which elicted the fact 
that most of them are American citi- 
zens who have come for a vacation in 
Europe, all were ordered on deck at & 
o'clock Wendesday morning, 7ién they 
were informed that a disastpus fire had 
broken out among th®*,cueral cargo, 
and, as the cray were unable to master 
it, the aptain said he considered it ad- 
visable for the passengers to take to the 
boats. 

At this time it was evident that the 
fire had obtained a thorough hold upon 
the cargo. Smoke and flames were as-. 
cending with overpowering force, and 
causing the greatest alarm. ‘The crew, 
according to several passengers, worked 
like heroes in their endeavors to keep 
the flames under, but the great quantity 
of linseed among the cargo and the oil 
supplied by this made all their efforts 
hopeless. 

There was very great excitement 
among the women and children, but the 
example set by the coolness of Captain 
Frohlich and the crew had a calming 
effect upon the passengers generally. 

The boats were promptly got over the 
side, the crew working as if they were 
at drill. The safety of the ladies and the 
children was the first consideration. As 
the fire had by this time consumed the 
greater part of the passengers’ belong- 
ings they had to get intoythe boats as 

they had come from their bunks, and 
some were in very light raiment. 

The scene was a striking one, with 
some touching aspects, as husbands and 
fathers parted from their wives and 
children, 

Although everything was carried out 
under the most trying conditions, thanks 
to the great coolness of the captain and 
crew, there was no panic, all the passen- 
gers being gotten into the boats and into 
two fishing boats which had come @ip in 
the meantime. 

Just as this had been effected a large 
steamer was seen to be making toward 
the burning liner. She proved to be the 
Ceres, which first sent a boat and then 
picked up all the Patria’s passengers. 

The Ceres offered also to take off Cap- 
tain Frohlich and the crew, but the lat- 
ter preferred to remain by the vessel 
Bo long as tere was any chance of 
saving her, although there was the 
greatest danger in doing so, her hull 
being hot at the time, and there being 
every evidence that she would burn for 
a considerable period. 

The passengers say they learned from 
the officers that Captain Frohlich hopes 
to put his steamer ashore at some point 
on the coast where there will be a pos- 
sibility of saving her. 

The passengers, who had nothing to 
eat since 7:30 Wednesday morning, were 
treated with the greatest ‘kindness on 
being landed at Dover. Among them 
were 24 ladies and about 20 children, who 
looked very wretched as they landed at 
the admiralty pier. 

The crew of the iiner is said to con- 
sist chiefly of Americans. 


in Goebel’s Favor. 

Louisville, Nov. 16.—Goebel gained 52 
Votes yesterday on the official count of 
the returns from this city. Aside from 
this there was no change anywhere in 
the state yesterday. It is thought the 
canvassing of the Jefferson county votes 
will be completed in a few days. Then 
the whole question will be put before the 
state board, which will meet at Frank- 
fort some time between now and Dec, 4,

SITUATION AT FALL RIVER. | 


Manufec'urers Think That Wege Question Can’ 
Be Peaceably Settled. 

Fal] River, Mass., Nov. 16.—The belief 
prevails here that the special commit- 
tee of the manufacturers having under 
consideration the last communication 
from the Textile counci] and the ques- 
tion of introducing a sliding scale into 
the mills of this city will take the limit 
of time given them by the operatives in 
which to reply to the final demand for an 
increase of 10 percent. One reason given 
for delaying until such a late day is that 
it will be impossible to secure sufficient 
data in a shorter time, and as it is pro- 
posed to make the sliding scale as com- 
plete as possible, much work of a dif- 
ficult nature will be involved. Another 
reason for the delay is stated to be the 
fact that the manufacturers believe that 
the operatives are not quite aS anxious 
to enter upon a strike as surface con- 
ditions would seem to show, and they be- 
lieve that as the time lMmit for action 
draws near a peaceable means of settling 
the wage question will be presented. 

Labor leaders will mot discuss the 
question of a sliding scale, and a prom- 
inent leader said: ““‘When the manu- 
facturers offer such a scale it will be time 
enough to talk, and we will then consider 
it. The council] will act upon whatever 
communication the mill men send them.” 

The executive council of the National 
Federation of Textile Operatives, with 
which the local unions are affiliated, will 
meet next Wednesday for the purpose of 
considering the conditions here and tak- 
ing some action on them. The day fol- 
lowing is the time limit fixed for the re- 
ply from the manufacturers, and it is 
probabie that the action of the national 
body will be governed in a great meas- 
ure by its tone. 

Notwithstanding the strike talk and 
the wage agitation it Is stated upon 
reliable authority that several corpora- 
tions are contemplating building ad- 
ditions to their plants, the Sagamore 
and Cornell mills being among those 
mentioned. A subscription list will be 
opened shortly, if conditions warrant it, 
for the purpose of erecting a new fine 
goods mil, with a capacity equal to that 
of any similar mill in the city. 


VOTERS TURNED QUT IN FORCE. 


Caucuses of Democra's of Boston Indicate 
That Collins Is the Nominee. 

Boston, Nov. 16—The Democratic 
caucuses in all the wards of the city last 
night were the lai gest ever held in Bos- 
ton, the fierce contest for the mayoralty 
nomination between Patrick A. Collins, 
formerly consul general to London, and 
John R. Murphy, a former water 
miesioner, sufficient to 
thousands to the polls. 

The con ttion is entitled to 291 dele- 
gates. There 146 needed to win. 
Collins has about 150 pledged delegates. 
He has al! Republican wards, and his 
forces were generally successful where 
it was expected. Murphy he jéss than 
100 pledged delegats, though he is fa- 
weresady unpledged tickets. 

The caucuses were generally quiet 
The caucus in ward 8 was an exception. 
The warden was arrested after one of the 
most stormy caucuses ever held? Three 
arrests were made in ward 18 and one 
in ward 21. 

In East Boston General Collins won. 
Representative Douglass made a hard 
fight for Murphy, but the Collins ticket 
was successful. 

Murphy carried Charlestown, winning 
by large margins in each of the three 
wards. 

Congressman Fitzgeraldd had no 
trouble in carrying ward six for Col- 
lins. The Lomasney ticket won in ward 
eight by a vote of three to one. 

The Collins ticket had easy victories 
in wards 9, 10, 11, 20, 22, 23, 24 and 25. 
Nawn’'s unpledged ticket won in 
ward 21 and the Davis unpledged ticket 
in ward 12 was also successful. 

The Collins ticket in ward 14 was de- 
feated by a narrow margin. The suc- 
cessful ticket is unpledged, but supposed 
to be for Murphy. The indications are 
that the ticket in ward 13 will be split. 

The Collins ticket won by 150 votes in 
ward 16. 

The Murphy ticket carried wards 17 
and 19, and the O'Toole unpledzed ticket 
in ward 1§ is thought to be successful. 
The Collins ticket won in ward 22. 

Difficult to Ob‘ain Jurymen. 

New York, Noy. 16.—The trial of Ro- 
land B. Molineux, charged with causing 
the death of Mrs. Katherine J, Adams, 
was continued before Recorder Goff yes- 
terday. Efforts were directed toward 
securing a jury, but notwithstanding the 
fact that 46 talesmen were examined not 
one juryman was chosen. Of those who 
failed to qualify seven objected to the 
death penalty, about the same number 
declared their unwillingness to con- 
vict on circumstantial evidence, half a 
score were unable to define the meaning 
of terms submitted by the counsel, five 
had an insufficient knowledge of the 
English language and the others, except 
those peremptorily challenged, were 
excused on the various grounds of gen- 
eral consent, ill-health and old age. 
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P’an to Defeat McKinley In Ohio. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 16.—One of the 
most prominent Democrats in Ohio is 
authority for the statement that a con- 
ference is to be held by the leaders of the 
Democratic, Union Reform and Socialist 
Labor parties and the leaders of the 
Jones campaign, seeking to bring about 
a fusion of those interests. The reason 
given for this is that Nash did not have 
a majority of the votes cast in the recent 
election for governor, and it is hoped, if 
the fusion can be brought about, the 
anti-imperialists can defeat McKinley in 
Ohio in the presidential election. 


Probab'e Murder and Suicide. 

New York, Noy. 16.—Henry Luben and 
his wife, Mary, were found dead in their 
room, 850 Third avenue. The police 
believe that the woman was murderd 
by her husband and that he then killea 
himself. Both were shot through the 
head. They separated three months 
ago by mutual agreement, the man be- 
ing a consumptive and unable to con- 
tribute to his wife's support. Yesterday 
he called on her, their death being the 
result of the visit.

Gia Popular Local Physician 


Reads a Paper. 


The City Band *‘Musical and Literary 
Society’ listened to ap excellent paper 
Thursday evening on ‘**The Healing 
art; a brief sketch of its progress from 


early historic periods,’’ by Dr. R. 
McLennan,

**A history of the progress of the 
healing art, is the story of its evolu- 


tion from faith and credulity to 
rational empiricism, ‘and from rational 
empiricism to science. It a long 
story and by reflection we would think 
it could be accomplished in a much 
shorter but it takes humanity 
a long time to get anything through its 
head. In this long story we would 
meet with numberless remedies, each of 
which was in its own day sanctioned 
by the authority and after- 
wards laid aside as useless. This only 
reminds us how far astray an honest 
opinion may and what great 
difference there between what 
believe and what we know, even 
the most intelligent of people. 

**This has lead the profession to be 
indulgent towards an_ individual 
opinion, to be broad-minded and at the 
same time critical, as to what is and 
is not evidence. It has taught the pro- 
fession to be sceptical—perhaps of all 
the learned professions, it 
In respect of what humanity is willing 
| to believe. 

**It has taught them not to take life 
too serious, but to enjoy the benefits 
of nature, to think and to examine for 
themselves, to take nothing for truth 
on the authority of others which ex- 
perience has taught them investigation 
will often prove erroneous. 

**It has taught me that none of the 
Christian dogmas are essential to 
character, usefulness or happiness. I 
make a comparison between a medical 
society meeting and an ecclesiastical 
conclave. The scientists irrespective 
of race or nationality are deliberating 
lovingly, cheerful and honestly accord- 
ing to conviction, having an eye singly 
}to the good of their fellow-man, The 
‘*salt of the earth’’ are wrangling over 
some professor who allowed his mind 
to broaden out sufficiently to burst the 
sacred relic that came down from pre- 
anatomic times—the creed,’ 

**It has taught me on a very sick bed 
|} to meet with death:— 

‘*Like one that wraps the drapery 
of his couch about him and lies down 
to a dreamless sleep. ’’

AN AWFUL EXPERIENCE 


As Related by One of the Passengers 
on the Fire Stricken Patria. 


Sailors Were Brave and Cool 
During Terrible Ordeal. 


Captain Even Found Time to Joke to Keep Up 
Courage of His Passengers. 


Southampton, Nov. 17.—The rescued 
passengers of the Patria spent the night 
at Southampton. They were cared for 
at the Hamburg-American company’s 
expense, while awaiting the arrival of 
the Kaiser Friedrich. Four of the pas- 
sengers were left at Dover, and one of 
these, Mr. Duplace, died last night 
as a result of his terrfble experience in 
the English channel. 

It now seems probable that the Patria 
will, at least, be partly saved. What 
caused the fire is stilla mystery, but it is 
asserted that the fact that the steamer 
was on fire was withheld from the pas- 
sengers for some time, Captain Frohlich 
apparently wishing to take his ship to 
Hamburg without causing alarm if pos- 
sible, 

Mr. Duplace has been for 20 years 
German consulatSanJuan,P.R. With 
him were his wife and Mrs. Ivers of New 
York city, a fellow cabin passenger, who, 
being a trained nurse, and seeing the 
distress of Mr. and Mr. Duplace, had 
volunteered to stay and nurse the con- 
sul, declining the opportunity to continue 
her journey to Germany. 

The fourth survivor left at Dover is 
Captain Frohlich’s steward, who went 
to the help of Mr. Duplace when the 
passengers were ordered on deck. Mr. 
Duplace was suffering from anemia, and 
the shock of the exposure aggravated 
the complaint to such an extent that 
death ensued. P 

Mrs. Duplace gives the following de- 
scription of theirescape: “It was about 
10:30 Wednesday morning, the weather 
being calm and fine, and several of us 
being seated in the deck saloon, when 
suddenly Captain Frohlich appeared and 
shouted: ‘All passengers on deck.’ 
Everybody sterted forward with a rush. 
‘We are afire,’ said the captain, ‘but 
thereisnodanger. Don't get excited.’ 

“Just then smoke began pouring out 
through the deck near the smokestacks. 
My sick husband was in his cabin and 
undressed. I hurried to him, and be- 
gan to dress him, when in came the 
steward, shouting ‘Get out of this, quick.’ 
Iie took my husband by the feet, and I 
supported his head. Westarted to carry 
him to the deck, but the smoke choked 
us, and the water from the fire hose 
swished around our knees. I feared 
that all was lost, but, going backward 
through another passage, we managed to 
reach the deck in safety. 


“There all the passengers were crowd- 
ed together. Thick clouds of smoke 
were blowing over the whole ship, and 
distress signals were flying. One pas- 
senger, who had hastily come from the 
bath room, appeared with scarcely 
any clothing on. Others found them- 
selves equally unprepared. The cap- 
tain told us he would lower the boats as 
a precaution. So we lined up. 

“ ‘Women and children first,’ shouted 
the captain, who was standing near me. 
I replied that I supposed I would have to 
wait for the men’s turn, as I could not 
leave my helpless husband. Captain 
Frohlich answered me by lifting my 
helpless husband, placing him in the bot- 
tom of one of the boats, ordering me to 
follow, and telling the steward to go 
withus. Our boat was the first lowered. 

“We were all terribly frightened, but, 
though a few cried, there was no dis- 
order. The officers and crew did all 
they could and encouraged us to be 
brave and cool. While one boat was 
being lowered, the bottom began to give 
way. The women screamed and for a 
moment it seemed as if the bottom would 
drop out, but the boat was quickly 
hauled back. Another boat had no 
crew, the passengers doing the rowing. 

“Meanwhile some fishing smacks had 
come up, and several passengers boarded 
these, but Captain Frohlich bellowed 
through the smoke that no one must 
leave the Patria’s boats, so they left the 
smacks. From this order we inferred 
that the sailors, who were working 
ceaslessly, hoped to put out the fire. 
For more than an hour we lay alongside 
the liner, now hot and smoke-covered, 
cinders and debris falling over our boats. 
Through the fire we occasionally caught 
sight of Captain Frohlich on the bridge. 
He divided his attention between gtv- 
ing orders to the crew and joking with 
us. Once he said, laughingly: ‘The 
fireisinmycabin, Now I can’t get my 
pipe, and you all know I can’t do any- 
thing without my pipe.’ 

“Then the Ceres came up, and her 
captain sang out ‘Your: ship’s afire. 
Shall I take your passengers?’ Fright- 
ened as we were, we laughed. Captain 
Frohlich made the Ceres promise to take 
us to Dover, and then our boats pulled 
over to her, and we were taken aboard. 
The last we saw of the Patria she was a 
mass of smoke, and going slowly to- 
ward Hamburg. Many of us had to pay 
for what little we could get to eat on 
board the Ceres. At Dover everybody 
was very kind. 5 

“If the captain had put us ashore as 
soon as the fire was discovered we would 
not have lost our belongings, nor been 
exposed to such danger. I have made 
15 trips across the Atlantic, and have 
seen a good many storms, but I never ex- 
perienced anything so awful as being 
on board a ship which was on fire. I 
do not know what Mr, Duplace and I 
would do or could do, had not Mrs. Ivers 
offered to stay and to try and save my 
husband's life. We did not know heron 
board the Patria, but her deed is quite 
in keeping with the generous actions 
done by the American women whom we 
had so frequently met at San Juan since 
Porto Rico came under American con- 
trol.” 


While waiting for the Kaiser Fried- 
erich, which arrived last evening, the 
passengers were cared for on board the 
Isle of Wight steamer Carisbrooke, pro- 
vided for their accommodation by the 
Hamburg-American company. They 


presented a strange spectacle on thetr 
arrival. Some of the men were wrapped 
in blankets. The little children, several 
mere babes in arms, were crying for 
want of bread. Dinner was served them 
immediately on the Carisbrooke, as, al- 
though every attention had been shown 
them at Dover, they had had little to 
eat since morning. Some were pros- 
trated with nervous excitement and had 
to be carried on board the Carisbrooke. 

All are loud in their praises of the 
coolness and courage of Captain Froh- 
lich and the crew, and of the courtesy 
shown them since they were rescued. 
Cowden Loughlin, a New Yorker, whois 
on the way to Berlin, confirms the state- 
ments of other passengers regarding the 
complete absence of anything like @ 

anic. He says: 
eThe worst ans was the loss of the 
baggage. I lost all my diplomas, which 
were in my trunks. The opinion of all 
is that we should have been informed 
as soon as the fire was discovered, W hich 
would have enabled us to Save our ei- 
fects; but I believe the officers did not 
know the extent of the danger.” 

There is considerable conflict of opin- 
ion as to the date of the outbreak of the 
fire, some of the passengers declaring 
that it was Tuesday. This, however, 
lacks confirmation. 

It is certain, however, that the offic ers 
knew of the existence of the fire at 6 
o'clock Wednesday morning, or nearly 
five hours before the passengers were 
tola to come on deck. 

Sixteen valuable race horses on board 
the Patria were suffocated or burned io 
death.

Kingston, Jam., Nov. 17.—Sieamer Ad- 
miral Schley, from Kingston for Phila- 
delphia, with fruit, on Tuesday was re- 
ported to have broken down, and to be 
drifting eight miles off Port Morant. 
The Admiral Dewey was dispatched to 
assist her and tow her to Port Antonio. 
These are all the details known as this 
Cispatch is sent.

The speaker announced as false state- 
ments that the Americans had no friends 
among the Filipinos, and declared we 
had many good true friends among the 
leading Filipinos. 

“Firally, a word as to the way out. 
Is it conceivable that we should with- 
draw our troops, abandoning our friends 
to the certain vengeance of our enemies, 
the at large to civil war 
and utter anarchy? ‘There can be bui 
one answer tothis question. Our troops 
must stay until armed resistance has 
ceased and public confidence has been 
fully restored. The day wil! come, soon- 
er or later, when native soldiers, under 
American officers, or under officers of 
their own, will do a large share of the 
work that remains to be done. 

“In the matter of autonomy, we have

peaceable and law-abiding natives of the 
Philippine islands at the mercy of Ag- 
uinaldo and his army, may be sincere in 
their convictions, but, by freely giving 
voice to them, they are encouraging the 
ambitious Tagalog leader to prolong a 
hopeless struggle. The prolongation of 
this struggle is costing us millions of dol- 
lars, and what is far worse, good red 
American blood. Let history fix the re- 
sponsibility for it. 

“Those of us who believe that the flag 
should stay in the east, and that under 
its shadow we should patiently teach to 
our new wards the lessons they must 
learn ere they can take their place in 
the great family of nations as a free and 
united people, should stand shoulder to 
shoulder. ‘There is work for us to do. 
Let those scoff who will. The future of 
ten millions of human beings and the 
honor of a great nation are in our keep- 
ing, and the eyes of the world are upon 
us. Let us not prove unfaithful to our 
trust.”

Fiqures on Deaths of Fighters. 

Washington, Nov. 15.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg’s annual report shows 
that the total number of deaths in our 
armies, including regulars and volun- 
teers, from May 1, 1898, to June 30, 1899, 
was 6619, of whom 496 were killed in 
battle, 216 killed by accident, 202 died of 
gunshot wounds and wounds received in 
action, 2774 from typhoid fever, 476 from 
malarial fever, 359 from pneumonia, 342 
from diarrhoea and dysentery and 185 
from yellow fever. As to food supplies, 
General Sternberg says he considers it 
wise to go slow in changing the army 
ration until experience has shown just 
what changes are accuredly desirable.

Successful Test of an Ingenious De- 
vice at New Britain, Conn. 

The first public test, and a success- 

ful one, of the McElroy-Grunow safety 


third rail was made in New Britain, 
Conn., the other afternoon before a 
party of prominent experts, says a 


Waterbury (Conn.) dispatch to the New 
York Press. They were J. H. McElroy, 
brother of the inventor; William Gru- 
now, Jr., E. M. Fitzgerald and Alfred 
Beers of Bridgeport, Charles S. Rogers 
and E. C. Boynton of New Haven, P. 
Mitchel, professor of physics, and 
EK.

SIEGE TRAIN TOFIGHT BOERS 


New Feature In Modern Warfare to 
Be Adopted by Britixh Army. 

According to a London dispatch to 
the New York Herald, orders have 
been received at Woolwich and Devon- 
port for the mobilization of a siege 
train, which, it is supposed, is intended 
for the purpose of sheliing Pretoria. 
The force manning it wili approximate 
the strength of eight batteries--32 offi- 
cers and 1,104 noncommissioned off- 
cers and men. Its armament will be 30 
howitzers, fourteen 6 inch guns, eight 
5 inch guns and eight 4 inch guns, the 
whole train weighing more than 3,000 
tons. 

This will be the first employment of 
a modern siege train by any European 
army, and the progress of the reduc- 
tion of the forts by lyddite shell fire, 
as preliminary to storming by infantry, 
will be watched with interest. :

It was 
tung by George Wishart when taken 
prisoner before his martyrdom at St. 
Andrews. Its opening verse was the dy- 
mg cry of the Scottish martyr, Thomas 
Forret, whose grave was green a quar- 
ter of a century before Scotland became 
Iree from ecclesiastical tyranny. Its 
try for mercy was repeated by Lady 
Jane Grey upon the fateful day of her 
dwn and her husband’s death. Its burn- 
Ing words broke from the lips of John 
Huss at the place of his execution, near 
Constance. John Rogers repeated its 
sonfessions and triumphant paeans on 
the way to the fires of Smithfield. The 
words of the Hebrew psalmist were 
spoken by Sir Thomas More, ‘‘who was 
famous through Europe for eloquence 
ind wisdom,’’ as he laid his head upon 
the block. Its seventeenth verse, writ- 
ien by St. Augustine upon the wall of 
his sick chamber, did not make the text 
iny the less real to the great German 
teformer. The seventh verse of.' this 
fame psalm was found on a tablet of 
topper amid the eternal snows on the 
tighest point of the earth’s surface 
sear Cape Beechy, ‘‘Wash me, and I] 
ihall be whiter than snow.’’-—Selected.

could. I gm confident that a chief of 
police who is self reliant and firm will 


always be master of any situation 
which might arise in the city with 


1,000 men under him. The Havana de- 
partment seems to have stood well the 
test of the first nine or ten months, and 
the change will not necessarily alter 
the system to any great extent. The 
men will carry rifles and bayonets in- 
stead of night sticks and ‘billies,’ and 
the officers will carry swords instead 
of canes. In organizing the force I 
found it better to grade the officers as 
captains, lieutenants and sergeants, 
instead of having sergeants and rounds- 
men, as we have here in New York. 
Thus the department has been from 
the start on a semimilitary basis. At 
least, it had the military color, so to 
speak. The extension of the chief's 
authority over the entire province of 
Havana is probably the result of the 
withdrawal of American troops from 
the island. 

“When the department was first or- 
ganized, the territory outside the city 
was in the hands of American soldiers, 
and their police work made it quite un- 
necessary for us to consider that part 
of the province. I think this extension 
is a good one, judging from a distance. 
I believe in giving a chief of police 
power over a large territory. Then 
he has the entire situation in his own 
hands and can handle the criminal 
classes to better advantage than if his 
Power is limited to a single city or vil- 
lage. One central bureau, with a good 
man in charge; will check the criminal 
element more effectively than a num- 
ber of bureaus each in control of a sep- 
arate man.” 

As for the order compelling men to 
enlist for terms of two years each, Su- 
Perintendent McCullagh said he was 
uncertain as to the reasons for this 
order.

New York, Nov. 18.—Bradstreet’s Says: 
General trade and industry continue at 
a maximum volume for this season of the 
year, while prices, a5 a W hole, manifest 
a strength unapproac hed in recent years. 
Strength of values is still most notable 
among manufactured textiles, but 
cereals, hides, leather and manufac- 
tures therecf have also strengthened 


slightly. On the other hand, pork pro- 
ducts, raw cotton and tin are slightly 
lower. The great majority of prices, 


bowever, remain firm at unchanged quo- 
tations. Thestrength of cotton goods this 
week has been in striking contrast with 
the irregularity and, at times, weakness 
manifested by the raw product. 

Aside from the active demand for 
goods, an interesting feature of the cot- 
ton industry is the reported intention of 
mill hands to ask for higher wages. An 
active consumptive demand for wool is 
reported at the leading markets, accom- 
panied by a fair export demand and a 
further reduction in stocks. American 
markets are still claimed to be the low- 
est wool markets in the world. 

Cereals do not manifest any striking 
change this week, but the resisting power 
of the market is apparently greater. 
Another feature attracting attention is 
the active demand for, but generally re- 
ported small, stocks of coal available, 
both east and west. Talk of a famineis 
heard from New England and short sup- 
plies are reported generally throughout 
the west and northwest.

Former AmericanConsul’s Views 
on the South African Situation. 


OONSIDERS FAULT IS WITH BOERS. 


Colonel Roberts Went to Cape Town 
Prejudiced Against the English, 
but With Knowledge of Conditions 
His Sympathies Changed — Thinks 
Kruger Narrow Minded—Secret of 
the War. 


Colonel Frank W. Roberts of Bidde- 
ford, Me., formerly a United States 
sonsul in South Africa, is heartily in 
sympathy with the English in their 
present conflict with the Boers. In an 
interview the other day with the New 
York Herald correspondent Colonel 
Roberts said: 

“Transferred to Cape Town, South 
Africa, to fill a vacant consulship, 1 
began my duties there just after Jame- 
son’s raid. I had read many newspa- 
per articles on the troubles in the 
Transvaal, and at that time I had 
made up my mind that the English 
were crowding the Boers. My sympa- 
thies were wholly on the side of the 
Boers. In fact, | went to Cape Town 
strongly prejudiced against the Eng- 
lish. 

“After arriving in Cape Town and 
taking charge of the consulate, I was 
not long in seeing that 1 had held a 
very mistaken idea of the situation in 


South Africa. At that time the con- 
sul’s district was much larger than it 
is now. 

“Soon after assuming my duties 1 


had occasion to visit the Orange Free 
State and the Transvaal on official

business and then saw for myself the 


true situation of affairs as between 
the English and the Boers. The feel- 
ing of hatred between the two races 
was so intense I became satisfied it 
would sooner or later end in a clash of 
some kind. 

“T had heard so much adverse criti- 
cism of President Kruger that I was 
really desirous of seeing him face to 
face and having a chance to talk to 
him before making my own judgment 
of him. I visited him in his home in 
Pretoria and engaged in conversation 
with him. It was then a time of peace 
in. South Africa, though Jameson's 
fiasco had only recently taken place, 
and, as far as I could see, the English 
were doing nothing to disturb the tran- 
quillity of the Transvaal, yet Kruger 
was full of venom for the English, re- 
garding them apparently as the worst 
people on earth and just waiting for 
an opportunity to pounce on their prey. 
I could not help thinking, as I sat in 
Kruger’s presence and heard him run 
on with his torrent of invective against 
the English, that, with all his sagacity 
as a ruler, he was possessed of a very 
narrow and bigoted mind. 

“With the Boers it is more than a 
fight for independence. It is a fight 
to the death—to crush out, in a dying 
effort, the inroads which the audacious 
Anglo-Saxon has made in the sublime, 
unprogressive stagnation of their Boer 
life, lived out, as their progenitors of 
two centuries ago lived it out, on the 
shores of the Cape of Good Hope. 

“Yet there is a question whether the 
soers would have taken this surpris- 
ingly aggressive stand against this 
large foreign population which has 
lately come into their midst, number- 
ing perhaps four times the Boers, had 
it not been that there was coming 
among them at the same time a small 
contingent of brainy speculators and 
capitalists from the Netherlands. 

“Certainly as bright a man as there 
probably is in the world today is that 
young Dutch physician, Dr. Leyds, 
who went to Pretoria not many years 
ago as secretary of state of the Trans- 
vaal. If President Kruger has been 
very wary and successful thus far in 
coping with the most astute statesman- 
ship of England, I am satisfied it is 
due to the guiding hand of his more 
wary secretary of state behind the 
scenes. 

“If ever there was a Mephistopheles 
in politics, with the eradication of 
some of the eccentricities of that fa- 
mous character, that man is this active 
and bright young Holland physician 
who has been carrying state secrets in 
the Transvaal, till Kruger found a bet- 
ter use for him by sending him as em- 
bassador to Europe, with headquarters 
in Germany. 

“The denial of the right to vote and 
have any participation in the manage- 
ment of affairs of government; the ex- 
cessive taxation, of which the uitland- 
ers paid 95 per cent: the many monopo- 
lies as to the manufacture and sale of 
indispensable articles; the exorbitant 
freight and passenger rates, and many 
other causes of complaint were the 
means of incurring the {ll will of Amer- 
cans there, as well as the great mass 


of English who populated the Trans- 
yaal country.”

PUSHING NORTHWARD. 


———_— 


MacArthur’s Command Doing Good 
Work In the Philippines. 


Getting Into the Neighbor- 
hood of ‘‘Friendlies.” 


Refugees Say Insurgents Do Not Know Which 
Way to Turn. 


= 2SBSS 


Manila, Nov. 20.—The American oce 
cupation of the country between Manila 
and Dagupan is proceeding with a rush. 
General MacArthur is within five miles 
of Dagupan, which place General 
Wheaton or General Lawton will prob- 
ably occupy. The railroad is practically 
intact beyond Bamban except for a dis- 
tance of five miles to the north, and the 
rails for that portion have been dis- 
covered. Large quantities of rolling 
stock have, however, been destroyed. 

General MacArthur is moving his 
troops by and the roads within 
General Lawton’s territory are becoming 
passable, 

Captain Leonhaeuser accomplished 
one of the best coups of the war. Reach- 
ing Odonnell by a night march from 
Capas on Noy. 18, he surprised the in- 
surgent force, numbering 200, and cap- 
tured all of them, with their arms, 10,000 
rounds of ammunition and four tons of 
subsistence. One Filipino was killed, 
but there were no American casualties. 

General MacArthur entered Gerona 
Saturday afternoon. The insurgents had 
fled last Monday after burning the depot. 
Nothing else was destroyed by them, 
Gerona is the first town along the Ma- 
nila-Dagupan railway where the natives 
did not run at the approach of the 
Americans. The padres offered quarters 
in the church and convent. The town 
has one good house. It is the seat of 
heavy English sugar interests, 

The trip there was a hard one, and 
occupied six hours in covering seven 
miles and a half, most of the time be- 
ing spent In fording a quarter of a mile 
flood, running out of the Rio Tarlac. 
There were no wagons, and pack mules 
and native bearers carried all our sup- 
plies. 

The natives at Gerona say that Bay- 
pmbong was occupied a week ago by 
mounted troops, probably General 
Young's brigade of General Lawton's 
division. The people of Gerona are ofa 
better class than we have usually found, 
and they welcomed the Americans, as 
they evidently realized that their agri- 
cultural interests will revive. General 
MacArthur said: ‘We seem to be en- 
tering a different political atmosphere. 
The people here se@r7 to be less attached 
to Aguinahio’s cause than those in many 
tvwns we have entered on the railway 
line.” 

The command moved northward at 
once, toward Bayombong. Gerona was 
garrisoned with two companies of the 
Ninth infantry, assisted by two com- 
panies of the Thirty-sixth. 

Immediately on entering Gerona 
Slaven's scouts moved up the track to- 
ward Panique. On the way they en- 
countered an intrenched party of in- 
surgents whom they drove back, then 
entered the town and captured four 
locomotives and 18 cars. They learned 
that 500 insurgents had left the townin 
the course of the afternoon. 

General MacArthur’s troops arrived at 
Panique from Gerona Sunday morning. 
The railroad beyond this point has not 
been destroyed. The captured railway 
stock is being repaired to handle sup- 
plies. The expedition will go north to- 
ward Bayombong.probably today. The 
signal corps is constructing lines with 
great rapidity. A native courier from 
Bayombong reports that the American 
troops left the town suvon after they en- 
tered, and that many natives remain, al- 
though no insurgents. 

General MacArthur discovered at Pan- 
igue Major Joneson, formerly chief sur- 
geon on the staff of the Filipino com- 
mander, General Mascardo. He resides 
at Bacolor, and is about to return there 
to resume his practice. Major Joneson 
Bays that all respectable Filipinos are 
disgusted with the behavior of the in- 
turgents, and are very glad that the 
Americans have the upper hand. 

A continuous procession of refugees 
Is entering Panique from the north, in- 
dicating the proximity of other Ameri- 
can troops, probably off the railroad 
line. These refugees say that the in- 
surgents have not known which way to 
turn, with the Americans occupying so 
many places in the north. 

Panique is a rich sugar town. Some 
of the wealthy Chinese and the poorer 
natives fled at the approach of our 
troops, but they are now confidently re- 
turning. The rain has ceased, the 
weather Is fine, and the country is dry- 
ing rapidly. 

Advancing through the enemy’s coun- 
try by train from Panique, a distance 
of five miles, the Americans reached 
Moncada, where the natives have dis- 
played a friendly disposition. Thetrain 
was stalled at Moncada by the wreck of 
two locomotives and 54 cars, evidently 
Intentional, on the main track. The 
freight house and depot has been burned. 
No attempt will be made to save the 
wrecked rolling stock, but the tracks will 
be cleared, and, as soon as two small 
breaks have been repaired, the expedi- 
tion will continue northward. Thus far 
the advance has been a complete suc- 
cess.

BOTH SDES ARE HOPEFUL. 


Probability That Compromise Will Be Arranged 
Between Mill Men and Operatives. 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 20.—Members 
of the Manufacturers’ association, it is 
learned upon reliable authority, believe 
that this afternoon's conference be- 
tween special committees of five each 
from the Textile council and the Mill 
Men's association, will result in an 
amicable settlement of the wage dif- 
ficulty, the agitation over which has 
been progressing for over a month past 
and disturbing the business interests of 
the mills to such an extent as tomakeit 
imperative that some sort of an agree- 
ment be reached by the operatives and 
manufacturers at an early date if pos- 
sible. 

They hope that, from the tone of the 
Textile council’s latest statements, a 
compromise which may contain a definite 
promise of an early advance and the 
adoption of a sliding scale of wage pay- 
ments will be effected. The courteous 
letter of the Manufacturers’ association 
sent to the council on Wednesday did 
much toward making the relations be- 
tween employe and employer more 
friendly, and it is certain that both sides 
are in an attitude which will make a 
friendly settlement of the question prob- 
able. 

A prominent labor leader says that, 
providing the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion offers an immediate advance, 
gether with a fair schedule of wages, 
sliding either up or down, it will becon- 
sidered by the council and offered to the 
operatives for adoption. Such action 
as this would be followed without either 
side receding from its previous course, 

Another member, however, thought 
that the adoption of a sliding scale would 
require too much time and c¢ nsideration, 
and that it would be impossible to come 
to a definite agreement on that point 
within the time named In the ultimatum 
of the council. 

The developments have been followed 
with interest by the operatives, and the 
result of today’s conference is awaited 
with hopefulness by both sides,

READY FOR A RISING,' 


— 


Reps rt That Cape Colony Natives Are 
Anxious to Fight For Boers. 


Enemy Takes Possession of 
More British Territory. ' 


Outline of Supposed Plan of Campaign to Be 
Adopted by Opposing Forces. 


London, Nov. 21.—A Berlin dispatch 
says that the Cologne Gazette publishes 
the following dispatch from Cape Town: 
Everything is prepared for a general 
rising of the natives throughout Cape 
Colony. They are ready at any mo- 
ment to make common cause with the 
Boers. 

Yesterday the Boers occupied Camp- 
bell, in West Griqualand. 

Beyond the fact that the Boers are 
daily receiving fresh reinforcements and 
supplies there is practically nothing 
new. The Boer invasion of Cape Colony 
continues steadily and rapidly. There 
are 1300 Boers at Colesberg, and news 
has reached East London that Lady- 
grey, near Aliwal North, has been de- 
serted by the British ands now in the 
hands of the enemy. 

A Pretoria dispatch announces the ar- 
rival there, among the British prisoners, 
of Major Haldane, Lieutenant Brochie 
and Lieutenant Hallway. It also de- 
clares that the British on Sunday made 
two unsuccessful attempts to gust the 
Rustenburg commando from a position 
near Mafeking, and that severe: fighting 
took place. 

From Delagoa Bay come reports of 
the arrival of more German officers and 
artillerymen who have volunteered to 
serve with the fransvaal forces. 

The war office semi-officially asserts 
that all news received from Africa has 
been published with the exception of 
demands for the renewal of stores, war 
materials and the like. There is an un- 
confirmed rumor that more troops have 
been ordered from India to the Cape. 

The plan of operations on both sides is 
slowly unfolding itself. General Jou- 
bert is evidently moving south to pre- 
vent, if possible, the junction of the 
British relieving force with the forces 
at Estcourt and Ladysmith, while, on 
the Orange river border, the Boers are 
believed to be concentrating at Bonker- 
poort to oppose General Buller’s ad- 
vance. It is said that 6000 Boers have 
already laagered at Donkerpoort. 

The English plan seems to be a three- 
fold advance—from Durban to Lady- 
smith, from Orange river to Kimberley 
and from East London by way of 
Queenstown to Burghersdorp. 

General Buller has wired the com- 
manding officer at Queenstown an- 
nouncing the dispatch of General 
Gatacre, with the first battalion of the 
Seventh brigade, to East London. This 
Was the place from which it was orig- 
inally intended that General Gatacre’s 
column should start. Thus it is pos- 
sible that General Buller’s first plans 
have suffered less modification than 
have been supposed. General Gatacre 
will be able to keep the Boers on the 
Orange border sufficiently occupied to 
preserve General Methuen from undue 
molestation, especially if rumors from 
various sources are well founded that 
describe the Free State burghers as in 
no wise enthusiastic for fighting. 

It has been reported that General 
Buller will take up his quarters at De 
Aar, but this seems doubtful. De Aar, 
where a vast amount of stores hag been 
collected, is the base for General Meth- 
uens’ advance, and General Buller may 
have been there for a day or so. It is 
believed, however, that he still has his 
headquarters at Cape Town. 

aAithough Kimberley is supposed to be 
the objective point of General Methuen, 
many military critics are of the opinion 
that his advance will be not toward 
Kimberley, but across the Orange Free 
State, in order to secure complete com- 
mand of the Orange river. 

The debarkation of troops at Cape 
Town is proceeding in the most satis- 
factorymanner. Eighteen hundred and 
fifty railway carriages have been col- 
lectcd there for the conveyance of troops 
northward, and there is talk of sus- 
pending the suburban traffic, go as to 
accelerate military work. 

A report from Ladysmith, Thursday, 
Noy. 16, by runner to Estcourt, Says: 
“All well here, with nothing important 
toreport. Weare amply supplied with 
ammunition and confident of our ability 
to hold out. Information from outside 
is very scarce, but it is believed here 
that the Boers now investing the town 
are only a small force. ‘The heavy 
weather continues, and the rain is ham- 
pering the Boer operations severely.” 


Details of the assault by the Boers on 
Noy. 9 purport to show that it was re- 
pelled without difficulty, and with great 
loss to the attacking burghers. The 
fact that the Boers have excellent com- 
munication with Pretoria is shown by 
the prompt arrival of the British prison- 
ers from the armored train disaster of 
Wednesday in the Boer capital. 

On the west there is promise of speedy 
action. The column for the relief of 
Kimberley began to assemble at Orange 
River Station on Wednesday last, when 
a brigade of the guards reached that 
point from Cape Town. Other regi- 
ments have no doubt joined them. Lord 
Methuen commands the advance, and 
the column is in light marching order 
and appears to contemplate pushing 
forward by forced marches. Not the 
least of the British difficulties in this 
advance will be the keeping open of their 
lines of communication with their base or 
bases on the coast whence their haver- 
sacks and ammunition belts mus be re- 
plenished. 

This line appears to be seriously 
threatened by the Free State Boers 
Operating from the line of the Orange 
river east of Orange river station, where 
they await General Buller’s advance. 
These Boers have already overrun the 
extreme north of Cape Colony. Aliwal 
North has been in their hands for some 
days, and they have occupied and “an- 
nexed” Burghersdorp, Colesburg and 
Jamestown, the latter approximately 50

miles due north of Queenstown, the 
present British outpost in that direction. 
This Boer column seems to’ have re- 
cetved considerable reinforcements, 

The unpleasant predictions that have 
been made of trouble with the natives 
seem in a fair way to come _ partially 
true. Khama, chief of the Bamang- 
watos, appears to have been definitely 
taken into alliance by the Rhodesian 
authorities; in which case the Boers can 
tecitimately accept the assistance of the 
Basstos and Zulus, who offer their 
services, and already statements are 
being made that Basutos are with the 
Boers. This gives color to the reports 
of the defection from the British side of 
one of the most importantof the Basuto 
chiefs. 

On the other hand, the statement is 
made that the predatory raids of the 
Boers into Cape Colony have incensed 
the Cape Dutch, who have suffered to 
such an extent that they are no longer 
sympathizing with the Boers. This 
statement must be accepted with some 
reserve. 


Taylor Elected on Face of Returns. 

Frankfort, Novy. 21.—The Democratic 
state campaign committee concedes that 
Taylor has a majority on the face of the 
returns, but bases a hope for the elec- 
tion of the Democratic ticket on throw- 
ing out the vote of Louisville, on ac- 
count of interference of Governor Brad- 
ley’s soldiers, and Johnson and Knox 
counties, where tissue ballots were used. 
The Republicans assert that, shouli 
Louisville be thrown out on the pretext 
claimed, they have assurances that Goy- 
ernor Bradley will back them up In re- 
sistance, which, they say, is already 
fully planned. Goebel managers an- 
neurce they will not take an appeal 
from the decision of Judge Jones, at 
Ciasgow, where 1193 majority of Nelson 
county votes, erroneously certified for 
W. P. Taylor, were ordered counted for 
W.S. Taylor. In this state of the case, 
the vote of Jefferson, Knox and Johnson 
counties must we wiped out to give 
Goebel a majority. 


Carnegie Capital In Cuba. 

Santiago, Nov. 21.—Rumors current for 
several weeks culminated yesterday in 
the definite admission by officials of 
the Satanillo and Moroto railroad and 
the Ponupo mine that both properties 
had been sold to the Carnegie company. 
Ponupo mine is considered one of the 
richest nianganese mines in the world. 
It has a practically unlimited deposit of 
ore, assaying at 65 percent. The rail- 
road is now a paying property 50 miles 
into the interior. Mr. Carnegie’s rep- 
resentatives have been active in the 
district fer a month, and have options 
on many valuable iron and manganese 
deposits along the route of the proposed 
railroad extensions.

Boston, Nov. 21.—For killing his wife, 
Catherine, and on the indictment for 
manslaughter, John Fleetwood was sen- 
tenced in the superior court yesterday 
to state prison for not over 12 years nor 
less than nine years. Fleetwood pleaded 
guilty earlier in the day to the crime 
charged against him. The victim lived 
with Fleetwood, being known as Cather- 
ine McDonald, and one morning she was 
found dead.

William P. Frye of Maine becomes pres- 
ident pro tempore of the senate, and will 
discharge all the duties of the vice pres- 
ident as presiding officer of that body.

The president has issued the follow- 
ing proc lamation: 

To the People of the United States— 
Garret Augustus Hobart, vice president 
of the United States, died at his home 
in Paterson, N. J., at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning. In him the nation has lost 
one of its most illustrious citizens and 
one of its most faithful servants. His 
participation in the business life and the 
law-making body of his native state 
was marked by unswervering fidelity 
and by a high order of talents and at- 
tainments, and his too brief career as 
vice president of the United States and 
president of the senate exhibited the 
loftiest qualities of upright and saga- 
cious statesmanship.

scale of wages and a promise of an ad- 
vance of 5 percent at the beginning of 
the new year, will not be accepted by 
Fall River's mill operatives. When of- 
fered, the labor leaders looked upon the 
sliding scale with favor and would have 
made recommendations to the five 
unions of the city that the manufac- 
turers’ agreement be ratified, with per- 
haps a slight change. But this feeling 
has undergone a change, and the union 
operatives declare themselves not to 
be in accord with its provisions. 

President Tansey of the Textile coun- 
cil called the 15 members of that body 
to order last evening in Carders’ hall, 
and a long discussion of the manufac- 
turers’ proposition was had, the mem- 
bers seemingly being a unit in opposi- 
tion to accepting the sliding scale be- 
fore an increase in wages was granted. 

The members of the council consider 
the adoption of such a scale as that pro- 
posed by the manufacturers to be of 
too much importance to be taken up and 
disposed of hastily. They prefer to ac- 
cept the advance conditionally and work 
out the details of a sliding scale grad- 
ually and with care. Both sides admit 
that a scale on lines similar to that pro- 
posed by the manufacturers, with such 
changes as should be agreeable to all 
parties inter would be of great ad-

TRACKS COME UP. 


Selectmen of Stoughton Take a 
Hand in Street Railway War. 


Whether right or wrong, the Select- 
men of Stoughton will be admired for 
their courage. They dare to do some- 
thing, and have, done it. After a 
meeting Tuesday evening to consider 
and settle the difficulty existing be- 
tween the Randolph Street Railroad 
Company and the Blue Hill Street Rail- 
way Company regarding the location 
of tracks in that town, the selectmen 
announced that they had decided on 
the right of priority of the former 
company, and ordered the Blue Hill 
company to remove its tracks. 

At 9.30 o'clock last night a gang of 
50 workmen appeared on the scene 
equipped with lanterns, shovels, picks 
and sledge-hammers, and proceeded to 
tear up the rails of the Blue Hill 
company, under the personal direction 
of Secretary Leonard of the board of 
selectmen, who held one of the lanterns 
and gave instructions as to how the 
work should be done. A great crowd 
of people gathered about the place and 
much excitement prevailed. 

Selectinan Leonard said that the board 
was taking this step to prevent the 
running of cars today, as the line 
nearly open for travel, and the board 
did not intend to have the road 
operated until the rights in the

Soon after the work was completed 
President Charles H. French 
Blue Hill company arrived from Canton 
ona special car, Mr, French, in an 
interview with Secreary Leonard of 
the Board of Selectmen,said be did not 
receive the notice from the board until 
+ o'clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
French said that there was nothing in 
his franch se which called for the 
laying of girder rails. He said that 
his rails were laid in accordance with 
the grade given them by the town, and 
with the plan filed with the selectmen. 

He also said it was a very serious 
matter for the town to tear up the 
tracks—a matter which is regulated by 
law—and declared that it would result 
in serious tinancial trouble for the 
town. 

The struggle arose over the attempt of 

both roads to secure connection with 
the Brockton street railroad, and the 
Randolph company got its tracks laid 
first, and secured proper grade. The 
Blue Hill people then came along with 
anew grade and laid tracks over the 
former company. Considerable excite-

Captain Gridley’s Monument. 

The memory ef Captain Charles V. 
Gridley, who died shortly after the 
battle of Manila, in which he com- 
manded the Olympia, will be fittingly 
preserved by the city of Erie, Pa., in 
which his ashes lie. Onan eminence 
along the shore of Lake Erie, where it 
can be seen for miles by land and 
water, 2 beautiful monument is to be 
erected and surrounded by drives. ‘The 
design for the monument has been ap- 
proved by the Gridley family, and the 
committee in charge of the work. The 
design shows a shaft which will rise 
seventy feet from the ground. 1t will 
be constructed of granite and is to be 
finished with a pedestal of handsome 
proportions, On the front will appear 
the arms of the United States 
surmounted by a sheaf of boarding 
pikes, flags and sabres, all dominated 
by an eagle in bronze. Directly below 
will be a bronze medallion of Captain 
Gridley with a sword on either side. 
On the opposite side of the base from 
the coat of arms it is proposed to place 
a representation of the Olympia. On 
another side will be presented the scene 
of the battle of Manila Bay, while 
another suitable design will be on the 
fourth side. The famous words of 
Admiral Dewey to Captain Gridley, 
which have passed into the motto, 
‘*You may fire when ready, Gridley,’’ 
are to occupy a position in connection 
with the bust of the captain.—Buffalo 
Commercial.

In Reports Given Out Dy 
the British War Office. 


The Situation In Natal Has 
Again Become Critical. 


The British Camp at Mooi River Is 
Now a Center of Interest, 


Successful Attack Upon It Would Be of Great 
Advantage to Boers. 


London, Nov. 23.—Although it is evi- 
dent that the situation in Natal is again 
becoming sufficiently alarming, nothing 
can be officially ascertained to allay pub- 
lic anxiety or the curiosity felt regard- 
ing the disposition of the reinforcements 
recently landed at Durban. 

The war office dispatches are confined 
to a mere recital of,a few casualties at 
Mooi river, which confirm the reports 
of skirmishes there, but give no details 
as to how the engagements happened. 
The special correspondents only 
permitted to describe Major General 
Barton's camp at Mooi river vaguely as 
“large” or “ample.” 

One correspondent says that 7000 Boers 
are within 25 miles of Howick Falls, near 
Pietermaritzburg, and that the inhabi- 
tants are fleeing to the capital. 

Evidently a considerable force of the 
enemy is now within 30 or 40 miles of 
Pietermaritzburg, but it is officially an- 
nounced from there that no anxiety pre- 
Vails, the garrison numbering 1000 men, 
with six guns. 

General Joubert’s plan, apparently, is 
a daring attempt to defeat the British 
relieving column from Durban in detail, 
while still attempting the reduction of 
Ladysmith. A serious attack on Mooi 
river camp is hourly expected with the 
object of destroying the bridge at Wes- 
ton. Should this be accomplished the 
Boers would be free to turn their at- 
tention again to Estcourt, while, if it 
failed, the enemy would retire again on 

Veenan and rejoin the investing forces 
around Ladysmith.

The Boer report that General Hild- 
yard's messenger asking General White 
for assistance Was captured causes some 
uneasiness, but it is argued that, if Gen- 
eral Hildyard had not been strong 
enough to hold out he would some time 
ago have been ordered to retire on 
Pietermaritzburg. Therefore small cred- 
ence is given the story. 

Nothing is known regarding the food 
supplies of the garrisons thus isolated, 
It is believed that Estcourt is well pro- 
vided, but there is less confidence in the 
case of Mooi river. 

There is no further ne 
western frontier except list of 
casualties, showing that one per was 
killed and nine were wounded at Kim- 
berley on Nov. 16, and confirming the ac- 
counts of the sortie previously reported 
from Boer sources.

A late dispatch from Durban says: 
Owing to the proximity of the Boers to 
Pietermaritzburg it has been necessary 
to alter the defenses of Durban. 

Estcourt is still silent. All accounts 
point conclusively to a determined rush 
of the Boers toward Pietermaritzburg 
with a very large force. Seven thou- 
sand men, with guns, are reported 25 
miles from Howick. They are said to be 
under the personal command of General 
Joubert. 

Yesterday's engagement at Mooi river 
found the British almost constantly on 
the defensive. A correspondent of the 
Natal Advertiser says the Boers’ second 
shell fell within a few yards of a de- 
tachment of British infantry; that the 
shells did little or no damage, and that 
firing continued for about half an hour 
at intervals of from three to five min- 
utes, 

According to this account, the British 
troops prepared with the utmost 
promptitude and advanced under cover 
Wherever possible. The British artil- 
lery was in position behind the hotel 
where General Barton and his staff were 
being accommodated. Major Thorney- 
croft’s mounted infantry moved to cover 
on a ridge one the enemy’s left flank. 
The Devonshire regiment and the Royal 
Welsh fusiliers occupied the trenches. 
There was but little fire, the correspon- 
dent says, but the enemy possessed at 
least one Howitzer witha range of five 
miles, besides several six pounders, 


The following dispatch has been re- 
ceived from Pretoria: 

The field cornets of the Pretoria com- 
mando reported that British gun car- 
riages and some horsemen had been 
heard moving last night in Ladysmith. 
Our outposts observed the British en- 
deavoring to sortie toward Lombard’s 
Kop and Bulwama Hill, where our 
Maxims opened fire. The range was too 
great and therefore our artillery began 
shelling, which drove the British back. 
About daybreak the British batteries 
fired upon our positions. Two burghere 
were wounded. 

It is reported that the object of the 
sorties was to relieve the Estcourt force, 
who had sent an urgent message to 
Ladysmith requesting aid. The burghers 
captured the messenger, but finally al- 
lowed him to proceed. 

It is reported that the Natal police 
have captured a number of Transvaal 
dispatch riders. 

In his latest report, General Joubert 
says: “I am cutting off the retreat of 
the Estcourt troops to Pietermaritz- 
burg and driving them back on the 
Tugela river.” 

It is alsé reported that the Boer com- 
mander with the forces near Lady- 
smith has “comprehensively surveyed 


the different points from which the fall 
of Ladysmith can be insured.” 

The official returns of the Transvaal 
casualties since the outbreak of the war 
show 90 men have been killed and 200 
wounded, of whom a number have re- 
covered’and returned to the front. 

Newspaper reports frgm Cape Colony 
say a general rising of the Dutch farm- 
ers is imminent in Natal, and that the 
colonial Boers in tfrose districts which 
have been proclaimed republican fer- 
ritory have already joined the Boer 
forces. 

General Snyman, who is outside Mafe- 
king, reports heavy fighting Monday 
afternoon. The British briskly fired on 
the French cannon and Boer forts. The 
Boers replied, bombarding the British 
forts with good effect. The loss of the 
British is unknown. One Boer was 
wounded. 


The Daily Mail publishes a dispatch 
from Naauw Poort, dated Wednesday, 
which says that a large force under Gen- 
eral Methuen has crossed the-Orange 
river and is advancing to the relief of 
Kimberley. 

The morning Post's correspondent at 
Pietermaritzburg, telegraphing Tues- 
day evening, says: The Boers are now 
all around Mooi river station, where an- 
other of your correspondents is reported 
to be with the troops. 

A dispatch to The Daily News from 
Nottingham Road, Natal, dated Tues- 
day, says the Boers have arrived near 
there. 

The Daily News has the following from 
Pietermaritzsburg, under Wednesday's 
date: Your correspondent managed to 
escape from the Mooi river district yes- 
terday before the arrival of 6000 Boers, 
who are looting the farmsteads in all 
directions. The Natal encour- 
aged by the success of the Transvaalers, 
join in the looting. The main body of

Steamship’s Cargo Ablaze. 

New York, Nov. 23.—Steamship Hud- 
son arrived trom New Orleans yesterday 
on fire. The steamer carried a cargo 
of molasses and cotton, and was towed 
to her pier in North river. It was de- 
nied at first that the fire amounted to 
anything. but at 4 o'clock help was dis- 
patched to the pier, together with hook 
and ladder companies. An effort to get 
the cargo out was partially successful, 
the cargo from the forward holds being 
removed. The fire became so fierce, 
however, that the Hudson was towed to 
the New Jersey flats, where she was 
beached. It is not known to what ex- 
tent the vessel and cargo have been 
damaged, but it is believed that the fire 
is a serious one. 


A Disastrous Collision. 
Garrett, Ind., Noy. 23.—A heavy Balti- 
more and Ohio limited passenger train 
drawn by two locomotives ran into the 
rear end of a freight train near McCool 
yesterday. Both passenger enginés 
were ditched and their crews, Engineers 
Bradford and Sarber and Firemen Orr 
and Stine, were killed. The freight train 
Was almost a total wreck. Its con- 
ductor, Mr. Butts, and Brakeman Hamil- 
ton are missing, and it is supposed they 
are buried under the debris. Four men 
were injured. 


Over a Hundred Thousand Voters. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—Registration in Bos- 
ton for the coming city election on Dec. 
12 closed at 10 o'clock last night, with 
an approximate total of 102,791 names on 
the lists, which is the largest registration 
in the history of the city. Up to Tues- 
day night the number of women voters 
registered was 9869.

IT WAS NEVER BETTER. 


Cotton Trate Justifies Operatives’ De- 
mand For Increase In Wages. 


Conclusion Arrived at by 
Rhode Island Spinners. 


Textile Executive Council Vill Back Fall River 
Strike Should One Occur. 


Pawtucket, R. I.. Nov. 24—An im- 
portant general meeting of the Rhode 
Island Mule Spinners’ association was 
held at the headquarters in this city last 
night, the delegates present representing 
every cotton mill in the Blackstone val- 
levy. Pawtucket valley and Warren. 

The special order’ of, the evening was 
the « onsideration of the w age question, 
and the reports of delegates from the 
different sections of the state on the 
industrial conditions throughout their 
respective districts were of a natire that 
made bright the prospects of securing 
an advance in wages. Consensus of 
opinion was found to be that during 
these prosperous times the manufactur- 
ers could well afford to increase wages. 

Thea meeting was convinced that the 
present margin of profit will allow and 
justify an advance. It was stated that 
throughout New England the cotton 
trade was never in a better condition, 
and the mule spinners accordingly be- 
lieved that present conditions fully jus- 
tified their request. By 4 unanimous 
vote it was decided to request an in- 
crease of 10 percent in wages, the new 
schedule to go into effect the first Mon- 
day in January. 

It was stated that this increase would 
bring wages back to the rates paid in 
1897. A conference committee of five 
was appointed to act, in conjunction with 
General Secretary James Clift, in the 
preliminary work of notifying the manu- 
facturers. 

The different mill owners will be noti- 
fied at once of the action taken at last 
night's meeting, and confidence ex- 
pressed that the request will in all 
probability be granted. The work of 
more fully organizing the spinners in 
the Pawtuxet valley has been. going on 
during the past months and a muss 
meeting has been arranged for to be held 
Saturday afternoon at River Point. It 
is expected that this move will bring 
every mill in the Pawtuxet valley into 
the union. There are about 1000 mule 
spinners in the various mills of the 
state, of whom about 700 are already 
members of the union. 


CONFERENCE POSTPONED. 


May Be Held This Afternoon. When a Peace- 
ful Arrangement Is Expected. 

Fall River, Mass., Noy. 24.—There was 
no conference between the committee 
from the Manufacturers’ association and 
the Textile council yesterday afternoon 
for the reason that it was impossible 
to get all the committee from the Man- 
ufacturers’ association together. It 
had been planned to have a meeting of 
the Textile council last night, if a con- 
ference had been held. This meeting 
Was therefore postponed also. 

The prevailing impression here among 
mill men and operatives is that the 
conference will result in a peaceful set- 
tlement of the wage difficulty, or pave 
the way to another conference, which 
will have this wished-for ending. This 
impression is strengthened by the pres- 
ent unprecedented demand for all 
weaves of cotton at the new higher 
prices, 

The sales yesterday, up to the time of 
closing, were very large, making a total 
for the week of over 500,000 pieces of 
goods contracted for at the quotation 
of 3 cents for regulars and 4 5-8 cents fer 
wide goods. The contracts run into the 
new year, up to the month of March, and 
some goods have been engaged as far 
into the next yeuaras September. A few 
mills report having contracted for all 
their production up to the middle of 
the summer. These contracts for fur- 
ther delivery would not be made if there 
were not something stronger than im- 
pressions to work upon. The brokers 
report a heavy demand for all varieties 
ef prints, and say that the mills will 
have much difficulty in filling the or- 
ders taken. 

The executive council of the National 
Federation of Textile Operatives met in 
this city at the headquarters of the 
Weavers’ association, and promised the 
Fall River operatives aid in case a strike 
was finally considered necessary in or- 
der to obtain the advance in wages asked 
for. Delegates from 14 New England 
cities were present, including New Bed- 
ford, Lowell, Lawrence, Dover, Man- 
chester, N. H.,.Biddeford, Lewiston, Me., 
Providence, Olneyville, and other man- 
ufacturing towns, and finally adopted 
the following resolutions: 

“Realizing, as we do, the prosperous 
condition of the cloth market, we pledge 
the moral and financial support of this 
body in the event of « strike for an ad- 
vance in wages in Fall River, and realiz- 
Ing that our interests are at stake, as 
tell as those of the operatives of Fall 
River.” 

In the event of a strike in this or any 
other city connected with the national 
organization, the emergency committee 
will fix an assessment which will be 
levied on each of the different unions 
affiliated with the central body, and paid 
over to the officials of the unions in the 
etriking mil! city for @istribution to the 
operatives 


Wood Leaves Santiago. 

Santiago, Nov. 24.—In accordance with 
an order to report in Washington at the 
first opportunity, General Wood started 
for New York today by the transport 
McPherson. The local papers, com-

THE HOBART FUNERAL. 


Paterson Churches of All Denominations Wil 
Hold Spectal Services. 


Paterson, N. J., Nov. 24.—The ar 
rangements for the funeral of Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart are almost completed. At- 
torney General Griggs will look after the 
presidential party and the cabinet offi- 
cers. Colonel Campbell of the First 
regiment, national guards, has granted 
to the city the privilege of using the 
armory for the accommodation of the 
soldiers from Governor's island, who will 
act as an escort to the presidential party 
and at the funeral. 

Nearly ail of the manufacturers have 
decided to close their millls this after- 
noon to give their employes an oppor- 
tunity to view the remains, which will 
lie in state at Carrol] hall, the home of 
the Hobart family. 

Mr. Hobart before he died selected 
his pallbearers. It is said that the pall- 
bearers so selected are as follows: Judge 
J. Franklin Fort of Newark, Franklin 
Murphy, chairman of the Republican 
state committee, Newark; E. T. Bell, 
president of the First National bank of 
Paterson; Colonel William Barber of 
Paterson, George Wurts, secretary of 
state for New Jersey, and Colonel Jo- 
seph W. Congdon of Governor Voorhees’ 
staff, and in addition to these will be 
honorary pullbearers representing the 
United States senate. 

After the services at the house a pub- 
lic service will be held at the Church of 
the Redeemer, at which Rev. Dr. David 
Magie, the pastor, will officiate. 

It has been arranged to have special 
services held in Paterson churches of all 
denominations from $ until 11, and again 
between 1 and 2 o’clck the bells will be 
tied.

This would make a 
further increase possible three months 
earlier in the coming year. The latter 
suggestion was objected to by the mill 
men. 

The council members then suggested 
that a5 percent advance on Dec. 11 would 
be considered, if the matter of the slid- 
ing scale were left over to be considered 
afterwards. They then retired for sep- 
arate conferences. Upon reassembling 
the manufacturers made the proposition 
and both sides agreed toit. 
At a meeting of the Textile council 
which lasted two hours, the 
report of the committee of five in con- 
sultation with the manufacturers was 
accepted with a vote of thanks. A 
motion was carried, with but one dis- 
senting vote, to recommend to the re- 
labor unions the advisability 
of accepting the manufacturers’ offer. 
It was voted to recommend to the unions 
to meet simultaneously next Friday 
night and take action. If the offer is 
accepted the wage question will be 
settled, while if a different action is 
taken further conferences will be neces- 
sary. The council adjourned subject to 
a call of the president. 

The yearly dividend iist will show that 
the Fall River mills have cleared a net 
dividend for the year of 6 percent in the 
average. Many mills have paid as high 
as 14 and 16 percent, and all have hada 
very profitable year. For the past 16 
years the mills here have made a divi- 
dend averaging a trifle higher than 6 
percent, and have either reduced their 
indebtedness in whole or in part or 
added large amounts to their surplus 


funds.

I have found that it 
doesn’t pay to hire five times as many 
as are needed in order to keep 
up the force. Let us treat the men 
right, and they will stay with us.”

After passing the Piscataqua on her 
return the Kentucky was thrown around 
in a circle. She completed the turn in 
about three times her length, and her 
list in performing the maneuver was 
about three degrees. When she had 
completed the circle she laid her course 
for Boston. She dropped anchor in 
President roads just after 5 o'clock and 
waiting tugs took those who had wit- 
nessed the trial to the city.

The information contained in Admiral 
Watson's dispatch was received by the 
president and his advisers with uncon- 
cealed satisfaction The surrender of 
tne province of Zamboanga is regarded 
as the beginning of the end of the rey- 
olution in the Island of Mindanao, and, 
it is believed, will be a hard blow t 
those who are still endeavoring to main- 
tain the insurrection in the Island of 
Luzon. 

The war department hag not been ad 
vised of the surrender of the province 
as reported in Admiral Watson's dis- 
patch, Secretary Root saying he had no 
news from General Otis. Both Sec 
retaries Root and Long are elated over 
the information sent by the admiral and 
express the belief that the end of the 
insurrection in the Philippines is now 
near at hand. 

On the 21st instant Admiral Watson 
cabled the navy department that Com- 
mander Very had captured the city of 
Zamboanga on the 16th. He was aided 
by friendly natives and Moros, and was 
holding the town pending the arrival 
of reinforcements from Jolo. On the 
same day General Otis informed the war 
department that he had ordered two 
compaines of infantry to be sent to 
Zamboanga from Jolo. Zamboanga is 
the principal city in the Island of Min- 
danao, which is the second largest isl ;* 
and of the Philippe group. 
from Admiral Watson indicate that the 
entire southern half of the island, which 
comprises the province of Zamboanga, 
has yielded to the American forces, and 
has acceded to the authority of the 
United States.

Filipino troops should scatter and should 
hereafter follow guerilla methods. 

Reports of ambuscades and skirmishes 
come from every section of the country 
along the railroads. Those districts 
seem to be filled with small bands. On 
Saturday: four men of company D, Ninth 
infantry, were foraging beyond Bain- 
ban, when 20 Filipinos took them inam- 
bush, killing one and capturing the other 
three. The Americans resisted for half 
anhour. The firing being heard at Bam- 
ban, Lieutenant Fraser, with a squad, 
followed the retreating Filipinos several 
miles. The Americans found the body 
of the soldier boloed. They burned the 
hamlet where the fight took place. 

Three Filipino riflemen ambushed an 
American surgeon near Capas. He shot 
one and the others fled. 


~ 


Between Bamban and Angeles a mule 
train was fired upon by the insurgents, 
and a Spaniard, a former prisoner of the 
Filipinos, Who was at the train, was 
shot. At Malasiqui the officials who 
welcomed the Americans were mur- 
dered. This was the only railroad town 
which the Americans did not garrison, 
and, on the night the troops withdrew, 
a band of insurgents entered, dragged 
Antonio Mejia, president of the town, 
into the street and cut histhroat. The 
murderers then assassinated the vice 
president and five members of the town 
council in the same manner and told the 
frightened natives who witnessed the 
slaughter to spread the news thata 
similar fate awaited all friends cf the 
Americans. 

The mayor of San Carlos, who rode in 
the carriage with General MacArchur 
and Colonel Bell when the Americans 
entered the town amid cheers of the 
people, was murdered the next night. 

Military activity continues in every 
section. Colonel Bell's regiment has ad- 
vanced from Bayombong upon Manga- 
tarem, where it is supposed there is a 
large insurgent force. Two battalions 
of the newly arrived Twenty-eighth in- 
fantry have been sent by cascoes to 
Bacoor to reinforce the south line. 

Major Spence, with 50 men of the 
Thirty-second regiment, surrounded a 
village near Bautiston during the night 
and attacked the place at daybreak, 
capturing a Filipino captain and 15 men 


with seven rifles. 

The latest news from General Yaung 
is that there are 10 cavalrymen and 20 
Macabebes with him, most of the horse-

Treaty Befining “Spheresof Influence” 
Again a Subject of Discussion. 


Wnited States Hardly Likely | 
to Become a Party to It. 


Wu Ting Fang Says Celestial Empire Will 
Have Something to Say About It. 


Washington, Nov. 27.—Dispatches 
from London state that as a result of 
the United States’ request to the powers 
for assurances regarding the main- 
tenance of the “open door” in China, 
negotiations have been entered into, 
fooking to a more permanent and im- 
portant international agreement than 
yet mooted. It is added that, though 
the greatest official reticence is observed 
at all the European capitals regarding 
this secret movement, there is good 
ground for believing that the negotia- 
tions have reached a hopeful stage. 

The negotiations followed the frank 
request of Secretary Hay of some of the 
governments which had already given 
him verbal and informal assurances of 
the continuation of all our treaty rights 
in Chinese territory to have these agree- 
ments reduced to form. It was not re- 
garded as necessary to go beyond that 
point, and although it frequently hap- 
pens as the result of initiating negotia- 
tions that the scope of them is broad- | 
ened far beyond anything originally in 
contemplation, it is believed that such! 
will not be the case now. 

It would be extremely difficult to 
frame any such convention so as to 
secure the approval of the United States 
senate without a protracted struggle, 
and besides the effort would be sure to 
arouse opposition from the considerable 
element in the, United States which is| 
unalterably opposed to any sort of | 
foreign entanglements. Of course this 
statement applies only to the United 
States, and this could be no objection on 
our part to the other powers joining in 
a treaty foreign rights in 
China, provided there was nothing in 
the agreement obnoxious to our just and 
proper claims. On the whole, having in | 
view the highly satisfactory utterances 
in the French chambers of M. Delcasse, 
the French minister of foreign affairs, 
respecting the maintenance of the ‘open 
door” in China, there is felt in official 
quarters to be reason for expecting a | 
successful outcome of the negotiations 
on this subject opened by the United 
States.

and Russia by which the former secured ! 
a sphere of influence in the Yang Tse 
valley and Russia directed her activi- 
ties to northeast China. 

Since returning from abroad the Ger- 
man ambassador, Dr. Von Holleben, has 
stated that the German policy in Kiao 
Chau was distinctly that of ‘the open 
door,” and Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, has stated the same policy 
as to the Russian port of Talien Wan. 
The British position favorable to open 
ports is well known, and since Lord | 
Pauncefote’s return occasion has been | 
taken to reiterate it. Beyond this, how- 
ever, there has been nothing from any 
of the foreign representatives concern- 
ing the future of China, and without ex- 
ception the representatives of powers 
having interests in China state posi- 
tively that no instructions have been re- 
ceived as to treating with reference to 
China.

THREE WIVES I¥ ELEVEN YEARS. 


Man May Live With All of Them Under New 
York Law of Disappearance. 

Albany, N. ¥.. Nov. 27.—‘Under the 
laws of the state of New York it is pos- 
sible for a man to live with three women 
as his wives.” 

This statement is made by Secretary 
of State McDonough in a conversation 
on the case of Congressman Roberts. 
Continuing, he said: 

“This is possible under these condi- 
tions. If the wife of a married man 
leaves him and he can find no trace of 
her for a period of five years, he may 
remarry. lf the second wife follows the 
example of the first and trace of her is 
lost for five years, he may marry the 
third time. If the two wives should re- 
turn there is no law on the statute books 
which would prevent them from living 
with him if they desire. They are still 
his wives and remain so until they be- 
gin proceedings to have their marriage 
contracts annulled. 

“Thus, you see, it is possible fora New 
Yorker to have three wives within a pe- 
riod of 11 years.”

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DESTRUCTION OF THE MANE.

Evidence That Those Engaged In the Plot 
Were Experts in Explosives. 


Havana, Nov. 27.—The United States j 


government officials here since the 
battleship Maine was blown up secretly 
investigating that foul deed, and who 
have discovered that the explosive used 
was 700 pounds of guncotton, which was 
forwarded from Barcelona, Spain, to 
Admiral Manterola, have practically 
completed the report they are to make 
to the United States government. 

Admiral Manterola’s records are now 
wanted to show the names of his sub- 
ordinates who had direct contro! of the 
explosives, and in that way the identity 
of the authors and executioners of the 
plot to destroy the Maine may be dis- 
covered. 

The Maine was drawing 14 feet of water 
atheranchorage. Testimony before the 
board of inquiry appointed by the United 
States showed’ that the explosion which 
destroyed her struck her starboard bot- 
tom plates three feet above her bottom 
lines.

New evidence which the government 
has secured shows that the guncoiton 
torpedoes were anchored at ebb tide on 
the starboard side of the Maine and 
Within a few feet of the ship’s bottom 
plate. The Maine was anchored with her 
nose pointing toward Havana. The ac- 
tion of the tide swung her stern in io- 
ward the southern end of the harbor and 
her bow toward the west and northwest 
in the direction of the Morro. 

The torpedoes were placed at the spot 
where Captain Sigsbee a mine 
would have been placed. The Maine, 
swinging around in the action of the tide 
so that her nose pointed to the north- 
west, struck the caps attached to the 
floating buoys and exploded the gunecot- 
ton in the torpedoes below. 

The force of the explosion undoubt- 
edly destroyed the torpedoes and sub- 
merged buoys, while the anchors used 
to prevent the torpedoes and buoys from 
floating away were undiscoverable in 
the mass of debris of the Maine itsel®.

After Heavy Fighting. 


Several Officers From War- 
ships Fell In Conflict. 


British Military Requirements Have 


Been Greatly Underestimated. 


Joubert Says If British Employ Natives Atl the 
Afrikanders Will Rise. 


London, Noy. 27.- Today's news from 


South Africa is especially cheering. 
Another victory by Lord Methuen’s 
column is reported. He found the 


enemy at Gras Pan, and after a desper- 
ate fight he captured the position. The 
lossés are expected to be heavy, but de- 
tails have not yet arrived.

Meanwhile the news from Natal is 
distinctly more hopeful from the Brit- 
ish point of view. The details are 
rather vague, but it seems certain that 
the Boers are retiring ; that every com- 
munication is being reopened and that 
the British relief forces are joining 
hands. All this, taken with General 
Buller’s arrival at Pietermaritzburg, is 
expected to make matters move briskly 
very soon. General Hildyard’s recon- 
naisance is praised as a work of very 
great difficulty, admirably executed. 


The war office has posted the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated Cape Town, Noy. 
26, 12:30 p. m., from Genera! Forestier- 
Walker: 

Lord Methuen reports that he moved 
Saturday, at 3:30 a. m., with the Ninth 
brigade, the mounted corps, the naval 
brigade and two batteries, the guards 
following with the baggage. Near Gras 
Pan (about 10 miles north of Belmont. on 
the railway line to Kimberley) 2500 
Boers, with six guns and two machine 
guns, opposed him. The action began 
at6a.m. Our batteries fired shrapnel 
very accurately till the heights seemed 
clear. Then the naval brigade and in- 


fantry advanced to the assault. The 
fighting was desperate until 10 a. m., 
when the heights were carried Th 
Boers retreated on the line, where the 
Ninth lancers were placed to intercept 
them. The result was not known at the 


time of telegraphing. The artillery took 
immediate advantage of the enemy’s re- 
tirement. 

Early in the action 500 Boers attacked 
our rear guard. The brigade met this 
and also protected the flanks. The na- 
val brigade acted with the greatest gal- 
lantry and suffered heavily, but no par- 
ticulars are yet known.

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ANARCHY AND SOCIALISM. 


Their Relations to Capital and La- 
bor Clearly Defined. | 
Anarchy was at one time closely af- 
filiated with socialism, amd if not a 
) branch of it at any rate a friendly ri- ; 
}val. At a socialist conference held at 
| The Hague in the early seventies the 
anarchists, whose leader was a Rus- 
sian named Bakunin, declared that the 
| gocialist methods were too mild and | 
too slow. They advocated much more | 
thoroughgoing reforms. They pro- 
posed to seize by violence all forms of 
| property and to abolish the state and 
all fixed institutions altogether. This 
| of course meant a secession from their 
connection with the socialists, who 
} wanted merely an orderly conversion | 
}of mankind to their views and wished | 
to give the state a stronger position | 
|} than it had ever had before. So, with | 
itheir watehword, “Propaganda by | 
meaning by bodily assault, oh 
the anarchists set up for 

It is only fair to men- 
tion, however, that not all anarchists 
indorse the “propaganda by deed.” 

In the first place, says the anarchist, 
governmeent by majorities is based on 
the assumption that might right, 
and the proof of the fallacy of the sys- 
tem is that over and over again the ma- 
jority errs. So there must be no laws, 
which are always made by majorities, 
but the members of a community will 
act upon common accord. It will be 
quite easy, say the anarchists, for peo- 
ple to come to amicable agreement on 
things in furtherance all are 
interested. It is only matters of gen- 
eral coucern that will come up for dis- 
cussion, and man’s passion for sol- 
idarity will make him adhere volun- 
tarily to anything mutually agreed up- 
on. Under this heading would come 
the publie services, such as the postal 
delivery, which every one would wish 
to see promptly performed. Patriotism 
only teaches men to hate each other 
unreasonably, runs the anarchist creed, 
which decries religion as being 
unscientific and marr >» as being 
binding upon people who would really 
do better in their own sober judgment 
to separate. The institution of mar- 
riage, say the anarchists, is also vitiat- 
ed by the scandal of divorce. Educa- 
tion they believe to be unpractical, as 
it pays so much to the ornamental side 
of life. Languages which are no lon- 
ger spoken can be of no use, and his- 
tory, which only relates the deeds of 
tyrants and describes battles, holds up 
no good examples. But the anarchal 
ideas, which, if carried out, would 
prove the most sweeping of “reforms,” 
refer to what political economists call 
property. And this is how the an- 
archists would dispose of property: 

All the land and everything that can 
be taken from it, in minerals, timber, 
fruit, vegetables, corn and so on, must 
belong to everybody. All wealth exist- 
ing in the shape of manufactured arti- 
cles or raw materials or natural prod- 
ucts will also become public posses- 
sion. There is now overproduction, so 
that evidently there is enough for ev- 
erybody, and for this reason the sup- 
ply cannot be exhausted if every one 
takes fully as much as he requires. No 
oue will have an object in taking more 
than he really needs, as the earth nev- 
er fails to yield more than enough for 
the consumption of the whole world. 
Under this plan of every one helping 
himself freely to what every ove con- 
tributes in the measure of his capaci- 
ty there can be no place for employ- 
ers, employed and wages. ‘The an- 
archists calculate that their industrial 
scheme would probably reduce the 
working day to five hours. It im- 
portant to note that, to begin with, real 
estate, houses, capital, merchandise 
and all forms of private property 
would simply be taken away without 
from the individuals 
Collier's Weekly.

machine. - If preferred, one single 
piece can be used instead of two. In 
either case the leather is cut out the 
desired size and the design burnt in 
with an etching tool or, more simply 
still, with an ordinary slate pencil, 
sharpened to a point, held firmly in a 
metal handle and heated redhot. 
While the etching tool is, of course, 
better and will produce broader re- 
sults, the leather scorches so readily 
that the homemade device can~ be 
made to answer for simple things. 
When the decoration is complete, the 
four edges of the two pieces cut for 
the cushion are punched with round 
holes at intervals of two inches or 
thereabout and bound together with 
thongs or narrow strips cut from the 
leather. The skins can be obtained 
from large dealers in leather or from 
those who handle etching materials 
and are not overcostly, while the pil- 
lows are durable in the extreme and 
may be cleaned if necessary. The de- 
sign suggested is a good one, but even 
simpler things can be done, if pre- 
ferred, like a fleur-de-lis. Convention- 
al patterns, such as stars, disks or 
scrolls, even the human figure, can be 
cleverly depicted or a landscape by 


the amateur who understands the 
principles of drawing.

Dainty Dollies For the Breakfast Ta- 
ble as Christmas Gifts. 

In all homes where dainty accessories 
are one of the table’s features there 
are many pretty yet serviceable ob- 
jects which make up an everyday deco- 
ration. One of them is a hot bread 
doily, which keeps warm well cooked 
rolls, good corn bread or snowy bis- 
cuits. As a Christmas gift the needle- 
worker has mucb to gain in a device 
which costs but little and is pleasing to 
all women friends who love home and 
its ornamentations. 

The hot bread doilies are most at- 
tractive presents. They are a delight 
to look upon and are easily made. Cut 
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HOT BREAD DOILY. 
a piece of fine linen 15 inches square. 
This may be doubled and seamed on 
the edges, or the linen may be of a 
heavier sort, such as that known as 
butcher's, and left single and scalloped 
or fringed asa finish. In any case the 
corners should be folded over to meet 
at the center, as indicated in the illus- 
tration, and on each triangle the -em- 
broidery should be worked. 

In Schemes shown the one in a de- 
sign of wheat is embroidered in a fine 
floss of pale straw color, while the corn 
shows the kernels in an even decora- 
tion of cream white, the husks being 
carefully worked in a delicate tender 
green. Yet if the embroiderer is an 
amateur in the working of silks an 
easier subject can be given, such as a 
few daisies scattered here and there 
over each triangle, or violets can do 
duty.

How American Soldiers Fare In 
the Philippines. 


NOT MANY HARDSHIPS SUFFERED. 


Religious Exercises of the Natives. 
Their Schools and Strange Ceme- 
teries—Insects Not Very Bother- 
some—High Prices Caused by the 
Willingness of Americans to Pay 
Them, 


A week's stay in this country soon 
reduces things to the commonplace, 
and yet there is much that is of inter- 
est which we will recall afterward 
with pleasure, writes Henry Swift, 
chaplain of the Thirteenth regiment, 
from Prsig, Philippine Islands, to the 
New York Commercial Advertiser un- 


| der date of Oct. 3. 


I have seen some of our breastwork 
life. The Thirteenth occupies a line 
of tive or six miles from the sea to} 
San Pedro Macati. There is a low 
stretch of earthworks running ip an 
irregular direction through the jungle 
of bamboo palm and tropical vegeta- 
tion, with strips of bamboo or bamboo 
poles, making a flooring within for the 
men to rest on. At certain distances | 
and points of vantage are elevations of 
earth where sentinels are posted con- 
stantly to scrutinize the dense thickets | 
beyond. The men are scattered along | 
thinly in tents or nipa huts, and in a 
minute the whole length of defenses 
can be manned, These nipa huts are 
raised on bamboo piles, are woven of a 
coarse rush about an inch wide, laid 
on a bamboo frame, with thatched roof 
of nipa very steep and inside ceiling 
of bamboo matting. The floor is com- 
posed of bamboo strips, with cracks 
between varying from a quarter to 
half an inch, and is strong and elastic, 
easily kept clean and making a com- 
fortable bed at night. The floor is high | 
enough to be above water level, which | 
rises sometimes a yard. The roof sheds} 
the rain completely. The numerous} 
eracks and apertures make the rooms 
pleasantly cool, and light and alr are 
admitted through sliding windows 
made of little squares of shell. Cook- 
ing, washing, etc., are generally done 
out of doors, the gound kept trimly 
swept with homemade brooms of bam- 
boo. Indeed, as far as I can judge, in 
dress, person, houses and grounds the 
Philippine peasantry are remarkably 
neat and might give Americans some 
pointers. 

They seem to be very devout. Every 
house has it crucifix and religious pic-| 
tures on She wall. On Sunday at ear- 
ly mass there was service in the ves-| 
try of the church by my quarters. The | 
body of the church is used for a hospi- 
tal. The vestry would hold only a} 
score or so, but outside of the door and 
far out on the turf were hundreds of 
women 2nd children kneeling, while a 
solid phalanx of men, all in white, 
with heads bare and bowed, were} 
standing on the side. The angelus| 
rings at its regular time, and as men} 
pass the church they doff their hats, 
turn a moment to their aves and cross} 
themselves. 

By the side of the church is the 
graveyard, with hundreds of unnoted | 
mounds for the “pobres,” while in the 
wall behind the church are deep} 
shelves, where the richer have the} 
remains of their loved ones. But the} 
occupancy is brief. If, at the end of a 
year, a rental is not forthcoming, the 
body is removed and thrown on the | 
ground with scant respect. Along the} 
wall lay a confused heap of skulls and 
ribs and thigh bones, hopelessly un- 
recognizable and uncared for. 

They have their village school, or 
had rather until we came, with two 
men and two women teachers, free. I 
examined one of the school books, a 
very small compendium, containing in 
the compass of an ordinary duodecimo 
a catechism of history, geography, 
arithmetic, geometry (plane and solid) 
and grammar. 

But leaving these and going back to 
the trenches, 1 find our men looking 
mainly very comfortable, healthy and 
contented. Their outdoor and large- 
ly temperate life seems to agree with 
them. They have enough drill, patrol 
and guard duty to keep them busy. 
They receive’ a good ration of fresh 
bread and hard tack, fresh beef which 
comes here frozen from the United 
States and Australia, bacon, rice, dried 
fruits, potatoes and onions, and men 
and officers fare mostly alike. Every 
one who has been to Cuba says it is} 
vastly better here. The climate is not 
insufferable. The days are hot, as hot 
as in Sap Antonio or Tampa, but the 
nights are cool and pleasant, and | 
have found a blanket a necessary cov- 
ering. 

Insects and vermin, I think, have) 
been much overrated as a nuisance. 
This and mosquitoes right down here} 
in swamp lands practically cause but} 
slight annoyance. I have heard of 
snakes, but seen none as yet. Lizards 
abound, but they are a gentle, timid) 
beast and are great destroyers of in- 
sects. The roaches are the worst thing. 
While absent from the nipa huts they 
gallop all over your possessions in the} 
stone and plastered buildings. The} 
ants are multitudinous and are very 
destructive, especially to woodwork, 
chairs, tables, beds, even the solid} 
frames of houses. 

The water is vile. You see staad- 
ing pools thick with green confervous | 
scum, wells stone built and curbed,| 
but a look into its impure depths suf-| 
fices to turn the stomach, and you) 
loathe to use it, even for bathing. For-/| 
tunately we catch much rainwater, and | 
a long train of bull carts brings dis- | 
tilled water from the city every day} 
for drinking and cooking. 

These water buffaloes, or “cariboas,” | 
are unique, about three feet high and 
as many abeam, with great, flat, scimi- 


ter horns, lying almost on their backs, 
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as they hold their heads on the hori- 
zontal, a dull gray, almost hairless, 
with holes pierced through their nos- 
trils for their rope reins. They drag 
along the uative carts, with moist, 
pathetic eyes and uttering sobbing 
pants, going at the rate of a mile or 
more or less an hour. They, however, 
need but little urging and can traverse 
the most hopelessly boggy and rutty 
roads. When relieved, they will bury 
themselves up to the nose in some mud 
hole or vile smelling pond and le 
there for hours, a picture of perfect 
content. : 

The ponies, not much bigger than 
Shetlands, are gentle, sturdy little 
beasts and can almost do a horse’s 
work. They are everywhere in the 
city and on the roads, acting as mounts 
for the heaviest or dragging little dog- 
earts (“carromitas’) or two _ seated 
earts (“quelis”) or victorias and tram 
cars. Prices were reasonable, but 
Americans are beginning to change all 
that, as they always do to their cost. 
Mexican or Philippine silver sells for 
$2.05 for American gold, and native | 
prices need to be cut in half when rat- 
ed to our currency. So they charged 
for an hour's use of a carromita 20 
cents and for quelis 25 cents. Street 
car fares are 2 cents a section. A ride 
of say two miles costs but 4 cents. 
Laundry work was 5 cents apiece. A 
good course dinner in the better res- 
taurants costs $1 or $1.50 and is well 
worth it. Service was $5 a month, etc., 
but our foolish American contempt for 
small things is rapidly teaching the 
Filipinos to charge double. And the 
unaccustomed ear of our soldiers of- 
ten mistakes Mejicanos for Ameri- 
canos, and so he pays $2 where he 
should pay $1, thinks it cheap and 
leaves the native impressed with 
American gullibility. 

I have been much impressed with 
the tokens of a firm and kindly regime 
(martial), especially in the city. The 
trim native police, in their gay uni- 
forms, augmented by a provost guard 
of soldiers, armed with “billets,” main- 
tain good order by day, while an armed 
guard at night (8:30) clears the streets 
and keeps them cleared, none being al- 
lowed abroad without a pass. And 
all stores and saloons are closed. On 
Sunday everything is closed but the 
drug stores and restaurants. A sani- 
tary police is at work constantly clean- 
ing the streets and removing garbage. 
Justice is administered with fairness 
and rigor. Old residents tell me that 
everything is far more satisfactory 
than under Spanish rule. And Philip- 
pine gentlemen have told me the same. 
General Otis has a very large task to 
perform and I believe is doing it well. 
It is not all fighting in a problem like 
the present. Military occupancy means 
a thousand other things, and none who 
are unacsjuainted with its infinite de- 
tails should presume to pass judgment. 
There have been treniendous difficul- 
ties, and, as far as immediate activity 
is concerned, the drenching, deluging 
rains are enough to bar ourselves as} 
well as the insurgents. 

There seems, however, to be a move- 
ment in the air, and last night there 
was a concentration here, looking to) 
something. And reports come of| 
skirmishing at Imus, one of our out- 
lying stations, 12 miles away. 


ON CABLE ROUTE TO MANILA 


Obstacies Encountered by the Col- 
lier Nero on Its Surveying Trip. 
The work of the collier Nero in sur- 

veying a route for a transpacilic tele- 

graph cable between Honolulu and the 

Philippines is narrated by Rear Ad- 

miral Bradford in his annual report 

to the secretary of the navy at Wash- 
ington. After a careful consideration 
of the subject it was decided, he says, 
that the route westward from Hono- 
lulu to the Philippine Islands was by 
way of the Midway islands and Guam, 
landing the cable at a convenient point 
on the east coast of Luzon, as near as 
possible to the latitude of Manila. It 
was also decided as desirable to survey 

a route from Guam to Yokohama. 

Two offsets from the projected great 
circle route between the Midway is- 
lands and Guam were found to be nec- 
essary in order to avoid obstacles to a 
successful laying and operation of a 
telegraph cable. The first of these ob- 
stacles encountered is a submarine 
mountain, situated a short distance 
westward of the Midway islands and 
rising from the floor of the ocean, 
which here sinks to a depth of 2,200 
fathoms, to within 82 fathoms of the 
surface. The second obstacle Is one of 
the deepest submarine abysses yet 
found in the world, situated about 500 
miles eastward of Guam and sinking 
to a depth of more than 4,900 fathoms. 
Reports have been received of the pre- 
liminary line of soundings from Hono- 
lulu to Luzon, and they indicate that 
the route which is being surveyed will 
prove eutirely practicable.

HORSES FOR PHILIPPINES. 


Plan Now Followed Gives the Ani- 
mals Two Landings For Rest. 

A uew departure in the conveyance 
of troops to Manila from the Pacific 
coast is that recently adopted laying 
the course of the transports as far 
north as Dutch Harbor, in the Aleutian 
island portion of the sweeping Alaskan 
peninsular extension forming the 
greater portion of the southern bound- 
ary of the Bering sea. This course is 
known nautically as the “great circle 
course,” and in sea navigation the arc 
of the great circle between two points 
is the shortest distance between those 
points. By this Alaskan route dis- 
tance is not only saved, says Leslie’s 
Weekly, but still more important is 
the advantage of resting the horses 
and delivering them in good condition 
at the end of their long voyage. 

There are two resting places on the 
route, one at Dutch Harbor and the 
The first ship to 
sail via Dutch harbor was the Garonne, 
leaving Seattle with 450 horses of the 
Third United States cavalry, Sunday, 
Aug. 20, arriving seven days later. The 
horses were turned out and corralled 
on the soft moss and grass back of the 
North American Commercial compa- 
ny’s buildings, and there they remain- 
ed until the 3lst, when they were re- 
loaded, and the ship left for Kobe, Ja- 
pan, to arrive in 12 days; thence to Ma- 
nila in from seven tu nine days. The 
St. Paul, with 720 men of the regi- 
ment, arrived Sept. 2, eight days out 
from Seattle, and left on the 4th. While 
the St. Paul was in the harbor the 
Athenian arrived with 391 horses on 
board, having lost one by accident en 
route. 

Captain Chase, senior captain of the 
regiment, who has charge of the ship- 
ping of the horses, was aboard the 
Athenian, and his accommodations and 
arrangements were as perfect for the 
comfort of the animals as could be 
made. No trouble was had with them, 
except that many suffered with sea- 
sickness at the beginning of the voy- 
age. Up to this time the er riment 
has proved successful, a ess the 
heavy fogs and the hard winds that 
prevail over all the Aleutians offset the 
advantage of 1,500 miles shorter dis- 
tance and rest for the horses the great 
circle course will be the choice here- 
after. 


EXHIBITS AT PARIS. 


Weather Bureau Preparing One. 
Food Value of Corn to Be Shown. 
Although not included in the official 

classification, there will be an exhibit 

at Paris of the work of our weather 
bureau at Washington. This will be 
prepared under the personal supervi- 
sion of Chief Willis L. Moore. The 

Paris exposition will cover 336 acres 

of ground, which is about half as much 

as was occupied by the World’s fair at 

Chicago. Of this space a little less 

than seven acres has been secured by 

Commissioner Peck for the American 

exhibit. It is distributed over the ex- 

hibition grounds in small plots. 
American corn in all its forms is to 
be made a striking feature in our ex- 
hibit, says the New York Post. The 
people of Europe know little of the 
food value of our Indian corn, and it 
is intended to make a practical demon- 
stration which will appeal to their 
palates. A corn kitchen will be estab- 
lished in the agricultural pavilion, 
where it is Secretary Wilson’s inten- 
tion to install skilled cooks to pre- 
pare corn in every possible form for 
free distribution to all visitors. The 
dishes will include corn cakes, corn 
puddings, corn bread, canned corn, 
desiccated corn, popcorn, breakfast 
foods of all kinds made from corn, 
hominy grits, cornmeal mush, corn 
pone, corn flour bread, roasted green 
corn and corn in about 20 other forms. 
The secretary believes that the opportu- 
nity for educating the people of the 
old world to the use of this cheap 
and nutritious food is a golden one 
and that any money invested in this 
kind of advertising will be amply re- 
paid in an increase in our corn exports. 


Boy Bugler Shot Three Boers. 
Among the British regiments which 
took part in the hard fighting at: the 
battle of Elandslaagte was the Fifth 
lancers. Attached to the regiment is 


a 14-year-old boy who enlisted as a 
bugler. When the regiment became 
engaged with the enemy, the little 


chap went out with his fellow soldiers 
and soon tound himself in the thick of 
the fighting, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Finally he dropped his bugle and seiz- 
ed a revolver from a fallen soldier. 
With this weapon, the war correspond- 
ents report, he shot three of the Boers, 
coming off himself without injury. 
When the regiment got back to camp 
in safety, the men lifted the boy on 
their shoulders and carried him around 
the camp in triumph. 


Watch With an Alarm. 

A delightful novelty has just been 
brought out in Paris, and we can sug- 
gest no more suitable gift for an un- 
punctual damsel or an unmethodical 
chaperon, who is apt in the enjoyment 
of the moment to forget how the hours 
fly, says The Irish Independent. The 
novelty is an alarm watch, which is 
attached to a bracelet in the usual 
way, either set in diamonds or in plain 
gold with a curb bracelet. The watch 
is set by the fair wearer before going 
to the party. A little needle is releas- 
ed, which pricks the arm of the wear- 
er, thus effectually drawing attention 
to the time. Had such a watch been 
worn by Cinderella the story would 
never have been written.

HOW GEN. SYMONS DIED. 


Rode to Certain Death to Rally His 
Hard Pressed Troops. 

The true story of how General Sir 
William Penn Symons got his mortal 
wound at the battle of Glencoe is 
known at the war office in London, but 
has not yet been told in the English 
press. It is an open secret in official 
circles. The extreme vagueness of the 
accounts published plainly suggested 
that full information was being kept 
back, and the New York World corre- 
spondent succeeded the other day in 
unearthing the mystery. 

General Symons, who was in com- 
mand of the British forces at Glencoe, 
was trying to drive the Boers from the 
hills they had seized. Accompanied by 
his staff he was watching the action 
from the shelter of a clump of trees—a 
target such as the Boer sharpshooters 
delight in, but their bullets fell short. 
As the action grew hot and the British 
force was suffering badly General Sy- 
mons ordered the Dublin fusileers and 
the King’s Royal rifles to advance on 
the main position of the Boers. The 
burgher marksmen met them with a 
galling fire. The lines wavered. The 
officers rallied the men, and again they 
rushed forward in the face of a wither- 
ing hail of bullets. But again the lines 
wavered. Three of their gallant leaders 
were shot. 

Once more the undaunted officers got 
their men to attack. On they went, 
pressing sturdily forward. Here and 
there men dropped on the way, and 
once more the gallant fellows were so 
seriously checked that a rout seemed 
impending. General Symons saw 
everything. He instantly ordered his 
staff to remain where they were by 
the clump of trees and alone galloped 
out into the open toward his hard 
pressed men to lead them himself to 
victory. He had gone but half a mile 
when he reeled in his saddle and fell 
wounded from his horse. Major Stert- 
son of his staff galloped up and had 
just reached the body of his com- 
mander when he himself was shot 
dead. 

General Symons, in short, had pre- 
ferred death to living with the re- 
sponsibility of what seemed destined 
to be another Majuba Hill. But as he, 
mortally wounded, was borne from the 
battlefield he received the glad tid- 
ings that the attacking infantry bat- 
talions had once more rallied and car- 
ried the Boer position by storm, though 
with a terrible loss. This is how the 
brave old Indian fighter met his death. 
It shows the desperate situation of the 
British forces at Glencoe and how near 
that bloody fight was to being an ab- 
solute defeat. For this reason the 
real story has been kept thus far 
from the English press. 


COUNTRY BOYS FOR NAVY. 


Lieutenant Wells Pleased With Re- 
sult of Calling en Rural Cittes. 

Letters sent to the postmasters of 
small cities in Illinois, Wisconsin, In- 
diana and Michigan by Lieutenant 
Wells several weeks ago requesting re- 
cruits for the United States navy are 
bringing good returns. Every day 
young men from the rural districts ap- 
ply at the naval recruiting office in Chi- 
cago for enlistment as landsmen. Lieu- 
tenant Wells is pleased with the re- 
sults of his experiment in drawing 
upon the small towns in the vicinity of 
Chicago for recruits. During a recent 
morning three young men from Utica, 
Ills., applied for enlistment, and, after 
being examined by the surgeon, were 
accepted. 

Lieutenant Wells said: “The men we 
are getting from the country are of the 
highest grade and will make first class 
sailors. They appear more robust than 
the candidates from the large cities. 
In the future it will be the policy of 
the department to get as many country 
boys as possible. They seem anxious 
to enlist, as the pay offered is higher 
than that for farm work. The city 
boys, however, will not be discriminat- 
ed against. They will be given an equal 
chance with their country friends.” 

Lieutenant Wells has orders to enlist 
an unlimited number of landsmen, ma- 
chinists, seamen and electricians. Three 


recruits were sent to the Brooklyn 
navy yard the other day for the United 
States receiving ship Vermont. They 
are: H. K. Aldrich, machinist; S. K. 
Creaghe, seaman, and C. O. Olson, 
painter. 


PAID $700 FOR A TREE. 


it Is Said to Have Been In a Buddhist 

Temple For Over Two Centuries, 

Colonel George Pope of Brooklyn was 
the purchaser of the ‘‘masterpiece” at 
the auction sale of Japanese trees and 
plants at some horticultural rooms in 
New York the other afternoon. It was 
a large chabo hiba, and the mate to 
the one purchased by Mr. Pope a year 
ago. For the one he bought the other 
day he paid $700. It is in a jardiniere 
36 inches in diameter. The history of 
the tree dates back, it is said, to the 
middle of the fourteenth century, when 
the art of gardening in Japan was pat- 
ronized by the rulers. 

The tree is said to have been in a 
Buddhist temple from the first part of 
the sixteenth century to the middle of 
the eighteenth century. A record of it 
is preserved in parchment. Mr. Wadley 
was a spirited bidder against Mr. Pope, 
his last bid being $690. A combination 
piece, of cypresses and evergreens, 
brought $141. Altogether, 250 plants 
were disposed of, and the prices were 
said to be fair. 

Roadhouse at San Juan. 

An American company has leased 
the San Juan battlefield and will build 
an attractive roadhouse on the site of 
the destroyed fort, introducing other 
features to make the locality an at- 
tractive resort, says a Santiago de 
Cuba dispatch to the New York Times.

Of 
course it was not long before her dis- 
tress attracted the notice of passersby. 
“I have lost my ticket,” she said in an- 
swer to the query of a man who stop- 
ped for a moment in his rush for the 
train. “I don’t know what to do, for I 
Lave not a nickel with me and I live 
away up town.” 

The man pulled a string of tickets 
from his pocket, tore off one, handed it 
to the woman and resumed his rush 
without waiting for her thanks.

timber is brought out by them that 
would otherwise remain until destroy- | 
ed by fire or age. 

Under the pressure of modern de- | 
mands and conditions the old method 
of operating mills only during the sum- 
mer season has given way to a more 
economical one, and half a dozen large 
mills on Duluth harbor will be run all 
the coming winter. This operation is 
made possible by the construction of a 
“hot pond,” into which the logs brought 
to the mills by rail are dumped, and 
where they remain until the frost is 
out of them and they can be drawn up 
into the mills. A hot pond is a large 
inclosure in stream or lake into which | 
the exhaust steam from the mill’s en- | 
gines is discharged, keeping the water | 
from freezing in any weather the 
northwest can produce. By the use of | | 
the steam road instead of streams for | 
bringing the logs to mill and by the hot | 
pond for caring for them, once there, 
continuous sawmill operations are per- 
mitted.

Carving the Yosemite Valley. 

In a recent article on the origin of 
the Yosemite valley, Professor W. P. 
Blake—a most adequate authority on 
the subject—remarks that the gorge, so 
grand and impressive, is, in fact, only 
a minor feature of the glacial workings 
above it through hundreds of square 
miles of the Sierra. Professor Blake 
thinks that the ice must have filled the 
gorge, and much above it, to a thick- 
ness of 5,000 feet, and with a pressure 
upon the floor of the valley of 120,000 
pounds to the square foot; the tre- 
mendous force of such a weight, on the 
under surface of which was a broken 
mass of rock, like diamonds in a drill, 
grinding, planing and cutting, can 
imagined; for untold ages, 
too, this mighty force was at work, 
polishing the face of the 
through which it passed. 

The character of the Yosemite rock 
being granite, close grained aud verti- 
eal in structure, with points of easy 
fracture, it would appear that, as the

Annual Report and Recommende- 
tions of the Commissioner Gene—~ 


In his annual report to the secretary 
of the treasury Commissioner General 


Powderly of the immigration bureau | 


gives the total arrivals for the year 
ended June 30, i809, as 211,715. an in- 
crease over the next preceding yeu ex 
82,416, or 36 per cent. The opinion is 
expressed that at least 25,000 persons 
were not listed in this number through 
a defect in the law, as well as an in- 
determinate number from Canada and 
Mexico who are not under existing 
regulations accounted for. The increase 
over the figures for last year is repre- 
sented largely by immigration from 
Europe, specifically from Italy, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Russia and Finland,

Stephenson May Be Displaced by One | 
William James of Warwickshire, | 
Who is the “Father of Railways?’ 

| Books of reference give the distinction 
to George Stephenson, and Dr. Smiles| 
has enshrined the claim in his “Lives of | 
the Engineers.” But an effort is now 
being made to secure recognition of the 
claim of Mr. William James, a War- 
wickshire contemporary of Stephen- 
the London Chronicle. It] 
appears that in 17%0—when George | 
Stephenson was a lad of 18—William | 
| James was engaged in laying out plans | 
| for railroads. In 1802 he journeyed |} 
into Lancashire for railway survey 
purposes and conceived the idea of es- | 
tablishing railroads between Liverpool | 
and Manchester, Bolton and other} 
towns for the carriage of cotton and| 
general foods. | 
1819 and 1820 James pro-| 
jected a line called the Central Junc- | 
tion railroad, a portion of which, be- 
tween Stratford-on-Avon and Moreton- 
in-the-Marsh, with a branch line to 
Skipton, was actually laid. In 1821-2} 
Mr. James formed the first railway 
in England, “the Liverpool 
and Manchester,” and in the family 
papers it is alleged that Stephenson, in 
surveying its line, merely followed in 
his footsteps. Sir Edward Watkin and | 
other leading railway men are strongly | 
impressed by the claim of the War-| 
wickshire man to be the pioneer of our | 
railway system, and a committee has} 
been formed for the purpose of getting | 
his services recognized. It is intended |

NEW FIRE MACHINE.

For Fighting 
Fire Patented. 

An ingenious inventor who thinks 
there is room for ingenuity in other 
than warlike weapons has recently 
patented an apparatus which he calls 
the monitor battery and which is de- 
signed to play the same part in fight- 
ing a fire that heavy siege guns do in 
bombarding a city, says the Chicago 
Tribune. Several lines of hose are 
connected with the big nozzle, waled 
can throw a solid stream of water 
three inches in diameter if desired. 

The nozzle is so supported that it can 
be easily handled by one man. It is 
drawn by a single horse and is design- 
ed for use in limited areas, where there 
is not room for the operation of a wa- 
ter tower. When not in action, the 
heavy nozzle is so suspended that the 
weight falls on the wheels, thus rellev- | 
ing the horse of much of the burden. 
At a fire the table supporting the noz- 
zle is thrown forward by a lever. The 
machine is so built that it can with-}

A Few Seams Are the Fad. 

Tailors and modistes, who are, as a 
rule, so scornful of one another, have 
come together in a common cause. 
They have a new and lively interest in 
life—a mission, as it were—and the ob- 
ject of their combined efforts is the 
total extermination of seams. Fewer 
seams are used this season than ever 
before, and even the one or two that 
are positively necessary are carefully 
concealed under strapping or trimming 
of one sort or another. Cutting has 
developed into a fine art, and the tailor 
or modiste who can so curve, stretch or 
twist a piece of fabric and mold it into 
sheathlike covering for a feminine 
form without the aid of a single seam 
is considered something higher than 
an ordinary genius. Seamless skirts 
are made with bias backs. It sounds 
almost incredible. And more than 
that, they dare around the lower edge. 
There is positively no front gore. One 
side of the front is lapped over the 
other and buttoned straight down, or, 
if buttons are not desired, the lap and 
lower edge of the skirt are strapped 
and stitched. Tight fitting, seamless 
bodices are worn with these skirts. 
Of course the shoulder seam can nev- 
er be dispensed with, nor the one seam 
that joins the sleeve, but the body of 
the waist is cut in one piece. The cen- 
ter of the back is laid on a straight 
fold of the cloth, which is so curved in 
cutting that it fits like a glove, the only 
darts that are allowed being two tiny 
ones cut in from the arm holes at the 
bust line. Then the fronts are lapped 
over and fastened down on a line with 
the fastening of the skirt—Elmira Tel- 
egrain.

American liquors, such as beers and 
whisky, American clothing, American 
wagons and American hardware have 
all been favorites in South Africa. 
‘hen, too, Americans themselves have

been well treated. An American is 
the practical head of the De Beers 
diamond mines. An American was 


formerly the state mining engineer in 
the Transvaal, and fully one-half of 
'the mine managers at the Witwaters- 
rand gold mines are Americans. 

This speaks well for America and 
augurs still greater things for our 
country in the future. We are friendly 
with all of 
England sees in us a moral ally; the 
| Transvaal and the Free State look to 
!us for moral aid in settling their difii- 
‘culties with Great Britain. No matter 
which side wins, we will be the gainer. 
If England is successful, she will ex- 
tend all possible favors to us; if the 
Boers should win, America, being a re-

can, for some of America’s representa- 
tives in South Africa have not been all 
that could be desired. 

So America will be the gainer unless 
—and that phase is one likely to come 
up at any moment—there is a rising of 
the natives. If that should come to 
pass, then South Africa will be a land 
‘of terror and desolation. Whether the 
1,151 tribes will remain quiet or not it 
is impossible to predict. At this writ- 
ing they are still at with the 
white man, but any hour may bring a 
change. So long as either the Briton 
or the Boer shows decided supremacy 
in the field, so long will the native re- 
| main peaceable, but let the whites rend

| be so evenly matched in the game of 
; War that both sides are decimated, and 
then the world will see a rising of na- 
tives compared with which the Indian 
mutiny will be insignificant. 

Leaving aside the unpleasant possi- 
bility of a native uprising, South Afri- 
ca will soon be the tield for great com- 
mercial and financial advantages. 
Peace must come sooner or later, and 
then America will reap the reward of 
British aggression and Boer stubborn-

ness. South Africa will need much 
mining machinery, corrugated iron 
houses, clothing, underwear, nails, 


hats—in fact, everything that a human 
being needs will be wanted. 

South Africa has no manufactories. 
Everything must be imported, whether 
it be whisky or clothing. Even agri- 
culture has been neglected in the mad 
rush for wealth and, incidentally, ruin. 
Legitimate business has been abandon- 
ed for speculation, and commercial 
honesty has been on the verge of ob- 
livion. When the war shall have clear- 
ed the atmosphere, business, as it is 
understood in the United States, will 
once more take the place of scheming, 
and so good may yet come from bad. 

But one thing Americans must heed 
or they will regret their lack of sense— 
they must avoid gold and diamond 
and all other mines as they would the 
evil one. Seuth Africa is too thor- 
oughly in the clutch of the unscrupu- 
lous speculator and promoter to war- 
rant the investment of American cap- 
ital in anything save legitimate busi- 
ness. If speculative Americans must 
invest in mines, let them seek new 
ones (there are plenty to be had for 
the developing) and then keep abso- 
lute control in their own hands. For 
the South African promoter is first 
cousin to Bret Harte’s Chinaman— 
childlike and bland, but with sundry 
and various financial tricks that are 
delightfully ingenious, even though 
they are apt to impoverish those who 
tre foolish enough to be ensnared. 

Some $2,000,000,000 has been in- 
vested in South African mines. Eng- 
lish, French and Germans have fur- 
nished the money. Alfred Beit, J. B. 
Robinson, Barnato Bros’., Wertheim, 
S. Neuman & Co. Cecil Rhodes 
and half a dozen more are worth close 
to $1,000,000,000 between them. Every 
bit of this stupendous sum was made 
through the flotation of mines. All 
of the mines, with two exceptions, are 
freatly overcapitalized. About 40 of 
them have paid dividends ranging 
from 15 per cent to 675 per cent, but 
as only those within the sacred circle 
know whether these huge dividends 
Were honestly earned, it is advisable 
that American investors should leaye 
all speculative investments to the less

Enslin, up to 198. The list includes the 
losses of the Ninth lancers, none of 
whom are reported missing. A cabled 
list of casualties from General Buller, 
received in London late yesterday after- 
.pon. gives a lieutenant of the Ninth 
lancers wounded in a seconnaissance 
Sunday. This appears to dispose of the 
stories set afloat in London and Berlin 
that the cavalry corps, 500 strong, had 
fallen into a trap similar to that which 
resulted in the capture of a squadron 
of the Eighteenth huzzars at Glencoe 
a month or more ago. 

On the Natal side the wonder is that 
10,000 troops should have been gathered 
at Mooi river and Estcourt without a 
word of it escaping the British censor. 
Such seems to have been the case, how- 
ever. Hildyard’s column seems de- 
ficient in artillery, and has only ir- 
regular cavalry, if the dispatches may 
be trusted; and it is hinted from Lon- 
don ‘that the inability of the British 
scouts to keep in touch with the mobile 
Boer columns may account for the re- 
ported wholesale retreat of the Boers to 
the Tugela river; while there is some 
anxiety lest there be a Boer descent 
from the flanks upon the marching col- 
umn or upon its communications. In 
any event, the blowing up of the Frere 
bridge and the apparent delay at that 
point, as a result, indicates the dif- 
ficulties that confront Hildyard’s ad- 
vance. The great body of the Boers 
is no doubt intrenched behind the Tu- 
gela river, and prepared to dispute 
Hildyard’s advance beyond that point. 
Ladysmith is reported safe up to Nov. 
24, a considerable advance in our know!l- 
edge of its siege. 

From Mafeking there is nothing, not 
even a Pretoria report of its fall, which 
would scarcely surprise the British pub- 
lic. 

A Boer protest to the powers, calling 
attention to the employment of Kaffirs 
and Basutos by the British, and to 
British violations of the rules of civil- 
ized warfare, including the Geneva 
cross, has been put out in Paris. As 
it is partially echoed from Berlin, it 
appears not wholly a French fabrication, 
and may assume some importance.

The latest phase of the mobilization 
of the reserves has proved as satisfac- 
tory as have former calls. Out of 9786 
men summoned, 9533 have rejoined the 
colors. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Conservative 
member of parliament since 1880, and 
from 1886 to 1892 solicitor general, has 
addressed a letter to his constituents 
announcing his intention to retire at the 
next general election, in view of the fact 
that he is not in agreement with the 
government's policy.

Police In the Dark. 

New York, Nov. 29.—William F. Miller, 
who con®icted the Franklin syndicate 
in Brooklyn, has not yet been arrested, 
and the police have not the faintest idea 
where he is. The Franklin syndicate 
safe, which was locked up by Miller the 
last thing before he took flight, was 
opened by a locksmith yesterday. Init 
was found 190 shares of Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit stock and a few worthless scraps 
of paper. There was not a penny of 
cash, and nothing of value except the 
stock, Postmaster Wilson of Brooklyn 
has received an order from the post 
master general, directing him to return, 
so far as possible, to the senders, all 
letters addressed to the syndicate. 
About 1500 pieces of mail, including over 
$12,000 worth of money orders, have ac- 
cumulated since Saturday. 


Poultry Prices Get a Boost. 

Boston, Noy. 29.—The Thanksgiving 
Ppiultry trade was given a shaking up 
yesterday by the condemnation by 
health officers of large consignments of 
western fowl. Prices had been low and 
trade good, buc the rejection of prac- 
tically haif the consignment has sent 
up cuotations. The chief trouble was 
sourness, and the prevailing warm 
weather is responsible for this. The 
aggregate losses, upon whomever they 
fall, are considerable. Four tons of 
eendemned birds were taken to Spec- 
tacle island as fertilizer. The birds 
from northern New England and New 
York seem to be in good condition.

**Whatever may be the outeome oi 
the discussion now going on with 
regard to a@ change in the system of 
town government in Brookline, the 
history of that town furnishes an in- 
structive object lesson to many othe! 
communities, Retaining its political 
individuality when all influences 
seemed combined against it, it~ has 
shown that the business of a city 
government may be carried on under 
the form of a town. With waterworks, 
police and fire departments, sewers, 
parks, lights, public baths und all the 
improvements which are found in large 
cities, trookline has strictly main- 
tained an administrative autonomy. 
It has steadfastly opposed annexation 
to Boston and will do so now or al- 
though it is generally felt that the time 
has come when the town meeting Js 
too cumbersome for a town of the size 
of Brookline—a town larger than the 
average of cities throughout the 
United States, 

‘It is not at all unlikely that the 
advocates of annexation to Boston will 
tind here another opportunity for con- 
certed effort but the failure to ac- 
complish annexation some twenty 
years ago, when the executive, legis- 
lative and judicial departments of the 
State were in favor of it, and it met 
defeat, gives little hope that it can 
be accomplished now. Yet there is one 
change which is suggested and which 
seems to be urged with much greater 
show of reason, That is, that Brook- 
line should be detached trom Norfolk 
County and added to Saffolk. Such a 
change would in nowise impair the 
autonomy of the town, yet it would do 
away with many of the vexations 
which arise from the fact that Brook- 
line is naturaly entirely distinct from 
Norfolk County. Legislation will be 
sought, we understand to aecomplish 
this, and to make the position of 
Brookline analogous to that of Chelsea, 
a part of Suffolk County in which the 
Roard of Aldermen meet as County 
Commissioners, by allowing the select- 
men in Brookline to perform leke func- 
tions with respect to that part of 
Suffolk County. 

**At present Brookline pays. we 
believe, some thirty-seven per cent. of

‘‘What arrangement could be made 
to pay Brookline for her interest in 
Norfolk County institutions, or for the 
meeting of the share of — expenses 
Brookline has borne, we are not 
prepared to say.

In the Currency Measure Prepared 
by Republican Caucus Committee. 


Banks Permitted to Increase 
Their Circulating Medium. 


becretary of Treasury May Exchange Gold For 
Silver at His Discretion. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The financial 
bill prepared by the Republican caucus 
committee, which met at Atlantic City 
last spring, was yesterday made public 
by the committee. The bill, first of all, 
makes a flat-footed assertion that gold is 
the standard of value in the monetary 
system of the United States. Another 
feature of note is the establishment of 
a separate bureau of issue and redemp- 
tion in the treasury, in accordance with 
Secretary Gage’s recommendation in his 
first annual report. This, the more ad- 
vanced members of the committee con- 
sider, is the nearest approach just now 
practicable to the radical measure of 
abolishing the independent treasury al- 
together. 

By another paragraph, the national 
banks are permitted to isgue notes to the 
par value of their bonds deposited with 
the treasurer to secure circulation, and 
the tax thereon is removed. On this 
point of an increased issue of bank notes 
the committee was divided in senti- 
ment; part of the members believing 
that a further elasticity should be given 
to the currency by authorizing the issue 
of unsecured notes up to the amount of, 
Say, 20 or 30 percent of the capital of the 
issuing bank, with a graded series “of 
taxes which should reduce the profit on 
such emergency circulation in propor- 
tion to its increased volume; but their 
colleagues felt that this would be too 
radical for a party measure, and the 
more moderate couns?is prevailed. 

A third provision which will attract 
attention is that authorizing the seere- 
tary of the treasury to exchange gold 
for silver at his discretion. This, again, 
was a compromise between extreme 
views, some members preferring to ig- 
nore the whole subject, and others wish- 
ing to make the exchange compulsory. 
As the committee has left it, all doubt 
as to the legal right of the secretary to 
make such exchange is removed. 

It will be recalled that through all the 
first part of his adrninistration Sec- 
retary Carlisle used to insist that there 
was no law authorizing him to exchange 


are} the one metal for the other directly, 


although there were indirect Ways in 
which it could be accomplished, if both 
parties were sufficiently anxious for the 
exchange. Later he changed his mind, 
and fell back upon the declarations of 
policy in the acts of 1890 and 1893, to 
keep the two metals at a parity, ruling 
that if necessary to maintain the parity 
he would exchange gold for silver. 

t is well known here that Secretary 
Gage would rather have had the new 
act to contain a mandatory clause on 
this subject, but that he will not hesitate 
to make an exchange of the two metals 
at the legal ratio whenever necessary to 
maintain the parity, which, in his view, 
is liable to be any and all times. There 
was a case of actual exchange once 
during Mr. Manning's administration 
in 1885, when Treasurer Jordan ex- 
changed gold certificates to the value 
of nearly $6,000,000 for fractional silver 
currency, although the law was not 
supposed to authorize such a transaction 
in terms. 

The new Dill is of uncommon clear- 
ness in phraseology, and, it is believed, 
will be all the easier to put through 
congress on that account. 


He Sacrificed His Life. 

Houston, Nov. 29.—When the first sec- 
tion of the train bearing the Tennessee 
volunteers was near Weirr, on its way 
through Texas, yesterday, a_ section 
gang was on the track with a handcar 
and did not discover the special until it 
was almost upon them. The crew fled, 
but Foreman Thomas pluckily tried to 
get the hapdcar out of the way thata 
wreck might be averted and had almost 
succeeded when the train struck and 
killed him. The handcar had been re- 
moved far enough to prevent any great 
damage being done. 

Probably Fatal Lamp Explosion. 

Lynn, Mass., Noy. 29.—While carrying 
a lighted lamp in her home at 96 Lewis 
street, Mrs. Isabel Green, 40 years old,

Would Not Accept Aid. 

Providence, Nov. 29.—Herbert Daniels, 
a veteran of the Civil war and a brother 
of former Lieutenant Governor Daniels 
of Kansas, died of starvation at the 
homeopathic hospital, to which he had 
been taken. Daniels was a recluse and 
had refused all offers of aid. He wasa 
member of the Seventh Rhode Island 
regiment, of which his brother was 
colonel. 


Will Make Bids to Stockholders. 

Fall River, Mass., Nov. 29.—The belief 
prevails among many local mill share- 
holders that Barrow, Wade, Guthrie & 
Co., the financing agents of the proposed 
print cloth trust, will soon make another 
attempt to secure control of the Fall 
River mills. The next offer will be made 
directly to stockholders and not to the 
directors, as before, thus compelling 
each holder of shares to act for himself. 


Spinners Desert Oldtown Mill. 

Oldtown, Me., Nov. 29.—The spinners 
in the mill of the Oldtown Woolen com- 
pany are out op strike. The operatives 
requested that their wages be restored 
to the prices paid before the last cut- 
down, and upon a refusal of their de- 
mand the entire crew left the mill. 
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EXCESSIVE PUNISHMENT 
hg to Have Been Inflicted by School- 
teacher Upon a Provincetown Girl. 
Provincetown, Mass., Nov. 29.—This 
town is considerably aroused over the 
alleged brutal whipping at school of 
Effie Forrest, 15 years old, by her teach- 
er, Miss Angie Sparks. Mrs. Luther 
P. Hatch, who is the foster mother of 
Miss Forrest, says that Effie was kept 
after school, with other pupils, and they 
got to playing. One of the gilrs tied a 
string to another's hair, and when the 
cord was pulled tight the girl tipped 
over a seat. Effie laugher at this, 
and it is alleged that the teacher 
gave her four blows on the hand witha 
ruler, supplementing them with other 
blows which caused seven black and 
blue marks across her back and extend- 

ing around to the arm. 

Miss Sparks denies that she gave the 
girl excessive punishment. She has 
been summoned to appear before Jus- 
tice Hopkins, and great interest is man- 
ifested in the result of the hearing, as 
the future government of schools in 
this section will, to a great extent, be 
guided by the decision. Counsel has 
been engaged on both sides. 


An Important Raid. 

New York, Novy, 29.—Errand boys and 
junior clerks employed in brokers’ offi- 
ces have daily for some weeks been seen 
going in and out of the stamp store run 
by David D. Badeau at 12 Broadway. 
Scrutiny of Badeau's business by In- 
ternal Revenue Agent Thompson has 
developed, it is alleged, that the pro- 
prietor was buying and selling washed 
Internal revellue SlLamMps at toe rate of 
between $6000 and $8000 a day. Agent 
Thompson yesterday raided the stamp 
store, arrested the proprietor and seized 
in all about 5000 revenue stamps, worth 
from $1 to $30 each. 


Queen Going to Germany. 

London, Nov. 29.—Truth announces 
that Emperor William has achieved one 
of the objects of his visit to England, in 
having induced Queen Victoria to give 
a conditional promise to visit the Prus- 
sian court during the last week of April. 
She will be Germany's guest for several 
days at Coblentz or Potsdam. Her ma- 
jesty’s visit will be entirely private. 


Greenfield Loses an Old Citizen. 

Greenfield, Mass., Nov. Timothy 
McDonald, 103 years old, died here last 
night. He was a native of Ireland, 
but came to this country inany years 
ago. He was a tanner, and has long 
been a resident of this city. Sixty 
years ago he took a pledge to abstain 
from intoxicating liquors, and he was 
true to his promise. 
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Bad For Mrs. <a 
St. Louis, Nov. 29.—Octavo Didder, an 
expressman, made a full confession to 
the circuit attorney yesterday, in which 
he admitted having hauled trunks from 
Midwife Bamberger's house for several 
years. He hauled one trunk, alleged 
to have contained the body of Ida Zim- 
merman, which, he said, he saw placed 
in it. 
Killed Wife and Himself. 
Murphysboro, Hls., Nov. 29.-Samgel 
Coad, ex-township treasurer and a 
prominent citizen, shot and killed his 
wife yesterday, and then committed sui- 
cide.

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LTHOUGH 
first Thanksgiving 
differed very mate- 
rially from its suc- 
cessors in that it 
was proclaimed as a fast and not as @ 
feast, it terminated in a festivity. Sup- 
plies had run short, the ships expected 
from England were delayed, and ex- 
tinction threatened the “governor and 
tompany of Massachusetts Bay in New 
England.” Winthrop and his council 
decided to hold a day of prayer and ab- 
stinence, “so that ye Lorde be pro- 
pitiated and looke upon his servants 
with favor in that they have humbled 
themselves before him.” Accordingly 
a crier was sent about the primitive 
settlement at Charlestown, and the 
colonists were each aud all invited to 
take part in the faust. Their sacrifice 
met with speedy reward. 

Searcely had the noon hour of the al- 
lotted day arrived when the long hop- 
ed for ship made its welcome appear- 
ance in Massachusetts bay, the cargo 
was landed, and the fast was succeed- 
ed by a banquet of a sort which must 
have 
exiles so recently plunged in hunger 
and hardship. On the threshold of 
dreaded winter Winthrop and his fol- 
lowers found what had been a pros- 
pect of fear and peril changed into one 
of happiness and hope. Such was 
America’s tirst Thanksgiving as cele- 
brated 260 years ago. Thereafter each 
succeeding November marked in 
the annals of the colony by 
festival of gratitude. 

But Thanksgiving in the early 
of our history was not confined to the 
New England pioneers alone. Just 15 
years after Winthrop’s proclamation— 
i. e., in 1645—Governor Kieft of the 
Dutch colony, then known as Nieuw 
Amsterdam, but now as New York, or- 
dered the observance of a day of re- 
joicing and thanks “for the rest and 
peace which God had been pleased to 
bestow upou his servants.” 

The next notable Thanksgiving day 
in history fell in 1758. On that date 


was 


days 


the British and colonial army, com- 
manded by General Forbes, attacked 
and captured from the French, after 


a fierce struggle, Fort Duquesne, ct 
the junction of the Alleghany and Mo- 
nongahela rivers. The name of the 
place was changed to Fort Pitt and 
was the nucleus of the city of Pitts- 
burg. Thus in a special sense the his- 
tory of the great capital of the coal and 
iron industries is connected with the 
celebration of Thanksgiving day. 

But meanwhile in New England what 
had been begun as an occasional day of 
pious rejoicing had assumed the pro- 
portions of a fixed national holiday. 
In Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
it was especially popular. There was 
at first great latitude in regard to the 
day selected for the feast. Governors 
proclaimed the chosen date arbitrarily, 
and no effort was made to keep the an- 
niversary of Winthrop’s proclamation. 
Sometimes Thanksgiving ocurrced in 
July, sometimes in midwinter. At 
length, through the efforts of the presi- 
dent and Harvard col- 
lege, it was practically fixed upon the 
last Thursday in November. 

In the south Thanksgiving as an an- 
nual festival remained practically un- 
known until in 1855 the curious Vir- 
ginia controversy on the subject was 
precipitated. This controversy, which 
is not generally known, deserves a brief 
notice. The governor of Virginia at the 
time was one Johns, a patriotic and 
broad minded gentleman, who had al- 
Ways entertained a reverence for the 
Puritan anniversary which was by no 
means common below Mason and Dix- 
on’s line. Governor Johns, in a letter 
to the state legislature, urgently rec- 
ommended the recognition of Thanks- 
giving in Virginia and offered, in case 
his recommenmition proved satisfac- 
tory, to at once issue a proclamation. 

tut the legislature of Washington's 
state did not look upon the New Eng- 
land holiday with favor. Governor 
Johns was advised not to make the 
Thanksgiving proclamation, and, as he 
did not do so, the matter was allowed 
temporarily to drop. But public inter- 
est had been awakened, and before 
long a fierce debate was raging in Vir- 
ginia between the opponents and sup- 
porters of the proposed southern 
Thanksgiving. At last, in 1857, Govern- 
or Wise, Johns’ successor, took the 
metaphorical bull by the horns and is- 
sued a proclamation setting apart a 
day for the feast. His action caused 
much angry criticism, and several 
southern newspapers declared that 
Thanksgiving was simply “a relic of 
Puritanic bigotry.” In spite of this, the 
innovation was warmly welcomed. The 
hospitable southerners greeted gladly 
another holiday, and the northern feast 
soon ranked among them as second in 
importance only to the glorious Fourth 
itself. In 1858, the year after Wise’s 
proclamation, no fewer than eight gov- 
ernors of southern states proclaimed 
Thanksgiving in their sections. 
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The 
war, however, coming shortly after- 
ward, practically extinguished the 


popularity of the holiday in Dixie.—

{pdermanned Transport Leaks Badly 
and Becomes Disabled,

peplorable Condition of Affairs on Vessel Just 
Arrived at Manila. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—War depart- 
ment officials were surprised at the in- 
formation contained in a Manila dis- 

tech concerning the condition of the 
transport Manauense, which has just 
arrived at Manila. They are at a loss 
to account for the deplorable state of 
affairs which is said to have existed on 
the ship, as they Say every precaution 
is taken before transport vessels leave 
the United States to see that they are 
properly and adequately manned and 
supplied with commissary stores. The 
dispatch referred to said: 

When the transport Manauense an- 
chored in Manila bay yesterday, 33 days 
from San Francisco, there was several 
feet of Water in her hold, and 400 grimy, 
greasy, hungry, exhausted soldiers and 
silors had been passing buckets of 
watersince Nov. 17, night and day, First 
Assistant Engineer Dunlevey was under 
arrest and, according to Colonel Hayes’ 
official report, the chief engineer would 
glso have been under arrest if there had 
been any one to replace him. 

The colonel’s report declares that the 
captain of the vessel told him that the 
only thing which brought them through 
was the fact that the men were green- 
horns and failed to realize their danger, 
while experienced seamen would have 
deserted the ship and taken to the boats 
in mid ocean. 

The Manauense started from San Fran- 
cisco accompanied by the transport 
Pekin, which carried the remainder of 
the regiment, and encountered heavy 
seas to Honolulu without accident. 

After starting it developed that she 
was undermanned, and soldiers had to 
be detailed to act as seamen, coal pass- 
ers and waiters and to do other work. 
Before reaching Honolulu the crew con- 
cluded that the ship was not safe and 


s 


the majority agreed to desert. They 
were closely atched, many of the crew 
succeeding in getting away, and the 


Manauense left Honolulu with less than 
half her crew. 

The captain of the transport on Nov. 
Ij told Colonel Hayes that the vessel had 


sprung : k, and an investigation re- 
sulted in finding several feet of waterin 
her hold. The steam pumps were tried, 


but failed to work, and there were uo 
hand pumps on board. However, 46 
buckets were found, others were im- 
brovised and the soldiers not employed 
in working the ship were organized into 
five shifts and, stripped and forming 
lines, they began bailing, the officers 
working with the men, passing the buck- 
€ts which were sent up to the deck by a 
windlass. The longest timea shift could 
stand two hours, and often the 
period was not longer than half an hour. 
The bailing continued until the ship an- 
shored here. 
The same day 


was 


the leaking was dis- 
covered the machinery collapsed, and 
the electric lighting plant and evapor- 
ating, distilling and refrigerating ap- 
paratus failed to work. There were no 
lamps, and the few candles found were 
exhausted after a few days. During the 
last week of the passage the Manauense 
Was inutterdarknessat night. She had 
been rolling in heavy seas all the way, 
but Nov. 22 she encountered a typhoon 
and pitched and tossed alarmingly. 

The water rose rapidly, and the bailing 
force was doubled. But the buckets 
dually smashed and barrels and 
were substituted for them, the 
men working in darkness with planks 
and pieces of iron shifting or being 
Violently washed among them, The 
firemen could only feed the fires by being 
lifted on the shoulders of other men 
through water waist deep. 

The typhoon lasted two days anda 
half, and in the midst of it the engines 
Stopped. The officers then held a coun- 
«land found that there were 420 per- 
®0ns on board, with lifeboat accommo- 
dations for 213. 

Inthe meantime the men below, 
ignorant of their extreme peril, were 
passing buckets and singing, *‘What the 
Hell Do We Care,” while the ship rolled 
helpless on the ocean, with hatches 
closed. 

The heat was intense until the typhoon 
Passed, and then the Pekin, which had 
Tétraced her course about 70 miles, came 
alongside the Manauense, which was 
Tolling so heavily that the soldiers in the 
hold could, at each roll, see the Pekin 
through the hatches overhead. 

Colonel Pettit, the commander of the 
Thirty-first volunteer regiment, ordered 
the Manauense to proceed to Guam and 
“Walt relief, but the captain of the 
Manauense demurred, the officers say, 
because the government was renting the 
ship for $500 per day. 

Throughout the remainder of the voy- 
4ge the engines of the Manauense failed 
frequently and the ship would roll fora 
few hours while the engines were re- 
paired. Then the steamer would pro- 
ceed again for a few hours. 

The meat and vegetables rotted be- 
cause of the failure of the refrigerators 
and were thrown overboard. 

After the storm the water supplied to 
the ship at Honolulu had to be used for 
the boilers, and there was little or none 
for drinking. In fact, it is asserted that 
during the last week of the voyagethe 
men lived almost entirely on whisky, 
deer and hard tack. 

The officers and soldiers were utterly 
exhausted when they reached Manila. 
They declare the engineers were grossly 
incompetent. The officers also said that 
the behavior of the troops was beyond 
Praise. For days they worked in the 
dark, sulfocating hold, with water 
#0me times up to their shoulders, and 
Dlanks washing about in a manner dan- 
Serous to life and limb, The officers 
took the lead in bailing and encouraged 
the men. 


COLLIDED OFF CAPE cop. 


hing Schooner Goes to the Bottem and 
Two of Her Men Are Killed. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 29.—A | 
collision o®curred early Sunday morn- 
ing, 30 miles southeast from Highland | 
light, Cape Cod, between the fishing 
schooner Sylvester Whalen, headed for 
South channel, and schooner Major 
Pickands, Pointing northward for Cape 
Cod. The Pickands arrived here yester- 
day in a disabled condition, with Captain 
Hogan and 21 men of the Whalen

board. Two of the crew of the Whalen 
were killed, and three men were badly 
injured. The men killed were Patrick 
Powers and Michael Corrigan, both of 
Boston. Kobert O'Brien, Joseph Clark 
and Thomas O’Brien were badly injured. 

Captain Hogan of the Whalen states 
that his vessel was running out to the 
fishing grounds, intending to get one 
more day’s fishing before going into 
Boston, and a portion of the crew were 
engaged on deck baiting their trawis 


when the collision occurred. A stiff 
northerly wind was blowing, and the | 
vessels were going ata high rate of 


speed. 

Most of the Whalen’s crew were be- 
low when the crash came, and great con- 
fusion followed. The men made a rush 
for the big coasting schooner to get on 
board, and it was in this hurry that two 
men were crushed between the two ves- 
sels. Their lifeless forms dropped intu 
the sea. They were not recovered. 

After the vessels were separated some 
of the Whalen’s crew boarded and set fire 
toher. She had on board 25,000 fish, and 
was insured for $8000. 

The Pickands was sailing on the star- 
board tack and was struck with such 
force that her stem was started, the 
jibboom carried away and other damage 
done. She leaked badly, but her steam 
and hand pumps combined succeeded in 
keeping her free. She endeavored to 
reach Boston, but on account of ad- 
verse winds bore up for Vineyard 
Haven, being towed from Cape Pogue 
by a tug. 

The injured men of the Whalen’s crew 
Were taken to the marine hospital for 
treatment, Robert O'Brien's leg being 
so badly crushed that amputation will 
probably be necessary. The remainder 
of the crew are being cared for at the 
Seamen's Bethel here. 


Investigating Attorney's Office. } 
New York, Noy. 29.—The Mazet in- | 
vestigating committee divided its at- 
tention yesterday between the district 
attorney's office and the office of the 
corporation counsel. After the unsuc- 
cessful attempt to have District At- 
torney Gardiner appear before it, the 
committee devoted a large portion of 
the day in hearing witnesses in relation 
to indictments that had been dismissed 
and guilty persons that had been al- 
lowed to go unpunished. In several in- 
stances the district attorney had ac- | 
cepted the plea of manslaughter in the 
second degree, where, according to the 
testimony of witnesses Mr. Moss put 
on the stand, deliberate murder had been 
committed.

New York, Nov. 29.—“Kid"” Broad otf 
Cleveland met Dave Sullivan of Boston 
last night before the Broadway Athletic 
club, and the kid won in a contest of 
25 rounds at 124 pounds. Sullivanin the 
opening rounds assumed the aggres- 
sive, but he at no time offset his adver- 
sary’s defensive tactics and counters. 
Toward the end of the fight Broad 
eimply swamped his adversary with left 
jabs and right crosses, interspersed with 
right uppercuts which weakened the 
Bostonian, and there was nothing to st 
when the 2lst round had been com- 
pleted. Sullivan from this point made 
a grandstand play, but his efforts were 
ineffective. 

A Gratifying Report. 

Washington, Nov. 29.—Commissioner 
Wilson of the internal revenue bureau, 
in his report for the fiscal year ended 
June 359, 1899, shows that the receipts 
froni ail sources aggregated $273,484,573, 
an increase over the preceding year of 
$102,617,000. The total amount expended 
in the collection of revenues during the 
last fiscal year was $4,591,754, or 1.68 per- | 
cent of the collections. This percentage 
of cost is the smallest in the history of 
the bureau. The commissioner esti- 
mates that the receipts from all sources 
for the present year will approximate | 
$285,000,090.

| about two and one-half miles apart, 


the harbor is to be dredged and main- 
tained at 30 feet, and a channel is to 
be dredged and maintained at the same 
depth from seaward in a northeasterly 
direction. Close in to the shore, where 
the smaller class of vessels will lie, a 
somewhat less depth will be maintain- 
ed. On the east side will be piers and 
godowns for the use of vessels with 
passengers and general cargo, the rail- 
way being carried along the front of 
the city between the bund and the 
harbor and to these piers, so that pas- 
sengers Will be able to step direct from 
the steamer into the train. There will 
be ample accommodation here for 
steamers to lie alongside the piers in 
28 to 30 feet of water, and Shanghai 
will have to bestir itself if it is not to 
be entirely cut out by the new Russian 
port. : 
The western breakwater starts from

ARMORED TRAINS,

AN ARMORED TRAIN, 


Most of our readers are aware, of 
course, that a number of American lo- 
comotives weigh upward of 100 tons. 
What, therefore, is to prevent armor 
plate, in the true sense of the word, be- 
ing employed on heavily and strongly 
built locomotives and cars for effective 
operations. 

A train so constructed could cover 
a wide range, and doubtless by the em- 
ployment of a pilot or “scout” engine 
of smaller and swifter caliber, carry- 
ing only a single small truck, properly 
protected and armed with Maxims, 
Nordenfeldts or. Gatlings, interference 
with the line could be effectually pre- 
vented.
